HE DENSEST and heaviest forest the world has 
ever known stands today on the Pacific Coast to

On the west T 
of the Cascades, reaching to the waters of the Pacific,

The Early American houses, modi- 
fied and adapted to American needs, 
yet retaining the full charm and 
flavor of the old original is, in the 
true sense of that greatest word 
in the English language, a home. 

They were built to house a com- 
fort loving people and by adhering 
closely to those early precepts, de- 
lightful and wholly livable interiors 
will result. Modernize the early 
Colonial with respect to equipment 
but do not attempt to bring the 
design up-to-date. 
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Cooperation Makes a Home 


for Builders Exchange 


Combined Efforts of San Antonio (Texas) Builders 
Provide a Home with Reference Library, a Perma- 
nent Exhibit of Building Materials and a Plan Room 


ROBABLY no building has 

been erected under more un- 

usual conditions and through a 
more hearty spirit of cooperation 
that the Builders Exchange Build- 
ing of San Antonio, Texas. A ten- 
story structure, modern in every 
form and convenience, it stands as 
an emblem of the cooperative efforts 
of its members and the untiring work 
of the Builders Exchange manager, 
Mr. Sidney Cornelius. 

It is no easy task to plan, design, 
finance and construct any ten-story 
building; but to do this and at the 
same time keep all of the members 
satisfied and working for the good 
of the cause, in a small way shows 
the spirit which was created and 
sustained. 

When Mr. Cornelius came to the 
Builders Exchange in 1920 as man- 
ager, he found an organization with 
a good cause but lacking in spirit 
and incentive. The members num- 
bered less than a hundred. A num- 
ber of these were ready to drop out, 
and the number who did not belong 
made it so hard for those who did, 
that the whole organization was 
practically demoralized. 

With the coming of Mr. Corne- 
lius, however, all this was changed. 
He realized that in order to keep the 
members interested, they must have 
something to do. I believe that he 
had the idea of an individual home 
for his members from the start; but 
he was shrewd enough to realize 
that the organization must have 
wme show of strength before such 
a proposition could be tackled. 

So he started in building up the 
Builders Exchange. lle created a 
campaign for new members and fol-

lowed it through until at the pres- 
ent time there are more than 300 
firms represented on its roster. He 
brought the architects together and 
drew up a code which was adopted 
to the benefit of all. He enlarged 
the personnel from three to more 
than a dozen. And he opened up 
new departments which would give 
n ne to the members in their 
work. 


HEN the organization was 

funetioning as it should, Mr. 
Cornelius made the first suggestion 
of a new building; a building to be 
owned and operated for the mem- 
bers of the Builders Exchange. It 
was like a bomb thrown into the 
midst of the members. Many pooh- 
poohed the idea. Others said it 
eouldn't be done, and offered many 
reasons to substantiate their state- 
ments. Others showed no interest 
whatsoever in the plan. A few ap- 
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proved the idea but were skeptical. 

But this opposition had been fore- 
seen and provisions made to thwart 
it. Steadily, the idea was ham- 
mered home. It was not done dur- 
ing one meeting, in a day, week, or 
a month. It was only after nearly 
a year of persistent effort that a 
committee of ten members was ap- 
pointed to look into the plan and 
report back on how it could be ac- 
complished. And they were charged 
to show how it could be done; not 
how it couldn't. 

In due time. the preliminary 
plans for creating such a building 
were made. It looked as though the 
biggest part of the work had been 
completed; but, in fact, it had only 
just begun. Here, in this organiza- 
tion of three hundred members. 
were architects, contractors, sub- 
contractors, supply men, builders, 
and every type of industry allied to 
the building trades was represented.

We took every possible precau- 
tion to have everything fair and 
above board, Mr. Cornelius stated, 
in explaining how the problem was 
worked out. ‘‘We had our com- 
mittees, all chosen from members, 
and we got them all together and 
talked it over. We kept the cause 
before them, and it helped to do 
away with selfish instincts. To 
choose an architect, we sent out bal- 
lots to all the contractors on which 
were printed the names of all the 
architects who were members. These 
contractors were asked to scratch all 
but three names and return the bal- 
lots on a certain day. 

**On that day, we had all the ar- 
chitects present and opened up the 
envelopes—which heretofore had 
been sealed and kept in a safe. The 
plan had been to select the three 
names who had the most votes and

then have them draw for it. Two, 
however, were tied for third place, 
so we had a double drawing. We 
made as much of a gala day out of 
it as we could and in this way kept 
down any hard feelings. In fact, 
we had a lot of fun out of it. 
„One man would get two or three 
votes in succession and someone 
would promptly accuse him of buy- 
ing the election. Then the accuser 
would get a bunch, and he would 
be charged with having framed up 
a dirty trick. We kept this spirit 
dominant, and everyone was satis- 
fied.

The Correct Treatment of 


EXTERIORS and INTERIORS 
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In Period Design 


NE of the reasons why the 
() English Cottage has become 

one of the most popular 
styles followed by American home- 
builders is that its beauty lies in 
its simplicity. Another reason is 
that it is extremely adaptable. It 
may be built on any floor plan re- 
quired by the life of the family for 
which it is intended. And, while 
its most successful rendering is in 
brick, it also may be built of local 
fieldstone or in a combination of 
brick or stone and half-timbering 
with the panels between the timbers 
filled with rough-textured stucco of 
some grey or buff tint. 

This same adaptability applies to 
the interior. The rooms may be 
built and decorated to suit the hab- 
its, the taste and purse of the owner 
and still be attractive and correctly 
English. The size and arrangement 
of rooms may follow the traditional 
American plan, or some unusual new 
ideas may be introduced. 

For instance, there is a tendency 
in the planning of many homes now- 
a-days to enlarge the pantry to in- 
clude a breakfast-nook or to add a 
breakfast-aleove to the kitchen. 
This idea is thoroughly adaptable 
to the English Cottage. For often 
the kitchen, as in Dutch dwellings, 
was the chief room of the house and 
combined the features of both cook- 
ery, dining-room and ordinary liv- 
ing-room while the parlor was used 
only for state occasions. 

Another practical and attractive 
planning idea, which has the addi- 
tional advantage of being a little 
bit novel, is to make the living-room 
a great chamber somewhat like the 
hall of an English manor-house. 
This might serve quite properly as 
dining-room, parlor and general 
gathering place. I know of one 
brick home in which this was done 


HOME that is typical of old 
English manor house traditions. 
Agecroft Hall, despite its antiquity, is 
still resplendent in  half-timbered

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Period Treatment 


The ENGLISH 


With Illustrations of 
Original Homes and Re- 
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in a most attractive way. The liv- 
ing-room occupied a distinct wing, 
connected with the main house by 
a short hall, and it was a story-and- 
a-half high with a peaked raftered 
ceiling and a balcony at one end 
and giving into a little study. 

Unless some such idea is adopted, 
all the rooms will be rather low. 
The stories of the original old Eng- 
lish cottage-homes do not exceed 
eight feet in height, and this is one 
factor that contributes to the feel- 
ing of intimacy and comfort which 
is a great part of their charm. 

Mediaeval English ideas of floor- 
ing are not practicable to us with 
modern ideas of hygiene. Often as 
not, the ground floor was of turf, or 
else rough planks or flatstones were 
used. Similar effects can be ob- 
tained, without the disadvantage of 
discomfort and unhealthiness, by 
constructing the floors of wide 
boards or of bricks or of tiles or of 
linoleums in a large-tile pattern. 
Floors need not be covered, but fur 
rugs or woven ones which are not 
too rich in color and texture may be 
introduced without losing the de- 
sired effect. 

Nine out of ten old cottages of 
this type have beamed ceilings. The 
arrangement of the timbers may dif- 
fer widely according to individual 
taste. There may be one heavy 
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eross- piece and numerous smaller 
beams running length-wise, or the 
beams may be all of one size cross- 
ing each other so as to leave almost 
square panels between them. Either 
effect is interesting. 

In any event the spaces between 
the wood should be plastered in the 
typical English manner,-which will 
be described presently. And the 
timbers should be stained a smoky 
brown or a warm grey to simulate 
the effect of aged wood. Above all, 
the beams should not be squarely 
sawed, smoothly planed and so neat- 
ly joined as to give evidence of mod- 
ern factory methods. They should 
look rough-hewn and, though sub- 
stantially put together, they should 
give the impression of native car- 
pentry. 

There are three ways in which 
the walls of the English Cottage 
may be treated. If sufficient money 
is available, they may be paneled 
from floor to ceiling with boards 
stained to resemble old oak. The 
lumber used for this paneling may 
be beaded or simply molded along 
the edges, or for a more elaborate 
interior the paneling may be carved 
in the linen-fold design or in some 
other manner typical of Tudor man- 
or-houses. 

Plastering is the second type of 
wall finish that appears in English 
cottages, and this is most common 
in brick or other masonry homes of 
this style. Here, again, the effect 
must not be ‘‘slick’’ or up-to-date- 
American. Up to about 1600 (which 
was about the date when the Eng- 
lish cottage began to be modernized 
and to lose its distinctive character) 
smooth-troweled plaster work and 
ornamental plastering as we now 
know it, were unpracticed.

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Plastering was known as ‘‘par- 
getting’’ or ‘‘parge-work’’ and it 
consisted of rough troweling similar 
to the work done inside our chim- 
neys before flue-lining came into 
general acceptance. The only orna- 
mental touches known were crude 
reliefs or similar patterns which 
were hand-modeled by the crafts- 
men. . 


Another character of English 
plastering was that it was ‘‘off-col- 
or.’’ Because of the local materials 
used and the crude processes by 
which they were manufactured, the 
plaster usually was tinted buff, tan 
or grey. These same characteristics 
may be rendered by the modern 
plasterer or, if such work is too 
expensive for the home-builder, the 
effect may be obtained from the use 
of a plastic paint which gives both 
texture and color-tone in a one-coat 
application. Whichever method is 
employed, this textured finish should 
be applied to all wall and ceiling 
spaces where plaster is required. 

Still another attractive way of 
treating the walls of a home in the 
English cottage style is by half-tim- 
bering. This has been almost en- 
tirely overlooked by modern design- 
ers and builders. But it must be 
remembered that the original half- 
timbering had a structural purpose 
and the same timbers which showed 


T 8E splendor of this interior can 
not, of course, be duplicated in 
the small home. This is a room in 
the Duncan home.

on the outside also appeared 
on the interior walls. 

While this is not practi- 
cable with modern methods of 
construction, the effect of it 
can be carried out inexpen- 
sively and will prove novel. 

Every room in the genuine 
old English dwelling had a 
fireplace.. They varied greatly 
in size and treatment. One 
typical form has a hearth- 
place of brick, one soldier- 
course high, with a wide fac- 
ing of the same kind of brick 
surmounted by a heavy oak 
lintel. The arches over the 
fireplace-openings usually 
are flat or almost so. Not 
until a later period were 
elaborate mantels of carved 
stone or wood superimposed 
over the brick work. If there 
were a mantel, it consisted 
of a narrow extension out- 


ward of the wooden lintel on which 


a row of quaint old plates or similar 
heirlooms could be placed. 
Another distinctively English idea 
is a the ingle-nook. Oftentimes a 
whole end of the living-room would 
be filled with a recess or alcove pan- 
eled with wood or built of brick 
work. Tho wide deep fireplace oc- 
cupied a portion of this alcove, with 
plenty of room left for a lounging 
chair and a settle or bench on which 
members of the household could 
toast their toes. Such a cozy corner 
needs no decorative treatment be- 
yond the brick-laying in herring- 
bone or some other attractive pat- 
tern. A little window on each side 
of the fireplace will light the nook

Window seats and window alcoves 
also work into the English style 
naturally and charmingly.  Espe- 
eially is this true of the second-story 
rooms, where the dormers that are 
so marked a characteristic of the 
English exterior may be utilized to 
full advantage. Windows should 
have small panes, either leaded or in 
ordinary wooden sash. Interior 
doors in homes of this style must 
be simple and inelaborate, and where 
cornice moldings, base-boards, stair- 
rails and such accessories are ap- 
plied they should be of the simplest 
possible character. 

Built-in bookshelves, cup- 
boards and cabinets may be 
introduced with good effect, 
for they contribute to the 
informal atmosphere which is 
so large a part of the charac- 
ter of the English home. 
Lighting should be achieved 
through sconces or lamps of 
iron or brass which are made 
to resemble beaten metal- 
work. 

Curtains and hangings 
snould be of simple and 
Inexpensive fabrics. It is evi- 
dent that elaborate and costly 
appointments will not be in 
accord with rough finished 
walls and ceiling. Good 
taste demands simplicity 
throughout. Whilethe 
builder ean not dictate to the 
owner what furnishings will 
be used, he can at least ad- 
vise them judiciously.

Imported English Homes 
for America 


HILE the small-home builder 

is primarily interested in the 
English Cottage, the Manor House 
following almost the same archi- 
tectural lines offers attractive pos- 
sibilities to those who can afford it. 
Wealthy Americans sincere in their 
efforts to build authentic English

HEN a firm rises from ob- 

scurity to one transacting 

an annual business of 
$1,000,000 in a brief span of but 
four short years the question arises, 
„How did they do it!“ 

The success story of the Gordon 
Mortgage Company, which in actu- 
ality is the life story of Sam G.

A-hem, 
you're hungry, aren't you—I know 
I am,’’ he explained apologetically. 
If we buy a dinner we won't have 
a plaee to sleep. If we rent a room 
for the night we'll have to go 
hungry. | 

They had just left the courthouse, 
and were holding the all important 
discourse in the dreamlike daze 
where newly-weds dwell. Before 
Mrs. Gordon had time to offer a 
suggestion they passed a real estate 
window, where above a picture of a 
tiny, shabby little old shack, a show- 
eard sign read, ‘‘Own your own 


home for nothing down and noth- 
ing a week. 

"Just my price!“ The young 
groom grasped his new wife by the 
hand, dragging her inside. 

"Il take that house!" He 
startled the man inside by his bold 
announcement. 

There was considerable hemming 
and hawing, during which the real 
estate man explained that the card 
was just a clever joke designed to 
get people inside, but that the terms 
were so low that they were prac- 
tically the same as nothing. A small 
payment down, and say $10 per 
month, including interest. 


W HEN Sam Gordon walked out 
of the office he went as the 
possessor of the little shack on the 
outskirts of the city limits, seven 
miles from his place of business. 

By clever argumentation he aec- 
tually induced the real estate man 
to let him have the house with no 
payment down and a signed contract 
to make the first $10 payment a 
month and a half later. ‘‘Think of

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street and accordingly were ex- 
tended a limited amount of credit.

Next they went down town, walk- 
ing to save carfare, and bought 
$17.50 worth of second-hand essen- 
tials from an installment furniture 
house. Essentials consisted of a 
folding bed, a few necessary cook- 
ing utensils, and a minimum amount 
of bedding. 

The young couple had figured 
things out to a minimum basis. 
"Why buy two cups and saucers 
when one of each will do?’’ and the 
husband waited for his wife to finish 
a cup of coffee before taking his own 
turn.

In their third and fourth 
months, butter and meat came into 
the daily menus. All this while, 
young Gordon, in order to get to 
work on time was forced to spend 
a nickel carfare a day in the morn- 
ing, but whistling merrily, trudged 
home the entire seven miles afoot 
every night. 

„To us it was all a lot of fun, 
Gordon explains reminiscently, with 
twinkling eyes. ‘‘We were young 
and healthy and in love with each 
other, and we made a big game out 
of the whole thing. I didn’t know 
the difference between a mitre box 
and a hunk of cheese then, but the 
neighbors showed me how to saw 
boards, nail them down, and about 
everything else I wanted to know. 

„When we sold our equity for 
$300, we not only had our rent free 
for the entire five months, but we 
made more money on the deal than 
my entire salary amounted to during 
that time.’’ 

It was then, Gordon says, that the 
nucleus of the Self-Starter Bungalow

J knew that I must not base the 
selling price of my first house on 
my cost price, that the first building 
was bound to cost me more than 
subsequent ones would. No sooner 
was the house up and complete to

planned on, than a 
young couple came 
along and bought it 
for $50 down and $30 
a month, including 
interest. The total 
selling price of this 
house was $1,650, and 
it lacked inside finish- 
ing, including paint- 
ing. 

„There was no 
money on this first 
deal, but I just about 
broke even. I waited 
a full month before I 
could make a suff- 
ciently good buy on a 
lot to start the next 
house. In the mean- 
time the party who 
bought the house from me sold it to 
someone else, after being finished, at 
a profit, encouraging me all the more 
to keep after my idea.

basis. After that we sold our 
houses, semi-finished, about as fast 
as we were in a position to build 
them, which for the first year was at 
the rate of one per month. 
FINANCING 

In the meantime we were doing 
a mortgage business on a brokerage 
basis for outside loans. After we 
had eonstrueted our first bungalow, 
one of our elients, after looking it 
over, loaned 5096 of the value of 
the house and lot on first mortgage, 
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which left a contract besides tne 
second mortgage of $450. This 
another client took off my hands for 
monthly payments. 

'Gradually our mortgage clients 
increased. They were always glad 
to take a first mortgage on each of 
the houses that we built, and at the 
same time we developed another 
clientele to relieve us of the second 
mortgages at a very slight discount, 
not over 5%, which the purchaser of 
the house was in no position to of- 
fer, but which, because of our 
capacity to build houses cheaply, 
was profitable to us. 

We do not advertise our second 
mortgages for sale, but have clients 
on our lists who actually solicit the 
privilege of buying them. With our 
method of investments in second 
mortgages our clients double their 
money in six years, or less if pay- 
ments are reinvested in the same 
manner. The first mortgages do not 
exceed 40% and the first and second 
mortgages combined usually repre- 
sent from 65% to 75% of the total 
valuation of the property con- 
cerned. 

In establishing a business policy, 
Gordon determined from the begin- 
ning that if he could satisfy both the 
investor and the buyer and at the 
same time give both more for their 
money even at a less profit to him- 
self on each individual transaction, 
his gross profit would increase 
through his volume. 

Mortgages on houses built and 
sold by the Gordon Mortgage Co. 
bear 8% interest net to investors. 
The home buyer does not object to 


the interest rate on account of the 
low price at which the house is sold 
with the rate he receives.

branch of the business until the de- 
partment was self-supporting and 
not to employ additional help until 
that time. In this manner, by the 
end of the first year, during which 
our small office was operated en- 
tirely by my sister-in-law and my- 
self, we developed a nice business 
in insurance and real estate selling 
on a commission basis.’’ 

In the second year the Gordon 
Mortgage Company commenced a 
spurt of increased production which 
has not even today, the fourth year 
of the firm’s existence, reached its 
highest peak. From one house a 
month, they developed their pro- 
duction to two, three, then four 
bouses a month, until today, this 
company builds a house for every 
day in the year. 

During this time the Gordon 
Mortgage Organization gradually 
increased. In the second year, one 
office assistant was added. Such 
rapid expansion took place in the 
third year that the firm was forced 
to move from its cramped little one- 
room office to large, modern quar- 
ters, where a total of 22 persons was 
listed on the inside force.

Our plan is to offer people the 
opportunity to buy either at $100, 
$50 or nothing down, a house of 
high grade construction, in which 
only the actual necessities have been 
completed. Necessities we class as 
roof and floor, all four outside walls 
of double construction, doors, win- 
dows and running water in the 
house and only essential sanitary 
plumbing. Bathtub is omitted. We 
consider it of utmost importance to 
have cement foundation, and good 
superstructure, as our long time of 
payments makes it essential as pro- 
tection to ourselves as well as our 
clientele that houses be strong and 
durably built. 

"Our main house is always the 
same, but because of four or five 
different roof types, as many differ- 
ent types of front porches, and three 
or four choices of back porches we 


are able to offer selection of six dif- 
ferent appearing houses. We figure 
that after the purchasers move in, 
during their spare time they can 
finish up the inside, do their own 
painting, gardening, etc. 

If people show a willingness to 
do this work, and show reasonable 
indications of their sincerity, be- 
sides having steady employment, we 
cheerfully eliminate the $100 pay- 
ment, should they be unable to make 
it, for we figure that the improve- 
ments they will make on their houses 
takes place of down payments. 


FOURTH YEAR 


In its fourth year the Gordon 
Mortgage Company has an office of 
thirty persons and one hundred 
building mechanics whose practical 
efficiency enables them to attain the 
average of a house a day for this 
firm. Eight distinet departments 
have been developed within 
this progressive business as 
follows:

ADVERTISING POLICIES 

The expansion of this little one- 
man firm to the present Gordon 
Mortgage Company accomplishing 
an annual turnover of a million dol- 
lars a year is correlative with its 
advertising campaigns. 

During the first year only one 
type of advertising was indulged in, 
the unfailing little business getter 
for the real estate man nationally 
known as the ''classified."' 

The first Gordon catch phrase, 
„Own Your Own Home on Rent 
Terms,’’ was launched on the sus- 
ceptibilities of home-hungry indi- 
viduals in both morning and evening 
newspapers, and the day following 
the ad, the sale was made, with 
dozen of home wanters disappointed. 
However, the list of prospects was 
retained and connected with as soon 
as another house was built. 


The advertising expenditures on 
classified, the only type of adver- 
tising used the first year, was $75 
per month. This advertising, de- 
voted to the building department 
alone created a volume of $20,000 
worth of business, out of a total of 
$100,000 turned over by this firm 
the first year. | 

In the second year of its actively 
throbbing existence, the Gordon 
Mortgage Company kept the main 
portion of its advertising budget in 
daily newspaper channels, but 
added a few local publicaitons with 
the sole intent of establishing their 
name in the minds of the public. 
Classified ads were used almost en- 
tirely until about the end of the year 
when a grand climax was attained 
with a barrage of display ads that 
brought the total expenditure on 
advertising by this firm for that year 
to $3,000. Out of the quarter of a

million dollar business transacted 
that year, $80,000 was done by the 
building department alone. 

Big orange and black card posters 
and painted signs augmented the 
newspapers and local publications 
in the third year. More display ad- 
vertising was arranged for and the 
same amount of classified as pre- 
viously used was contracted. The 
total expenditure ran close to $7,000 
from which a half a million dollars 
worth of business resulted, $200,000 
of which was derived from the build- 
ing department. 

In its present and fourth year the 
Gordon Mortgage Company finds 
their business so widely developed 
that it is now necessary to advertise 
only to keep their name before the 
public. Though the amount of busi- 
ness transacted has doubled to a full 
million dollars, which total will have 
been attained at the present rate, by

the end of the year, the advertising 
expenditure has been put at only 
$10,000. The amount of newspaper 
space used last year has not been in- 
creased and the additional $2,000 
has been placed in outside painted 
signs and posters. 


ADVERTISING IS BUDGETED 


The Gordon Mortgage Company’s 
advertising is budgeted as follows: 
Classified 40%, newspaper display 
40%, sign advertising 10%, miscel- 
laneous display 10%. 

In the second year of its existence 
Gordon created a distinctive signa- 
ture which from then till today per- 
sonifies all the advertising of this 
firm. ‘‘Gordon Mortgage Com- 
pany,’’ written in a clear, somewhat 
irregular script impresses the thou- 
sands of followers of this company’s 
advertising as a personal signature. 

We have always written 
our classified copy to appeal 
to people who work for 
wages,’’ says Gordon. ‘‘We 
assume a ‘straight talk’ style 
in which we address them in 
their own style of language. 
We find that working people 
like advertising with a bit of 
clean humor to it, and our 
‘classifieds’ are such that they 
often quote them back to us 
when they come in to make 
investigations.“

HOW SELF-STARTERS ARE BUILT 


The astonishing efficiency that has 
gone into the planning of the Gor- 
don Mortgage Company houses 
again personifies the man Gordon, 
who even today puts in from twelve 
to eighteen hours a day at executive 
work. It’s Gordon who evolves the 
plans to reduce the cost of every 
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bit of labor that goes into the Self- 
Starter houses. 

When Gordon was asked by the 
writer how he standardizes his 
costs he pieked up a bunch of yel- 


low typewritten sheets held together 


with a rubber band and replied: 

„Here's my costs for next year's 
houses, whieh are going to be built 
for less per house than any previous 
year, owing to the fact that I have 
found some new ways of saving 
money. 

„Last night, for instance, I stuck 
around the office here doping this 
out till ten o'elock. At that time 
the heat was turned off in the build- 
ing so I took my work over to the 
Chamber of Commerce and worked 
in eomfort til midnight, when 
there, too, the place went cold. I 
was right in the midst of several 
problems which would not bear in- 
terruption so I moved over to the 
mezzanine floor of the Benson Hotel, 
where I worked undisturbed till 
4.30 a. m. 
Gordon explains further, In 

order to bring the building cost 
down to minimum it is necessary to 
standardize the entire house, just 
like the Ford is standardized, so 
that in placing our orders for 
lumber or hardware there will be 
no instance where a carpenter will 
have to stop his productive work to 
engage in figuring of any descrip- 
tion whatsoever. 

Thus each of the several styles 
of porches or roofs receives its own 
number, which, when the customer 
makes his selection is combined with 
that of the main building, with a 
result somewhat as follows:

„Pinning the specification sheets 
together we have an exact detail of 
every fraction of an inch of lumber 
that goes into the house, and the 
carpenter at work on the job will 
not waste five minutes’ time in 
creating the whole. 

Every piece of lumber that goes 
into one of our houses is figured out 
to a fraction of an inch before the 
house is started. This is done 
through a series of formulas which 
I have worked out. By standardiz- 
ing eripples and pocket space and 
applying the formulas, any size of 
number of windows and doors may 
be substituted and the actual size of 
each stick of lumber necessary in 
the house may be figured out ahead 
of time. "These are arranged in de- 
tailed cutting specifications as fol- 
lows:

These two diagrams for cutting plates are decidedly interesting. The plate is, 
course, composed of two 2x4s, the upper layer ties in the lower making a 


rigid frame. 


Each separate piece is numbered and its length designated 
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by the glass size of each sash, with 
the exception of the two large win- 
dows on the front, which gives the 
over-all size of glass. The front 
door is 2 ft. 8 in. wide by 6 ft. 8 in. 
high. The rear door is 2 ft. 6 in. 
wide by 6 ft. 6 in. high. 

The outside casings are, of 
course, of uniform width and thick- 
ness, coming in 14 and 18 ft. lengths 
which are cut up according to above 
specifications for each house. 

Each piece of easing has distinc- 
tive marks, A, B, L, N, ete. It will 
be noticed that the top or head cas- 
ing marked ‘‘A’’ has its corre- 
sponding side casing marked L, 
and so forth. 

The number of pieces eut from a 
14 or 18 ft. length of casing, is given 
below. If one will add the lengths 
of the different pieces, A—-B—C, 
he will find that there is but little 
waste on the 18 ft. length. Of 
course, figuring like this cuts down 
the kindling-wood supply, but 
means more money for the builder. 

We have had a cutting machine 
made to order by a local machinist 
to fill our own peculiar require- 
ments. This machine is transported 
on a trailer from job to job and is 
easily loaded and unloaded by the 
cutter and his helper. A collapsible 
measuring table is set up even on 
uneven ground by means of adjust- 
able legs. 

„We make three cuttings—one 
for the forms, one for the frame and 
one for the finish. When the lumber 
is cut, and while the forms are being 
built and the conerete poured, the 
saw goes to another job on our 
schedule for some one of the three 
sets of cuttings. Thus the saw is 
never idle. 

** Every step of our work is sched- 
uled ahead by a series of a certain 
number of hours allowed for each 
part. Our men are loyal and take 
pride in their work, striving con- 
tinually to break their own records 
in both time and workmanship. 

In ease of delay to any part of 
the work from weather conditions or 
otherwise the men on that particu- 
lar step of the work go to a job 
which is set aside for such emergen- 
eles so that their time may not be 
lost.“ 

HOW LUMBER IS CUT 

The Gordon Mortgage Company 
has all its lumber cut on the job. 
“We do not use the ready-eut proc- 
es, Gordon explains, as this 
would neeessitate the renting of 
warehouses, plus the extra expense 
of additional handling. 

“For instance we order a certain

Monopoly by Licensing 


HERE is a movement on foot in some states 

to license builders and in others there is an 

attempt to pass a law to prohibit any one 
from drawing plans and specifications except a 
licensed architect or engineer. 

We think this is dangerous business. It creates 
a monopoly for one class of our citizens to the 
detriment of a good many others. We have too 
many silly laws now relating to the building in- 
dustry. 

There have been buildings designed by so-called 
“high reputation'' architects that are total fail- 
ures from the occupational and safety standpoint 
and there has been many a building erected by 


ordinary builders that are well built, of good de- 


sign, with a practical, workable interior layout. 

There are many impractical individuals parad- 
ing around with the title of architect who should 
be debarred from practicing, Just the same as we 
have many physicians, lawyers, etc., who are fail- 
ures in their profession. 


A real architect of today must be a thorough 


details of the largest March construction on record, 
being 22% higher than that of March, 1925. 

Building construction in a large measure fol- 
lows Real Estate activity. In a bulletin issued 
by the National Association of Real Estate Boards 
the first few months of 1926 showed the highest 
record of activity in the period covered by their 
reports (which extend back to 1916). Reports of 
this nature can be taken as a barometer of condi- 
tions in the very near future, and it shows a good 
season, ahead for the building industry. 


business man as well as having a thorough knowl- 
edge of design and construction, besides being an 
artist of no mean ability. Such high-grade men 
cannot, of course, undertake work of a small 
nature, except at a financial loss. 

This therefore leaves the design of smaller struc- 
tures to the younger men of the profession who 
are striving for a reputation or to men of mediocre 
ability whose pottering around only too often re- 
sults in financial loss to the owner. 

It is in such cases that the practical builder who 
ean design offers the best solution to the problem. 
He is the Builder-Architect and his knowledge 
of the practical requirements of the people make 
him fit to handle the problem. 

Any attempt by law to produce trade for the 
incompetent architect will certainly not bring 
credit to the building industry. 

Let us stand on good results only and not debar 
any eapable man from doing a good job. Let us 
have all the laws possible to promote good construe- 
tion and design but let us not limit ability.

Will Have Samples of Our Workmanship 


of St. John the Divine are in- 

stalling interior pipes and 
conduits on the same permanent and 
massive plgn as the solid masonry 
which surrpunds them. The archi- 
tects and engineers have gone to 
extraordinary pains and expense to 
design pipes and fittings which will 
last indefinitely and may prove as 
interesting to archaeologists of the 
year 3926 as the handiwork of 
Roman craftsmen proves to the 
tourist of today. 

Especial care is being taken to 
make all connections accessible and 
to avoid the necessity of removing 
any stonework for repairs or for ad- 
ditional installations. 

The Rev. Caleb R. Stetson, D.D., 
rector of Trinity Parish, who is 
chairman of the Committee on Fab- 
ric of the Cathedral Board of Trus- 
tees, described the piping work be- 
ing done on the Nave as follows: 

„This work is of course more or 

an experiment because it has 
never been done on this scale be- 
fore. Professor William H. Burr, 
of Columbia University, who is a 
member of the Cathedral Board of 
Trustees, said that he had never 
seen sueh massive piping installed 
in any building. We cannot hazard 
an estimate as to the life of the ma- 
terials nor can we guess the needs 
of the future, but the ideas of 
permanence and accessibility have 
deen uppermost in mind. 

“The architects, Cram & Fergu- 
son, have given long study to the 
problem and have sought advice 


/ | \HE builders of the Cathedral 


from various sources, aside from the 


recommendations made by the en- 
gineers, Buerkel & Co., and their 
amociates for the electrical work, 
the Hixon Electric Company of Bos- 
ten. The architects assure us that 
this entire installation has been ap- 
ed with a view of perma- 
neney beyond anything yet consid- 
ered in similar construction lines. 
In planning the system of heat- 
ing, for instance, the engineers are 
ing into consideration the prob- 
ability that within fifty years. this 
will be done by electricity. I think 
that undoubtedly such a system will 
became general within that time. 
We do not know, of course, how the 
eurrent will be supplied—perhaps 
by radio—but the electrical conduits

have purposely been made of extra- 
ordinary size. 

‘(The architects have attempted 
to devise an electrical distributing 
system that will give unusual dur- 
ability and flexibility. The duct 
system is so arranged that at any 
time wiring can be installed for any 
conceivable service without disturb- 
ing or defacing the masonry. The 
main conduits are of fibre, three 
inches in diameter, of Orangeburg 
manufacture, with special joints. 


O far as the architects know, fibre 

ducts of this kind have never 
been used in building construction. 
They have been in use for many 
years for underground work in 
cities, and were designed for dura- 
bility in places where metal ducts 
could not well be used. The ducts 
are being entirely surrounded with 
concrete, and in case the fibre it- 
self deteriorates, the channels left 
in the concrete would admirably 
serve the same purpose. 

The ducts start at the main elec- 
trical room in the basement of the 
Cathedral, and continue through the 
fleors of the basement, the main 
Nave floor and at several levels 
throughout the height of the Nave. 
They terminate in special, extra 
heavy cast brass outlet boxes, set in 
the floors and designed to be cov- 
ered by the flagging. A record of 
their locations will be kept by means 
of drawings. 

“The same care has been taken 
in designing the pipes which will 
carry the water from the roof. Un- 
like the old Cathedrals, with their 
open-mouthed, dripping gargoyles, 
St. John the Divine will have the 
rainwater brought down inside the 
heavy walls. Damage by freezing 
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is often caused to exterior pipes, 
and they would also have to be car- 
ried through various parapet walls 
of masonry, always a source of 
trouble. 

„To avoid the clogging of the 
drain pipes by freezing, a melting 
device will be built at the gutter 
opening, so that live steam can be 
turned on to melt the ice and snow. 

„A more detailed description of 
the roof water or leader pipes may 
be of interest. The pipe is six 
inches in diameter, and of extra 
heavy copper, one-third inch thick, 
with fittings of heavy cast brass. 
Cast brass is not subject to corro- 
sion, and will not stretch or leak, 
as would copper fittings. 

‘‘The pipe is coated with pitch, 
wrapped with two inches of insula- 
tion made of roofing felt and as- 
phaltie roofing, and built solidly 
into the masonry, all sharp angles 
being avoided. Should these pipes 
deteriorate in a matter of a few 
hundred years it is quite possible 
that the masonry openings would 
carry down the roof water. 

„The steam pipes are of double, 
extra strong, wrought iron pipe, five- 
eighths of an inch thick, with an 
interior diameter of two and a half 
or three inches. The steam pipes 
are covered with pitch, then with a 
thick covering of 85 per cent. mag- 
nesia, and then with two thicknesses 
of two-ply asphaltic roofing” wired 
on. Insofar as possible, provision 
has been made for the removal and 
replacement of this piping. 

'Eighty or ninety per cent. of 
the heat for the Nave is from the 
radiators in the basement, and these 
are readily accessible. 


66 HE work I have described is 

very expensive but a Cathe- 
dral which is to stand a thousand 
years or even two thousand should 
be built solidly throughout. The en- 
gineers and architects spent consid- 
erable time in educating the work- 
men to the use of the unusual ma- 
terials, but this has now been ac- 
complished, and the men are hand- 
ling the work in an entirely satis- 
factory manner. 

„Perhaps New York will be a 
Pompeii for the investigators of a 
future age, and these arrangements 
will-be found. virtually intact.’’

Many new 
apartments permit a basement cubi- 
cal for the neighborhood tailor but 
often that provision was not consid- 
ered good taste. Even now, for that 
matter, there are many dwelling 
zones where a commercial aspect is 
avoided with scrupulous care.

In the long run, however, cost of in- 
stallation will be sufficiently less to 
carry the investment. The plan 
shows foresight on part of architect 
and builder. 

It was desired to eliminate all 
commercial feeling on the north and 
the result is that this exposure pre- 
sents a purely residential aspect. 
On the other street, store fronts have 
been finished under the windows 
with terra cotta base in granite 
finish. All other terra cotta trim- 
mings are done in dull glazed cream

TS suites on the second floor leave 
space for a light court over shop 
and stores below. Arrangement 
rooms in each apartment is well 
worth noticing in detail. 


The interiors of all these stores 
have terrazzo floors while the offices 
in connection with store room No. 9 
have terrazzo base and floor borders 
with a field of 14 inch brown battle- 
ship linoleum, glued to concrete and 
flush with borders. 

Returning to the design of the 
twenty-four apartments, there is 
found there everything that goes to 
make up modern tenantable quar- 
ters. Five apartments are equipped 
with bed closets of ample size with 
folding beds installed. This, in real- 
ity, makes these five apartments 
equivalent to five rooms each. 

Electrical installations have been 
made freely with the result that 
every possible convenience, includ- 
ing electrically operating apartment 
entrance door locks and hall phones, 
in connection with mail boxes of the 
latest design. 

The stair halls leading to the sec- 
ond and third floors have terrazzo 
base and floor borders with a field of 
battleship linoleum as in the down 
stairs office. The stairs are terrazzo 
with anti-slip inserts in all treads. 
Balustrades are of ornamental 
wrought iron with oak hand rails. 
Each apartment features a bath 
room with ceramic tile floors and 
glazed tile around tubs in colors. 

All floors are of oak laid over 
wood sleepers attached to concrete 
floor slabs. In the kitchen, dining 
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nooks, bath rooms and closets, the 
wood trim is of gumwood, enamel 
finish. Other rooms are done in 
plain red oak in an almost black 
tint. In every case commodious 
closet room has been provided. This 
is necessary equipment today when 
tenants know enough of building 
matters to demand the latest in con- 
venience features. The owner of 
this apartment house desired to 
make each unit a real home and the 
results bear out well the ingenuity 
of his architect and the practical ef- 
forts of the contractor. 

There were, of course, many diffi- 
culties involved in the planning of 
this building because of the desire 
to combine a number of stores with 
apartment floors. As each store 
room must extend beyond the main 
upper wall line and the court roof 
the question of a service entrance 
and of garbage disposal were serious 
obstacles to be overcome. 

A study of the floors plan will 
bring out just how these apparent 
impossibilities were solved by archi- 
tect and builder. It will be seen 
that the service stairs begin at the 
alley and run up to the roof of the 
court. An elevated plank prome- 
nade leads from this point to both 
main service stairs and to apart- 
ments. Enclosing it on either side is 
pipe railing. The scheme worked 
out very satisfactorily. 

In the matter of providing for dis- 
posal of garbage, the difficulty was 
most complex on the west side be- 
cause of the store rooms beneath. 
Therefore, a garbage duct was incor- 
porated on each side of the building 
and at a convenient point easily ac- 
eessible from all apartments. On 
each floor, steel tilting garbage re- 
ceptors were walled in. At the bot- 
tom of these ducts the refuse is 
gathered and cremated in a large 
steel combined garbage burner and 
tank heater. Above the roof ducts 
are open to the atmosphere and 
capped with a special galvanized 
iron hooded vent.

and kitchen fixtures. Gas is piped 
to all kitchen and laundry stoves. 

One thinks of the one-family house 
as a place embodying everything of 
personal convenience. It must not 
be forgotten, however, that today 
the apartment house vies with the 
single dwelling in providing these 
details that keep its occupants sat- 
isfied. The apartment is built to 
rent and builder and architect must 
combine to make each unit the equal 
of a private home. 

In our larger Eastern cities this 
fact is so keenly recognized that 
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skeleton com- 
pleted and ready 
for briekwork. 
The skeleton was 
made unusually 
sturdy to care for 
future 4th and 5th 

stories. 
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often times, apartments surpass sub- 
urban homes in number of conven- 
ience features. It means that own- 
ers and builders of such buildings 
have made such major steps in in- 
stalling up-to-date equipment that 
they outdo even the smaller home 
owner anxious as he is to provide his 
family with a maximum of comfort. 

Whether doing this work on a 
speculative or contract scale, build- 
ers will do well to bear this fact in 
mind. If it be the builder’s own 
project, he then assures himself of 
happy tenants. If the work is done 
for an owner, then the results re- 
flect favorably on the builder. 

While the description of this 
$150,000 apartment-store building 
deals with it primarily from a view- 
point of practical design, the con- 
struction methods used on the work 
must not be overlooked. The illus- 
trations show the progressive steps 
taken. 

One picture shows the state of op- 
erations the latter part of May in 
1924. At that time they were just 
beginning the concrete skeleton. Not 
a month later the second floor form 
work had been finished with steel 
form pans laid and another view 
shows the work of pouring in prog- 
ress. Shortly after, operations on 
third floor work began while on July 
8th the entire concrete skeleton was 
completed. The speed with which 
this development was carried on 
(May Ist to October 15th) was due 
largely to the efforts of architect and 
builder to provide a substantial 
building, built along practical lines. 

The owner of the building is Mr. 
J. A. Anderson, president of a 
plumbing and heating firm by that 
name. His business occupies store 
room No. 5 with all its offices and 
shop in connection. This adds an- 
other utility feature to a building of 
unusual tax-earning characteristics. 

Credit for this design is due W. F. 
Gernandt, architect, of Omaha, Ne- 
braska, J. L. Soderberg was the gen- 
eral contractor and Paul L. Meyers 
sub-contractor for all electrical 
work. Heating equipment was in- 
stalled by J. A. Anderson Co., Inc. 
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HERE are (to vary an adage) 
sermons in sites. It pays, 
and pays handsomely, to 
study the site of a proposed struc- 
ture. What is the composition of 
the ground, what is the latter's his- 
tory, will it sustain the required 
weightf—these are questions that 
should be satisfactorily answered be- 
fore, not after, the actual building is 
started. A test boring will supply 
the answer. 
An interesting lesson along these 


- limes is found in the ease of an apart- 


ment house in Omaha which several 
months ago began to settle, until the 
west end sank 8 inches and the east 
end a foot. Heroic rescue measures 
were necessary. 

By lifting the building, which is 
a brick and stucco structure, 10 feet 
into the air, the J. L. Hiatt Co., 
Omaha builders, have saved it from 
breaking to pieces by sinking into 
filled ground. Concrete piers have 
been sunk to a firm base, and a new 
first story is to be built underneath 
the two old ones, making the build- 
ing three stories in all.

springs, wire, old cans, ete. It was 
impossible to bore down, so for the 
footings it was necessary to dig 
holes 7 feet square. 

The character of the filled ground 
made it dangerous to send workers 
down for fear of a cave-in, so tim- 
bers held in place with tubes and 
jacks were inserted as the excavat- 
ing progressed. The dirt and rub- 
bish were taken from the holes by 
pitching from one bench to another 
in three or four different sections 
and heights until the debris reached 
the surface. 

After reaching original soil the 
workers went down eight feet fur- 
ther into hard clay. The bottom of 
the large holes for the foundation 
was belled out to the extent of 9 
feet square for concrete footings. 
On top of the footings were poured 
concrete columns 2 feet square re- 
inforced with steel rods. On top of 
twenty such columns, carried to the 
top of the ground, were poured re- 
inforeed concrete beams to carry 
the brick work. 

A new full basement 10 feet deep 
was constructed, and the new first 
floor. This increases the apartment 
from ten to fifteen living suites, so 
that the final investment of $100,000 
means a return of $10,000 a year.

While the over-all dimen- 
sions are not particularly large, not 
one of the rooms has a cramped or 
crowded feeling. 

A singular feature is the location 
of stairs. These have been so placed 
in the center of the building that 
they serve all rooms in a most con- 
venient manner, while occupying a 
minimum of space. 

As one enters the hall, a living 
room opens to the right. This has 
an amply proportioned fireplace, 
with French doors on either side to 
a living porch. The perspective 
shows this latter open; but, in the 


it lends itself to our modern ideas 
of living, just as did the old houses 
of generations ago. In that era, 
when American living was of a 
primitive sort, the New England 
Colonial was much in vogue. It was 
a type, in fact, which the early 
settlers evolved from their own in- 
genuity. 

Today, when living is on a more 
modern,—and, may we say— more 
civilized scale, the New England 
Colonial is foremost among prac- 
tical, appealing designs. Up-to-date 
ideas of living have not wrought 
changes in its plan and exterior 
features. 

Shingles or siding may be used 
for the walls, laid in wide courses, 
and finished in white or cream. All 
the trim should match. To produce 
&n interesting contrast, its shingled 
roof may be stained a deep brown. 
Then blue or even orange shutters, 
give an effect that goes well with 


For the interiors, the finishes are 
not unlike those used by our New 
England forefathers. Plain, plas- 
tered walls, either tinted in light 
tones or papered in a hand-blocked, 
printed effect, with doors finished to 
mateh the woodwork. 

Such treatment is economical and 
is, moreover, completely satisfying. 

In plan arrangement the archi- 
tects have bvought out the import- 
ance of close and intelligent study 
of family needs. Good-sized square 
rooms have been properly allocated, 
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event that the additional livable 
space is needed, the porch can be 
enclosed with a modicum of effort. 

Returning to the main hall, a 
dining room with a compact little 
pantry adjoining is found on the 
left. To reach the kitchen, one 
passes through this pantry. A tiny 
porch on the rear has for its cover 
part of the main, long, sloping roof. 

On the second floor, the upper 
hall surrounds two sides of the com- 
pact stair-well. From this hall all 
rooms are served in a most conve- 
nient manner. One large bedroom, 
which is above the living room, is 
distinguished by windows on three 
sides and an open fireplace. 

It is recommended that to pro- 
vide a proper setting for such a 
home the lot should be not less than 
seventy feet in width. The esti- 
mated eost is about $10,100; this 
figure, of course, depending upon 
local labor and material prices. 


Home Shortage in Great 
Britain 

O remedy slum conditions and con- 

gestion in the great manufacturing 
centers, the British Ministry of Health 
is centering attention on a home building 
program. This task is carried on at the 
rate of 150,000 new dwellings per year. 
Builders are offered a government sub- 
sidy ranging from the equivalent of $200, 
up to $1,000 for the completion of various 
types of workmen’s houses averaging 
about $4,000 each. 

Not less than 75% of these homes are 
being built with the aid of the govern- 
ment. Thousands are partly built, wait- 
ing for carpenters or plasterers to finish 
the work. This shortage of skilled 
building labor exists in the face of an 
unemployment figure of a million and 
one-half people. 


Tenant Helps Finance 
Building 
AE. interesting example of loft 
and office building financing in the 
metropolitan area of New York City 
was found in a recent newspaper adver- 
tisement.

Germany Needs 600,000 
Homes 
S 


INCE January 1st rent in Germany has 

been raised 88% of the pre-war figure 
and promises to rate 100% during the 
current year. To exaggerate further this 
inflated condition there is an estimated 
shortage of 600,000 dwelling houses and 
little prospect of the demand meeting 
up for many years. 

Through a liberal use of municipal 
eredits, construction in 1925 approxi- 
mated the yearly increase of about 150,- 
000 families in Germany. The tendency 
last year was toward an increase in 
multi-family houses, especially of the 
semi-cooperative type, where the occu- 
pant gets possession of his home through 
payments exceeding the ordinary rent 
charges. 

There are a few German families, 
however, who can undertake to pay the 


higher first payment to take dwelling 
places. 


Is It a Gamble? 


F contracting is the gamble it is usual- 
I ly accused of being, isn't it largely 
our own fault? Aside from the hazards 
of strikes, public calamities and hazards 
which menace all human enterprises, the 
contractor should take no more risk than 
that assumed by other industries. The 
hazards which strew the shore with 
wrecks are those which are avoidable. 

Lack of accurate cost data, poor book- 
keeping methods, poor organization, over 
extension of credit and capacity, slip- 
shod estimating and a disposition to 
take a chance are the factors that make 
our endeavor a gamble instead of a busi- 
ness. Technical ability alone does not 
make a contractor, but it is one of the 
requisites, for in the very nature of 
things contracting is a calling that de- 
mands high courage and ability; those 
who do not possess these qualities are 
doomed to failure.—Dallas A. G. C. News-

The lum- 
ber is delivered in the rough, after 
having been purchased as culls at a 
minimum price, to the cutter on the 
job, who, from the detailed cutting 
specifications cuts it into all the re- 
quired lengths needed for that par- 
ticular house. 

** All the poor parts of the lumber 
are cut out, to be used as bi-prod- 
ucts in building cheap shacks in 
outlying districts which we sell at 
cost, thus enabling us to have per- 
fect lumber only in our houses, at 
the cost of cull lumber. 

„Each piece of lumber, after 
being cut to exact length and shape 
is numbered so that the carpenter 
doing the actual building has but to 
refer to the diagram of his blue- 
print for the proper placings. For 
the various cut off pieces that we use 
the most of we have wood pattern 
made, much the same as those pro- 
duced by any mechanical pattern 
maker. In this way the sawyer can 
cut up several pieces of a like shape 
at a time without having to work at 
each piece individually. 

„With our plan, reduction in car- 
penter labor cost is only one of the 
innumerable items of saving. In 
building an individual house it 
would take too long to figure out 
ahead of time the exact number of 
pieces that may be cut out of each 
length and as a result many end 
cuts of lumber are wasted as scrap, 
whereas we use practically every 
inch of our high priced finished 
lumber by specifying the pieces to 
be made from each length of board. 
This system we follow only to extent 
where lumber is worth more than 
carpenter’s time in saving it.

„All that is necessary now is a 
good nailer and for this purpose we 
have men who do nothing else but 
nailing. They work so fast that they 
ean nail 30% more lumber than the 
average man in their line of work, 
hence justifying us in paying them 
higher than the usual standard of 
wages.

Four 
little triangular pieces are the only 
waste in cutting out the rafters.

Cooperation Makes Home for Builders’ Exchange prom page 102 


„We took very patricular pains 
to see that every member interested 
got the same treatment. When the 
plans were sent out, they were all 
sent at exactly the same time and 
were so sent that they would arrive 
at approximately the same time. 


I^ every case we made the money 
go just as far as we could by 
pointing out that any of the firms 
who had a hand in the work would 
have a good recommendation. It 
was natural, we showed, for anyone 
who saw that they had 
worked on a building built 
by the building trades, to 
think that they must be 
among the best, and conse- 
quently, it meant more busi- 
ness. 

To finance the building, 
we got twenty of the most 
prominent and influential 
members together and had 
them all underwrite a fixed 
sum. Half the amount that 
they underwrote they were 
at liberty to resell; which 
the majority of them did. 
We went to St. Louis with 
our proposition, showed it 
to some of the prominent 
bankers, there, and com- 
pleted our loan. In selling the stock 
which the men subscribed, it might 
be well to mention that there were 
no commission charges since they 
did this among themselves, in fact, 
creating a good-natured rivalry to 
see which could do the best. 

In order to make this possible, it 
should have been mentioned that a 
separate organization was formed 
known as the Builders Exchange 
Building Company. This was es- 
sential since the charter of the 
Builders Exchange did not permit 
them to do any business for a profit, 
which would be possible on this 
building in a few years. 

Once the thing was started every- 
one took a keen interest in it. 
Everyone put their shoulder to the 
wheel and did their bit in making 
it possible. The began to realize 
what such a building would mean to 
San Antonio. They also began to 
appreciate what it would mean to 
_them as well as the great industry 

with which they were allied. 

The day came when the ground 
was broke. It was a gala day in 
San Antonio, and hundreds of peo- 
ple visited the spot where exercises 
were held. The building is located 
at St. Marys and Pecan Streets and 
it is readily admitted that within

five or ten years the value of the 
property will have doubled in value. 

Once started, the building grew 
rapidly, as buildings will. A frame- 
work shot upward followed by the 
laying of the brick. At the same 
time other workmen were building 
the interior. Two elevators were be- 
ing installed, and other features 
began to take form. And at last 
came the day when those who had 
waited and worked could look upon 
their completed efforts. The ten- 
ants who moved in comprised 90% 


of the building industries of San 
Antonio. 


EARLY the entire building 

was rented before it was 
started. Many wish to enter now 
but are held up by leases on present 
location. By the first of the year, 
according to Mr. Cornelius, the 
building will house every prominent 
member of the building trades, and 
will have a waiting list as well. 

„But the real good of the plan 
came out after we got in here,’’ Mr. 
Cornelius explained. It was pos- 
sible to tell what would happen, but 
that didn't begin to express it so 
much as when the members got in 
here and really saw for themselves. 
It has brought the builders and al- 
lied trades into a closer cooperation 
than would have been possible other- 
wise. 

J have seen instances where men 
beeame warm friends after coming 
into this building when they were 
enemies before. Not only that, it is 
possible for many of the builders 
to go ahead with all of the business 
without leaving the building. 

We have our offices on the sec- 
ond floor. Here, in addition to the 
regular departments, we have a 
permanent exhibit, a library, and a 
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Here large meetings and social 


plan room. Any one of these is 
worth the efforts put into the build- 
ing. A man in his office upstairs 
ean tell his elient what kind of ma- 
terial he will use in his building; 
but when he brings him down to 
our exhibit and shows him what kind 
of material he will use, the client is 
doubly impressed. 

We have our plan room where 
the contractors and sub-contractors 
ean examine any of the plans on 
work under consideration. This not 
only makes a convenient meeting 
‘place, but it keeps the plans 
together and in good con- 
dition. 

„We have our library 
where we have all the best 
building magazines to- 
gether with allied publica- 
tions and several business 
periodicals. Here our mem- 
bers are free to look up 
proposed jobs and construc- 
tions, as well as getting a 
gist of business conditions 
in general. 

On the tenth floor we 
have our auditorium. This 
has one of the finest dance 
floors in the city, and we 
have little meetings up there 
once a month. Then, the 
architects, contractors, and others, 
have their little meetings here at 
their wish. There is a small kitchen 
so light lunches may be served, and 
there is equipment for showing mo- 
tion pietures if desired. Tonight, 
we intend to have a meeting, a light 
lunch, and later will see an educa- 
tional film showing the construction 
of the Panama Canal. These meet- 
ings are not only entertaining, but 
interesting, and they do a lot of 
good. 

„As the Builders Exchange, we 
pay the Building Company rental 
for the offices and the use of the 
tenth floor. This is a manimum 
cost. We do, however, rent the 
tenth floor to outside parties at a 
reasonable cost and this brings in 
quite a little revenue. We are 
mighty proud of the building for 
we are learning to appreciate it more 
every day.’’

Than New Buildings 


HERE is no easier, 
cheaper way to 
add floor space, 


and it would be more 
generally done but for 
one of three reasons: 
building departments, 
eonservatism or lack of 
competent advice. Of 
course, in the big cities 
one must comply with the 
building code which es- 
tablishes the live load and 
tells, moreover, how to 
ealeulate the sizes of 
the structural members. 

There is little chance here to add 
another story. Elsewhere codes are 
less rigid, and there is latitude 
enough to allow the extra story. 

Now while it is true that well-built 
struetures of the types mentioned 
will stand a considerable over-load, 
there are a few points to observe 
before undertaking to add another 
floor to one of them. 

First, check the actual live load on 
the other floors and the probable live 
load on the additional floor. Then 
check the sizes of the existing roof 
members which must carry the new 
floor. Then use the strength of 
columns, piers, foundations and foot- 
ings. 

There are two conditions which 
make it risky to increase the height 
of an old building. So much so, that 
the operation should not be con- 
sidered when they exist. One is a 
preceptible movement of the struc- 
ture due to vibration and the other 
is concentration of heavy loads. A 
four story weave house with extra- 
wide looms placed across the build- 
ing, occurs to mind. An observer 
could stand at the end door of the 
fourth floor (leading into an adjoin- 
ing building) and note a movement 
back and forth of at least four inches 
when a sufficient number of looms 
happened to be in step. One could 
feel the whole structure shaking 
rythmically under one's feet. Obvi- 
ously that building would not stand 
an extra floor. 

Now the sole possibility of the 
extra story depends upon the actual 
loads being much less than the the- 
oretieal. Concentration of weight 
over parts of the floor, then, may 
reach the safe capacity of the struc-

ture at those points and effectually 
prevent an increase in height. 

Reinforced concrete buildings con- 
tinue to develop additional strength 
as they age, often to the extent of 
20% or more in five to ten years. It 
will be necessary to have buildings 
of this type checked up to determine 
whether they can support more 
weight. 

As an actual instance, two stories 
have been added to a printing plant 
building, although provision had 
supposedly been made for one. It 
was one of the earliest of the flat-slab 
buildings and the designers had very 
properly played safe. When the new 
operation was up for consideration, a 
recalculation of the strength of the 
steel and concrete, based on test 
pieces cut from the structure, showed 
such ample provision of both that the 
columns and footings were quite 
eapable of carrying two more stories. 


HIS is likely to be the case in 

older buildings of almost any 
type of construction. There was less 
incentive to skimp materials in those 
days, so that excessive strength is 
almost the rule. Some four-story 
warehouses are now being wrecked 
in Brooklyn in which the brick divid- 
ing walls are forty inches thick. The 
wood posts are eighteen inches square 
of long-leaf yellow pine and would 
safely support three times the great- 
est weight which could possibly be 
placed on them. 

Another way to gain floor space 
by the alteration of existing build- 
ings is to construct intermediate 
floors in structures of the high, clear- 
span type like foundries, forge-shops, 
steel-mills and the like. No doubt

many of the great war 
shops will ultimately be 
rebuilt in this fashion. 

The operation is not as 
costly as might be 
thought. To give actual 
figures: A stove company 
in Cleveland reconstruc- 
ted a war-time foundry 
of no present use into a 
four-story warehouse by 
erecting the columns and 
floors inside it. The 
foundry was 100x300 ft. 
with clear span trusses 
12 ft. deep and 32 ft. 
above the floor. The alteration con- 
sisted in building the three tiers of 
eolumns and the three floor slabs so 
that they were wholly independent 
of the foundry strueture. 


The fourth floor, of course, was a 
sort of attic among the trusses. 
These were of the fan type so that 
there was ample head room for a 
wide center aisle. It so happened 
that the exterior sash were originally 
in two tiers, one high enough to in- 
elude the first and second warehouse 
floors and the other, the third. Their 
positions were not ideal but they 
served. The fourth floor received 
daylight through deck skylights in 
the roof of the original foundry. 

The alteration included two fire- 
proof stairways, two elevators, a 50° 
F. heating system, a small toilet 
room on each floor and general light- 
ing. All told there were 120,000 sq. 
ft. of warefouse floor, say 110,000 
sq. ft., to allow for space lost under 
the eaves on the fourth floor.

greatest expense, therefore, is to cut 
new window openings. As such 
buildings are mostly of mill con- 
struction, there are no spandrel 
beams along the walls so that the 
windows can be carried all the way 
to the ceiling. 

If the interior is then painted 
with mill-white the center of the 
floor will have a satisfactory amount 
of natural light. The other expenses 
will include changes and additions 
to comply with the labor and fac- 
tory laws which apply to exits, sani- 
tation and heat. Structural strength 
and fire protection will, as a rule, be 
sufficient as they stand. 

One terminal company is spend- 
ing $2,000,000 a year converting 
warehouses (which are so little in 
demand that their revenue value is 
too small to pay the ground rent) 
into industrial space. The amount 
expended on individual buildings 
varies from $10,000 to $60,000. It 
eost them $55,000 to turn 64,000 sq. 
ft. of storage area into manufactur- 
ing space. They could not have built 
one-fifth the area for that sum. 

However, most manufacturers 


need all the storage space they have. 


The possibility of conversion is men- 
tioned for its suggestive value since 
there are often detached buildings 
of some kind whose usefulness can 
be largely increased by alterations 
to serve some other purpose. For 
instance, an old brick shed used as 
a catch-all made an acceptable pat- 
tern shop and pattern storage after 
$2,500 had been spent to put day- 
light into it. And an abandoned 
boiler-house made an excellent gar- 
age after the boiler-settings had 
been cleared out and a new floor 
laid. Also a useless and very dingy 
mill-basement, when cleaned up and 
painted, saved the cost of a cafeteria 
building; and provided much needed 
locker and wash-rooms for the ad- 
joining dye-house, in the bargain. 


^T* HE important point to remem- 
ber in planning alterations for 
new space, is that the more existing 
walls, floors foundations can be 
worked into service, the lower the 
eost will be. Masonry costs money— 
too much of it. So the more $15.00 
briekwork can be salvaged the less 
$50.00 briekwork need be built. 

By building a five-story sheet- 
metal shop as an extension to an old 
building rather than as an isolated 
unit, the owner saved the cost of the 
end wall, about $7,000. For some 
reason the two elevators in the same 
building were planned to be in the 
center of the room. When it was 
pointed out that by placing them in 
the eorners of the building, two en- 


elosing walls and five doors could be 
eliminated at a saving of $5,000, the 
change was adopted with alacrity. 

Again, valuable space may be 
gained by roofing over courts be- 
tween buildings and removing the 
exterior first-floor walls. Skylights 
of saw-tooth roof construction will 
insure an adaquate amount of nat- 
ural light. 

This method of enlarging plant is 
probably the cheapest of all since 
it involves no expense other than the 
eost of the roof with the light col- 
umns to support it and the floor. 

It is particularly adaptable to 
plants which have grown by the once 
accepted plan of adding a whole new 
building whenever more space was 
required, so that the eventual de- 
velopment consists of a group of 
heterogeneous and isolated struc- 
tures. One recalls a plant for the 
manufaeture of woven goods rang- 
ing from narrow elasties to broad 
belting. The ground plan of this 
plant shows no less than forty seven 
buildings, dating from 1845 to 1910, 
of all conceivable types and heights. 
Communieation between them, if 
any, was provided by bridges and 
covered passageways. 


USINESS growth during late 


years demanded more space. 


There was no room on the plot for 
any more multi-story buildings, since 
they could not be erected without 
cutting off the light from those al- 
ready in place or reducing the space 


between buildings to less than the 


30 ft. required by the insurance 
companies. So the owners fell back 
upon the only possible course and 
initiated a poliey of filing in the 
gaps between buildings with one- 
story sheds with monitor, saw-tooth 
or flat-roofs with skylights. 

Since 1918 they have added over 
100,000 sq. ft. to a plant originally 
containing some 400,000 sq. ft. at an 
average cost of $1.35 per sq. ft. 

Since the cost may be of interest, 
here is the contractor’s estimate for 
enclosing a space between two build- 
ings. The area was 54x324 ft.—a 
little less than 17,500 sq. ft.

Or $1.14 per square foot. 
When alteration work is awarded 
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by contract it may be ive or 
economical according to the definite- 
niteness or indefiniteness of the in- 
structions given the bidders. In 
large plants the continual changes 
are often jobbed out to a local 
builder on a day's work basis. He 
is hardly likely to risk the loss of a 
steady and profitable account by 
overeharge for his work. 


LANT additions are often han- 
dled in the same way. Most of 
the forty-seven buildings in the 
webbed-goods plant previously men- 
tioned were built by one firm of con- 
tractors throughout a period extend- 
ing over two generations. The own- 
ers simply told the contractor what 
they wanted in space and arrange- 
ment and left the rest to him. 

Smaller plants in which building 
is intermittent are not so happily 
situated. Their alteration work is 
likely to come rather high. For in 
the first place contractors prefer not 
to bid on alterations at all—there 
is too much guess work about them. 
If they do submit an estimate it will 
contain a generous contingency al- 
lowance. This is because alterations 
are seldom carefully planned or ade- 
quately described in the specifica- 
tions. So the contractor protects 
himself by adding enough to his 
cost to take care of almost any un- 
foreseen development. 

To keep down the cost, drawings 
and specifications should be com- 
plete, detailed and explicit—more 
so than in the case of a new building. 
Vague and general instructions are 
to be avoided. The directions sent 


to the bidders should state exactly 


what they are to do. If each esti- 
mator knows just what to include, 


the bids should be reasonably low, 


although at best a considerable con- 
tingency allowance will be made. 

Perhaps the best way of handling 
work of this class is to award the 
contract with the amount of the bid 
as a guaranteed maximum, construc- 
tion to be executed on a cost-plus 
basis. Any saving the builder can 
make is to be split equally between 
the builder and the owner. 

The writer knows of no better way 
to acquire additional space at low 
eost than by such alterations as those 
described. And there is hardly a 
plant of any size to which one or an- 
other of the several methods cannot 
be applied. It is well, then, to look 
around and see how present plant 
ean be remodeled before jumping at 


. the conclusion that a whole new 


building is indispensable. 

Selling the idea of a remodeling 
job to a manufacturer is not of least 
importance to the builder.

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Review of Building Situation 


ONSTRUCTION operations 

were a little slow in getting 

under way in the first half of 
the month, but in spite of that, 
March had the largest volume of 
contracts for any March on record, 
according to F. W. Dodge Corp. 
37 states reported a total of $597,- 
879,300; 53% over February and 
22% over March last. 

Of this total residential command- 
ed 44%; commercial 18%; public 
works 17%; with the balance fairly 
equally distributed between indus- 
trial and educational. 

A total of $1,029,450,500 was re- 
ported as contemplated for the 
month of March. This was the larg- 
est amount for any month on record 
being 20% over February and 30% 
over March, 1925. 

For the first quarter of 1926 total 
construction commitments were 
$1,444,937,700, 30% in excess of the 
first quarter of 1925. It is signifi- 
eant that in connection with last 
year's quarterly total, the boom had 
not really started when the report 
was made. 

New York district let contracts to 
the extent of 8157, 650, 200, exceed- 
ing February by 50% and last 


March by 88%. 52% went for resi- 
dential and 25% for commercial. 

New work reported for the dis- 
trict exceeded $200,000,000. The ex- 
cess over February was 12% and 
over March last 48%. 

New England District’s contract 
total was $34,594,800, this being a 
767 increase over the preceding 
month and practieally eonstant with 
last Mareh. Residential took 4196 
and commercial 22%. 

New work amounted to $18,511,- 
100, 41% over February and 5% 
over March 1925. 

Mid Atlantie District contributed 
$68,798,500 to the country’s total. 
This represented a tremendous in- 
crease of 153% over February and 
was 6% over last March. Residen- 
tial figured largely with 47% of 
that amount. 

Another increase was found in the 
total of $120,198,300 in new work 
contemplated. 

Construction contracts in Pitts- 
burgh district totaled $87,004,600, 
88% in excess of February but 18% 
less than March 1925. The distribu- 
tion was as follows: 38% to public 
works, (including a $15,000,00 rail- 
way); 31% to residential; 11% to 


industrial, 11% to commercial and 
4% to educational. 

Middle West district let contracts 
in March amounting to $130,187- 
300. The increase over February 
was 53% and compared to March 
1925 the total was practically con- 
stant. Residential took 47%. 

Contemplated construction work 
totaled 5272, 765, 100. This was a 
slight increase over February and 
38% more than March 1925. 

In The North West district con- 
tracts reached $12,084,100, the 
highest monthly total recorded for 
the district since last June. It was 
128% over February. 

Building contracts were awarded 
in the South Atlantic district to the 
amount of $86,480,800, a very slight 
increase over February, but 71% 
over March last. 

The Gulf District had $21,079,000 
for new building in March. This 
was more than double March of last 
year and 30% over February, 1926. 
48% went for residential. 

New construction projects totaled 
$43,639,700, considerably more than 
double the amount reported in 
March of last year and 76% more 
than February 1926.

Practical Method of 
Rafter Cutting 


1 have been many methods of 
raf ter cutting advanced; some are 
simple and practical, others too com- 
plicated. 

Several years ago I discovered this 
method of laying out hip, valley and 
jack rafters. Continued practice has 
proven this method easy and accurate. 

Referring to the two sketches: One 
shows even pitch and the other differ- 
ent pitches. | 
A—Corner of building at plate. 
B—Corner of deck. 

AB—Run of hip rafter. 
BC—Rise 
AC—Length of hip rafter. 


Hip and Jack Rafter Cuts, Even Pitch 


With the radius AC and A as center, 
draw line AD. Lines FK, GL, MH, IN, 
JO, are the lengths of the jack rafters, 
spaced 2’. A bevel square placed as 
shown at K gives the side cut for the 
jack rafter. 


Hip and Rafter Cuts for Different 
Pitches 


With AC, the radius, and A, the cen- 
ter, draw lines AD and AP. Lines FK, 
LG, MH, IN, JO, give the lengths of 
the rafters on the short run side, and 
the bevel square at K gives the side 
eut. Lines QX, RW, SV, TU, give the 
length of the rafters on the long run 
side, and the bevel square at Q gives 
the side cut.—P. E. Peterson.

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A Trammel and What It 
Will Do 


HE trammel, or set triangle, as it 

is commonly called, is not a new 
scheme. However, the pointer shown by 
the illustration is original with us— 
anyway, we have never seen any one 
else use it. 

For the benefit of those who are not 
familiar with the principles of the set 
triangle, the following explanations are 
offered: 

Drive a nail at each of the points 
marked (b), and make the triangle with 
& rise equal to the rise of the segment 
to be struck. At the point of the tri- 


angle a strong pencil is fastened in 
such a manner that when the triangle 
is moved from right to left, and the re- 
verse, the pencil will mark a segment 
similar to the segment above b b, on 


the line marked (a, a). If the trammel 
is constantly kept against the nails as 
it is moved to the right and to the 
left, the line will make a perfect are 
of a circle. When the pointer is used, 
the pencil must be fastened at what- 
ever point the line is to be made. 

The possibilities of & trammel with a 
pointer are shown in a rather exagger. 
ated way by the dotted-line arcs; name- 
ly, (e), (a), (e), (£), (g), (h) and (i). 
The pointer can be made as long as the 
occasion will require. Take for ex- 
ample, that you are laying out circle 
work in which ares, similar to those 
shown by the drawing, must be estab- 
lished—simply set the triangle so that 
it will strike the principal are, and lay 
off the others with the pointer. This 
scheme is especially practical, when it is 
impossible to use a radius pole, or when 
the radius of an arc is not known.—

Cantilever Underpinning 


Tus is something new in the way 
of underpinning, and it comes from 
Los Angeles. It was decided to place 
an addition to the Museum in Exposi- 


tion Park and, inasmuch as the founda- 
tions for the addition were to go down 
to & considerable depth below the exist- 
ing building, underpinning was required. 
The designing of this was not easy for 
a footing which would extend beyond 
the line of the old building had to be 
Provided for the new addition. There 
was only one thing to do and that was 


to use reenforced concrete for the under- 
pinning and build it in the form of a 
cantilever, as shown in the sketch. 
The broken stone at the bottom of 
the wall shown in the photograph came 
from the footing for the old building, 
which is directly aobve the line of brick 
underpinning. Notice that the footing 
has also been notched to permit the 
location of columns for new addition.

NDOUBTEDLY there is a 

worth while idea in the fore- 
going incident which will offer sug- 
gestions to other enterprising build- 
ers.

A western builder was trying to 
sell a new home to a high school 
principal. The principal already 
owned two duplex houses in the city 
and was living in one of them. 

But I don't want to buy another 
home!" exclaimed the principal.

It's a splendid investment, de- 
elared the builder. You know it is 
without me going to the trouble of 
telling you about it. I know you're 
a good judge of values and that's 
why I'm so anxious to have you buy 
the house, because you can appreci- 
ate what it's worth without me 
having to do a lot of explaining. I 
ean save a lot more time and trouble 
by selling the house to you than by 
trying to sell.it to someone who 
isn't as familiar with local values as 
you are. 

Of eourse, the builder said all this 
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for the purpose of subtly flattering 
the principal as he knew that the 
latter prided himself on being a very 
good judge of the value of property. 

But this didn't make the impres- 
sion that the builder had anticipated 
it would.

PON leaving compressor high- 
pressure ammonia gas passes 


through a separator to remove 


any lubricating oil which it may 
have picked up, and then enters the 
condenser. The forms in most 
common use for small and medium 
size plants are the ''double-pipe"' 
and ‘‘shell-and-tube.’’ 

Both are compact and may be lo- 
cated at any convenient point near 
the compressor as illustrated pre- 
viously. In the arrangement com- 
monly employed for the double-pipe 
condenser the cooling water flows 
through a pipe of smaller size car- 
ried inside the ammonia pipe, and 
so connected that the ammonia and 
water flow in opposite directions. 


BEARINGS — 


COMPRESSOR 
COLD END AND CONDENSER 


One Type of Condenser has a mini- 
mum of working parts. This is Fig. 5 


As the temperature of the outer pipe 
is usually above that of the room 
in whieh it is loeated, it does not 
produee condensation and dripping, 
which would be objectionable for all 
inside locations. 

Where the cooling water contains 
scale-forming substances a sub- 
merged or shell-and-tub condenser 
should be used, this having the gen- 
eral eonstruetion of & feed-water 
heater and being more easily cleaned. 

What is probably the simplest 
form of refrigerating machine is 
shown in Figs 5 and 6. This is made 
in sizes ranging from 1/5 to 2 tons 
capacity. It is motor-driven and 
very compact, consisting of a re- 
volving shaft carrying two drums 
(see Fig. 5), one of which contains 
the compressor, while the other 
corresponds to the expansion coil. 

Before leaving the shop the air is 
exhausted from the drum containing 
the compressor, and it is charged 
with the refrigerant (sulphur di- 
. oxide and a neutral lubricating oil, 
after which it is hermetically sealed. 

In operation (see Fig. 6) the drum 
carrying the compressor revolves in 
a tank of flowing water, which acts 
as a condenser, while the drum in

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domestic units makes it 
advisable for builders to gather 
data now. This is the last of 
a series dealing with basic prin- 
ciples of refrigeration. Mr.

Applying Refrigeration 

HE direct, brine, and congeal- 

ing tank systems are used for 
applying the refrigeration to the 
space to be cooled, either separately 
or in combination. In the first case 
the expansion coil, in which the am- 
monia gas is vaporized, is placed 
directly in the refrigerator. 

In the second case the coil is 
placed in a brine tank or other form 
of cooler, and the cold brine pumped 
through coils located in the refriger- 
ator or cold box, as in Fig. 6. 

Both systems are used in all 
kinds of work, although brine circu- 


lation is more common in large 


critical plants and direct expansion 
in small units like that shown prev- 
iously. The congealing tank is com- 
monly used in connection with either 
of the other systems for storing cold 
to be used during the night when the 
compressor is shut down. 

A tank containing a weak brine 
solution is placed in the refrigera- 
tor and provided with submerged 
cooling coils. During the day the 
temperature of the brine is lowered 
until it is partially frozen, so that 
it serves as a cake of ice during the 
night while the machine is not idle.

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NE important item of cost 
over which the building con- 
tractor has control is that of 

repairs, breadowns and overhauling 
expense on his motor truck equip- 
ment. A systematic policy of main- 
tenance, once established, will help a 
great deal to keep these costs down. 

Where the number of trucks op- 
erated justify the expense, a worth- 
while saving can be obtained by es- 
tablishing a repair shop in connec- 
tion with the truck garage. 

A few trucks, say up to three or 
four, will not ordinarily justify the 
expense of installing the equipment, 
yet in every case provision for these 
items must be made with some out- 
side service agency. Where the 
number of trucks is reasonably large, 
a repair shop will pay its installa- 
tion cost within a very short time. 

There are as many methods of 
motor truck maintenance as there 
are fleets of motor trucks. No two 
operators adopt exactly the same 
policy. There are some operators 
who do not believe in doing anything 
until something happens to the truck, 
saying, ‘‘Let it run until it needs 
repairs and then do all the work at 
once. 

These operators usually do not 
maintain their own repair shops and 
do not feel that it is necessary to 
take the truck's time and pay the 
cost of regular inspections by an out- 
side mechanic. They neglect to con- 
sider that while the cumulative ef- 
fect of troubles in their early stages 
seem unimportant, the time and cost 
of lengthy overhauls that will result 
are considerably greater. 

In the most successful repair 
shops, the work of inspection and re- 
pair is done by units, which is a very 
satisfactory method of working. 
On Monday, for example, all axles 
are gone over, on Tuesday the 


Reducing the Cost of Truck Maintenance

elutches, on Wednesday the ignition, 
earburetor, motor supports, ete.; on 
Friday the lubrication and tighten- 
ing, and so on through the week. 

This method should provide in ad- 
dition to its inspection schedule that 
any trouble reported by the driver 
or tester is given immediate atten- 
tion, whether it is on the schedule or 
not. One cannot tell when certain 
troubles will come up, and it will 
mean a loss of time and money to 
permit a repair or adjustment to 
wait its turn. 


VERY motor truck operator 

should see to it that no truck is 
allowed to run for more than 
twenty-four hours with a loose part, 
a part likely to break, a part need- 
ing adjustment or replacement. This 
means that a daily inspection should 
be made or the driver consulted as 
to any irregularities of running. 

In this way any trouble is caught 
immediately and before there is time 
for it to develop into something more 
serious. Inspection on the garage 
floor with the engine idling is not 
enough, and that is why the driver 
should be consulted. A knock may 
have developed in the engine, in a 
universal joint, or in the rear axle 
or countershaft. 

No doubt the knock would not 
cause interference with the car’s op- 
eration the next day, but if it is not 
investigated and stopped, that knock 
may mean the breakage of a gear, a 
connecting rod, or some other vital 
truck part. All of these things 
represent a great deal of expense, 
and they may be avoided if the truck 
owner will take these steps of pre- 
caution. 

Many truck operators, for ex- 
ample, neglect to take care in load- 
ing to see that the load is evenly 
balanced on the body. 
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It is always best to place the greater 
part of the load toward the front of 
the body. 

Perhaps you have noticed that 
most trouble with springs, axles, 
wheels, tires, ete., is on the right 
hand side of the truck. This is be- 
cause most roads slope on the sides, 
and, since it is necessary to keep to 
the right in driving, the right wheels 
are caused to ride on a lower plane 
than the left wheels. 

It is well, for this reason, to take 
advantage of the full road in open 
stretches where it can be done with 
just consideration for others, and to 
give particular attention to adjust- 
ments and general care of the right 
hand side of the chassis. 

It is not uncommon for the repair 
bills to be in direct ratio to the num- 
ber of different people who drive the 
same truck. Much money can be 
saved by proper handling and that is 
why the beginner and extra driver 
are apt to injure the engine and 
chassis within a very short time. 
Driver ‘‘turnover’’ should be mini- 
mized as far as possible and care 
should be taken not to let an inex- 
perienced driver have charge of a 
machine. 


T is always somewhat of a ques- 
tion as to whether or not drivers 
should be permitted to make their 
own repairs; whether they should be 
chosen for their mechanical training 
or other qualifications. 

The question of remuneration also 
comes in. Is it more economical to 
pay greater wages to drivers who 
are trained in the mechanical care 
of trucks or to employ one or more 
experts to make repairs and to for- 
bid drivers to touch the mechanism 
of their machines? 

Many concerns take the stand that

UST as a matter of interest to 
J himself, a western realtor re- 

eently drove à prospective 
home builder through various sec- 
tions of a fast growing city where 
there were numerous new homes be- 
ing erected and where all of the 
builders had signs out in front of the 
structure stating that they were 
handling the jobs. 

The realtor wanted to see what 
impression, if any, the various signs 
made on the prospect. 

House after house was visited and 
not once did the prospect say any- 
thing about the signs other than 
to occasionally read the name of 
the building firm appearing on the 
sign and make some inquiry about 
the firm. 

But, finally, as the realtor and 
the prospect got out at a new home, 
the prospect stopped short—of his 
own accord—and pointed to a sign 
dh front of the house reading like 


Our 41st House In This City in 
12 Months. There's a_ reason. 
Blank & Sons, Builders.’’ 

„Think of that!’’ exclaimed the 
prospect. ‘‘Forty-one houses that 
firm has erected in this city in twelve 
months. Say, they must be good!’’ 

And the result was that the pro- 
spect manifested such a preference 
for the homes of this one building 
concern, after reading this sign, that 
nothing would do but he must pur- 
chase one of their homes.

in this town in twelve months, there 
were other building concerns with 
even better records in the city. 


UT this firm was the only firm 

doing anything unusual with 
its signs and emphasizing the big 
feature of its building program on 
the signs. So, naturally, its signs 
stuck out from all the other signs 
and attracted a great deal of at- 
tention by doing so and served as a 
splendid help to the firm in getting 
more contracts. 

Who can say whether or not the 
success of this firm wasn’t more 
largely the result of its striking 
signs than any member of the firm 
realized ? 

Certainly an inspection of the 
signs used by various builders in 
various cities of the country re- 
veals a rather noteworthy fact— 
namely that the builders whose signs 
are the most striking and interesting 
and newsy are, almost invariably, 
doing mighty well. Perhaps it is 
only a coincidence that this is the 
case. Perhaps the high quality of 
the signs is merely a reflection of the 
aggressiveness of the firms. Or 
perhaps it is the signs that really 
build a lot more business than the 
builders themselves realize. 

Here’s a rather startling incident 
that seems to show convincingly that 
it is the signs that build business. 


AVE you a new house that does 
H not find a ready market? Have 
a sign painted like one of these and 
see if it will not find a customer for 
you. These actually brought in busi- 
ness for their enterprising owners

Two builders were operating 
fairly near each other in a fast 
growing section of a western city. 
Each of the builders put up bunga- 
lows at about the same time— 
Builder A. put up six bungalows, 
while Builder B. put up eight bunga- 
lows. The houses were priced to 
sell complete, with the lots, at from 
$5,000 to $6,500. 

Builder A. immediately upon 
starting work put up a sign read- 
ing like this: 

Six Famous Smith DURABLE 
Bungalows Being Erected Here.'' 

Then as he made sales he put an 
an additional sign reading like this: 

„One of the DURABLE Bun- 
galows Just Sold—Get One of the 
Remaining Five They ll Go Fast. 

The figures on this sign telling 
about sold and unsold bungalows 
were changed as sales were made, of 
course. 

Builder B. put up no sign at all 
—not even a sign giving his name 
and address. He'd never used signs 
and had gotten along all right, so 
why start in now? 

And what happened! 


UILDER A. sold his six bunga- 
lows before Builder B. had sold 
three of his! 

Surely it was A's signs that 
helped make his sales and nothing 
else, because there was almost no 
difference of any consequence be- 
tween the bungalows put up by the 
two builders and the prices at which 
the homes were sold. 

In the ease of another builder the 
sale of a slow-moving home could

be ascribed to the use of a sign and 
to almost nothing else. The house 
had been completed for some time 
and simply wouldn’t sell, although 
the builder and several agents had 
been working on it and though it 
had been open for inspection nu- 
merous times. 


INALLY the builder decided, 

perhaps, the trouble was due to 

a lack of advertising at the place 

where the advertising would do the 
most good—namely, at the house. 

Accordingly a frame and particu- 
larly attractive sign was prepared 
and hung on a specially prepared 
and unusually attractive post. This 
sign read like this: 

‘‘Unusual Features of 
Notable House. 

„Three Bedrooms . . Hard- 
wood Floors .. X and Y Plumb- 
lné 2 

And so on with all the various 
unusual features which, in fact, 
made the house a rather noteworthy 
proposition. 

Further inspection days were ar- 
ranged and on a table inside the 
main entrance was placed advertis- 
ing matter of all the cooperating 
firms interested in the house through 
having furnished work or materials 
for it. 

And, within two days after put- 
ting up this sign the house was sold

at the original price placed by the . 


builder on the structure in spite of 
the fact that, for a time, he had 
contemplated a decided price re- 
duction. 

If it wasn't the sign that sold the 
house, what was it? 

A sign that plays up the newsy, 
interesting, novel features about the 
building firm or about the house— 
such as the number of homes con- 
structed by the firm, the novelties 
in the home, the long list of cooper- 
ating firms, ete.—helps to sell the 
house for these reasons: 

First—It gives a certain amount 
of prestige to the house. The house 
that has no advertising of this sort 
is simply a house but the home that 
has something of this sort must be 
unusual, the public figures, simply 
because the builder claims that it is 
di Terent. 

. Seeond— The placing of emphasis 
in this way on the striking features 
of the house makes it certain that 
Jhe publie will see and appreciate 
these features and be impressed by 


them. When there isn't any sign 
ealling attention to the unusual 
features the publie is quite apt, when 
hastily inspecting a home, to pass 
by the unusual features without 
ever seeing them at all unless there 
is someone at hand to point them 
out. 

Third—The better the sign the 
better the publie's opinion of the 
house it advertises. 


Any sign at all in front of the 
house is bound to be a good thing 
for the builder but a cheap sign may 
make the publie feel the builder 
does only work that isn't notable at 
all. While, on the other hand, a 
notable sign helps to make the pub- 
lie feel that the builder does notable 
work. 

All of whieh is presented in the 
hope that it will offer worth while 
ideas and suggestions to other build- 
ers whieh they ean use to good ad- 
vantage in their business. All are 
looking for more business and these 
suggestions may be just the things.

stores have found that it always de- 
ereases sales resistance to get the 
eustomers to take up goods and 
finger them and this thing of getting 
the key to a new home into the pros- 
pect’s hands and getting him to use 
the key as though he owned the 
home, is praetieally the same thing 
so it is natural that it should get 
equally good results in most of the 
eases where this partieular stunt is 
used. 

Another effective sales stunt used 
by a western builder was the follow- 
ing: 


TH prospect to whom the build- 
er was trying to sell a home 
was a young man from the east who 
had come to the west for the winter. 
The house which the builder was 
trying to sell was a duplex. 

The prospect didn’t want to buy 
the home although he was interested 
in it and listened to the builder 
whenever the latter put up a sales 
argument. 

The deal hung fire for some little 
time. Finally the builder, after not 
seeing the young man for several 
days, came to him in a hurry one 
morning. 

“I know where you can rent one 
side of this house I want to sell you 
for two years to the note teller in 
the First National Bank here. The 
note teller is willing to sign a two- 
year lease at a good rental. You 
know this is an awfully good prop- 
osition ready at hand. The rent you 
get from the one side will just about 
earry the installment payments on 
the whole thing.“ 

But still the young man held back. 

'You'l make a mistake if you 
don't take this," the builder per- 
sisted. ‘‘The man who wants to rent 
the other half is young and con- 
genial and knows everyone in town. 
You'l get right in with the right 
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people just through knowing him.’’ 

And this last argument put the 
deal over where the other arguments 
had failed. 

Isn't it a fact that it always pays 
builders to sell the environment, the 
neighbors and the entire section in 
which the house is located as well as 
the house itself! 

All of which is submitted in the 
hope that it will offer worth while 
ideas and suggestions to various 
builders.

the drivers will eause more damage 
than they would do good if they 
were to tinker with even the most 
simple parts of the trucks when any- 
thing goes wrong. It is found also 
that when a driver is given permis- 
sion to attempt the simple things, he 
will go beyond this sooner or later 
and feel capable of remedying some 
defect that really might require the 
knowledge of an expert. 

It is a good idea to employ at least 
one skilled mechanic who is solely 
responsible for the running condi- 
tion of the trucks. Drivers can then 
be given specific instructions that 
they are to attempt no repairs of any 
kind. 

The mechanic is often provided 
with a motorcycle, with side car and 
in this side ear is a complete set of 
tools and all equipment needed to 
make repairs on the road. 

When a truck breaks down in ser- 
vice, the driver telephones for the 
mechanie and the mechanic leaves 
immediately to make the repair. 
IIis knowledge of each vehicle and 
his ability to detect the symptoms 
enables him to locate and remedy the 
trouble at once.

HE Horizontal Method, a new de- 

sign in Eternit Asbestos Shingles, 
was developed recently by the American 
Insulation Co., of Philadelphia and New 
Orleans.

Stripper 


NEW addition to the lines of a well 

known manufacturer of concrete 
equipment is represented in a down 
faced, horizontal stripper known as the 
Blue Ribbon Junior. The block is made 
face down and then stripped from the 
machine by a single horizontal movement 
of the stripping lever. This lever com- 
pletely clears the block from the mould, 
leaving it resting on the pallet ready to 
be removed. The machine is then placed 
in readiness for the next block by a 
single reversed movement of the strip- 
ping lever. 

The machine is made for heavy duty 
and is rugged and compact, to minimize 
vibration. All working parts are of 
steel properly heat treated to insure 
long service.

This last enterprise, illus- 
trated here, is the Dixie Model 
Home. The ovation which it re- 
ceived is only suggested in Mr. 
Tuck’s modest statement. 

We opened on one of the worst 
nights we could have picked... . rain 
in torrents which kept up until after 
9 o’elock, but at that we had about 
400 people attending. 

„The first Sunday from 2 to 10 
P. M. we had over 3,500 people, and 
the 2nd Sunday over 2,200. Enough 
between times made up about 9,600 
in 9 days and 9 nights.’’ 


A Merchandising

if every builder were able to 
place his merchandise before as 
many prospects, the business of sell- 
ing completed homes and getting 
contracts for the erection of new 
ones would be an exceedingly profit- 
able one for all concerned in the 
enterprise. 

Mr. Tuck views the situation from 
an angle altogether practical; each 
year he offers some new feature for 
the publie's approval. The Dixie 
Model Home carried with it a unique 
EE eontest to attract the pub- 
ie. 

He built it, as he did others. In 
addition, of eourse, he furnished it 
complete and planted shrubbery. 
After all this was done the appraisal 
proposition was presented to a local 
real estate board and its support 
gained.

Two of these were regular ap- 2 
praisers for local building and 
loan associations two others 
were employed in the same 
position for banks; a third 
pair was actively engaged in 
buying and selling properties 
kor elients. 

It would seem reasonable 
that these men, skilled in Real 
Estate values, would succeed 
in making appraisals within a 
elose range. But so well does 
Mr. Tuck design interesting 
and attractive homes for 
modest outlays of money, that 
the appraisers values soared 
from $11,000 to $15,000. The 
average was $13,773.75. 

The public’s part in esti- 
mating the value of the Dixie 
Model Home netted the follow- 
ing figures: | 

Over 2,000 turned in ap- 
praisals, 27 of which ranged 
above $35,000. 173 cost from 
$20,000 to $50,000. 4,000 were 
within $1,500 of the correct amount ; 
25 within $24. 

The first prize of $25.00 in gold 
went to the one who guessed the 
value of $13,768; a second prize of 
$25.00 went for the estimate of 
$13,765. 

The house sold at its appraised 
value, all cash, to a local man. Mr. 
Tuek made a small profit, in addi- 
tion to the valuable advertising that 
the home gave him.

erecting this demonstration 
home, its builder did not plan 
to cut the cost below average. 

As Mr. Tuck sums up his 
aims in public demonstration 
homes, he offers ‘‘a more 
modern home to come within 
a certain price....The object 
of displaying the Dixie Model 
Home was to demonstrate to 
the buying and building publie 
that & home of quality ean be 
built at a eost which would 
safeguard the ultimate owner's 
investment. In addition it 
would place in the home every 
thing required to make a prac- 
tical modern dwelling of com- 
fort, quality and beauty. 


HIS front entrance shows 
the result of thoughtful 
planning. Its roof is covered 
with roll thatching and the 
doorway distinguished with 
attractive wrought hardware 
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HE price, approved by the 

realtors, as well as the finan- 
eial world and buyers, provided a 
legal profit to those in the business 
of produetion ineluding the builder, 
manufacturers and dealers. 

In generalizing on the idea of 
building demonstration homes, Mr. 
Tuck believes that ‘‘the opportunity 
which is afforded the builder to dis- 
play his ability as well as the op- 
portunity which is afforded the 
dealers of various commodities used 
means a noticeable increase in the 
demand for the builder’s service and 
the dealer’s merchandise. The buy- 
ing and building public have an op- 
portunity to see and know just what 
the ultimate results will be and still 
are influenced to make a swift and 
prompt deeision. 

Dealers who cooperated with Mr. 
Tuck not only helped to make the 
demonstration home attractive, but 


increased trade. Many wrote 
to him telling him of the en- 
thusiasm with which they 
viewed the scheme. Manufac- 
turers of building materials 
and equipment, and dealers in 
home furnishings and decora- 
tions included their share of 
Approval to Mr. Tuck's enter- 
prise. Throughout he used 
standardized materials and 
produets and capitalized on 
the recgonized merit that they 
enjoyed.

From the actual design of 
the home it is easily seen why 
it met with public favor even 
long before the average ap- 
praised value was announced. 
Its floor arrangement provides 
a maximum of comfort and 
still gives the builder an op- 
portunity to cut costs in con- 
struetion work. 

First, the general plan is 
square without unnecessary 
breaks and angles. There is 
little waste space and the home, 
when it has served its purpose as a 


. model, is well adapted to the oc- 


eupaney of its new owner. 


As one enters through a well 
balaneed front doorway, the hall 
layout is unique. Where are usually 
found stairs leading to the second 
floor, this design provides a clothes 
closet.

Its shape is well fitted to 
receive the furniture of an average 
family.

The kitchen is distinctly a 
model of modern efficiency.

Along the rear wall a small 
compartment has been left 
for a refrigerator, preferably 
one that is iced from the out- 
side. Next this is another 
closet and then a folding and 
dissapearing ironing board. 
Another wall space is occu- 
pied by a range with an over- 
hanging hood, carrying the 
fumes to the outside. The rest 
of the space is occupied by a 
good sized closet. 

Because the music room has 
been located at the rear of 
the house, it has been possible 
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ironing board. 


Under hood are range and water heater 


is a dressing room to give ad- 
ditional space. 

Architecture of this home 
has been worked out accord- 
ing to its builder's own 
wishes. It represents a par- 
tieularly desirable type for 
small home designs. One il- 
lustration shows the peculiar 
gable arrangement, breaking 
the proof line in two 
places. This, no duobt, added 
considerable to the construc- 
tion eost, but it ereates an 
effect that is well worth while. 
The front of the house shows 
a compact little group com- 


posed of dormer with three 


pairs of casement windows, 
and an entrance detail. 

The roof is rolled English 
thatch, quite in harmony with 
the rest of the exterior. Clap- 


to provide a central hall from The Solarium or sunroom, located in a dormer, boarded walls are white, in 
which stairs rise to the upper above the front entrance of the model home. the manner most practical 
floors. Ample daylight illumination is thus assured for the climate. 

A dining room is located to the 
left of the front hall. While it 
boasts no unusual features, it is of 
ample size and square in shape. 
Space for a breakfast room has been 
left between kitchen and dining 
room. This also has access to a hall. 

A feature of the second floor 
plan is a sun room that shows 
as a dormer from the outside. 
This is reached from either of the 
two bedrooms. The real bath of the 
house is located on this floor and 
shows a practical grouping of bath 
room fixtures. On either side of 
it, and connecting to bedrooms, 
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INING room is located at the left 

of the front hall. It connects 

through a breakfast room to the 

kitchen. This view shows with what 

good taste the interior has been 
finished and the room furnished. 


JUNE, 
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Visitors to the Dixie Model Home, 
while it was opened to the public, 
took away with them an attractive 
little booklet that described each 
room in detail as well as the reasons 
for, and interesting features of con- 
struction. Other builders may 
wonder momentarily how Mr. Tuck 
eould afford to add this expense to 
the usual costs of furnishing and 
exhibiting a demonstration home. 

A few pages, picked at random 
from the booklet, serve to show how 
profitably the literature idea may 
be worked out. Facing every page 
of reading matter, and sometimes 
appearing as a two page spread, are 
advertisements of national and local 
eoncerns. One advertiser is the 
Landscape Service that did the 
gardening. A second the hardware 
dealer, a third the local Gas and 
Electric Company, and so on 
throughout the book. "These adver- 


tisements added rather than de- 
traeted from appearance and they 
must surely have proven profitable 
investment for the advertisers. 


T HIS builder made 


the most of pub- 
licity afforded by his 
model home. Below are 
typical pages from the 
Dixie Home Booklet 
showing room descrip- 
tions and advertise- 
ments of companies. 
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Visitors to the Model Home were in 
a buying mood and were glad to 
learn where Mr. Tuck obtained ma- 
terials and furnishings.

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ERE and there the eye of the camera discovers 
H something off the beaten track, and anything 

that strikes a new note in the fashioning of old 
modes is worthy of reproduction. It will be agreed 
that there is nothing stereotyped about the home pic- 
tured above, and in spite of the markedly accentuated 
insistence on the gables, there is a compactness, a con- 
sistency, and a subdued modesty that is rich in the 
home spirit. T" 

The handling of gables is apt to lead too often into 
abysmal depths of ineongruity, diffuseness and lack of 
balance, all cardinal architectural sins. Here we have 
a treatment of the subject that achieves symmetry, a 
nicety of precision and eloquent taste. 

The central imposing mass of rough stone is the 
center of gravity of the whole, from which recede the 
two inferior peaks, subdued by the stucco treatment of 
the walls, and resolving into a covered porch, with 
arched entrance that successfully neutralizes the stark 
effect of the gables. 

At the other wing is the counterbalance of a story- 
and-a-half garage with chamber above. A thoughtful 
provision is found in the entrance that leads from the 
garage directly into the house. The broken roof line 
here aids in bringing the eye to an agreeable rest. 

in all cases of attached garages the entrance to the 
house proper should be highly fire resistant. A solid 
wood metal covered door answers the purpose or a com- 
plete metal door can be used. 

The side walls of the garage shown above are of 
frame with stuccoed exterior. The interior walls of 
such a construction should be plastered, either with a 
cement mortar or gypsum plaster on a base of metal 
lath and this construction should also be earried out on 
the ceiling. The window should also be of metal with 
wired glass in the sash. 

When this is done the wood framing garage is highly 
fire resistant. The ordinary ten gallons of gas usually

carried can burn itself out before its heat will have 
time to ignite any of the inflammable portions of the 
building. 

The interior treatment of this house is as effective as 
the exterior. Through a tile vestibule, entrance is 
gained to a hall that communicates on the left with the 


living-room, and on the right with the kitchen and 


dining-room.

EXTERIORS and INTERIORS 


In Period Design 


By H. A. Simons 


HERE'S an Italian - style 
home to fit every purse. 
Well-to-do home-owners may 

take the villas of the ancient aris- 
tocracy of Italy as their models. 
Others may plan smaller, less formal 
eottages in the manner of the farm- 
homes nestling among the olive- 
groves of Northern Italy. In both 
cases, the results will be charming 
and distinetive in their different 
ways. 

There’s an Italian-style home to 
fit every climate and every kind of 
site—in town, suburb or country, in 
a hilly region or a flat one. For, 
whereas the roof-pitch of the Span- 
ish dwelling is almost flat, there is 
considerable variation of this fea- 
ture in Italian houses; and, while 
the Spanish style is particularly fit- 
ting for a hot dry landscape, the 
Italian is adaptable to verdurous 
hills, river-valleys, fertile plains or 
the sides of voleanic mountains. 


Despite this extreme adaptability,- 


the Italian style has definite char- 
acteristics. One is the fineness of its 
proportions. Almost every Italian 
building—from the  country-side 
palaces of merchant-princes and 
church dignitaries down to the hum- 
blest farmhouse—gives evidence of 
having been designed. 

They are symmetrical in plan and 
in the placement of doors, windows 
and details. The smaller dwellings, 
of course, were not planned and 
built complete. They grew, addi- 
tions being put on as needed. But 
even these lean-to additions are well- 
proportioned; they are not hap- 
hazard in their effect, as in the case 
of English cottages and New Eng- 
land Colonial dwellings. 

This element of good design is the 
first thing that must be sought by 
the modern builder in this style. 
The house will not be ‘‘low and

rambling’’ in the English ''Tudor- 
bethan'' sense. But the horizontal 
lines will predominate, and will be 
given variety by a free use of ver- 
ticals and curves. 

Builders today ean get but few 
suggestions about plans from the 
Italian style. Original houses of 
this type are one-and-a-half, two, 
two-and-a-half or three stories high. 
There is great economy of floor- 
space, but their interior arrange- 
ments are too primitive to be imi- 
tated by modern builders. 

However, these early Italian 
homes suggest many beautiful ef- 
fects in stucco which we of today, 
with our modern factory-mixed col- 
ored materials, can use. Brick, 
marble, boulders, or cut or rusti- 
eated stone are the materials used in 
some of the finer villas of the period, 
but stueeo far surpassed all these 
in the extent of its use. It was ap- 
plied to farmhouses, palaces, town- 
houses, enclosures, garden buildings 
and gates. It was used in a variety 
of eolors—pinks, light greys, buffs, 
yellows and white predominating— 
and in many rough textures.

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The modern plasterer may have 
considerable freedom in devising a 
stucco-texture for an Italian home, 
but it should be somewhat refined 
and less shaggy than the Spanish 
treatment. 

With stucco treated in this 
fashion, other modern materials may 
be combined to give typically Italian 
touches of beauty. Quoins of stone 
may be used at the corners of the 
house and around doors and win- 
dows. Or the stucco may be scored 
to resemble smooth cut stone. It 
may be set off by diapered brick- 
work in a chimney or in the garden- 
front of the house. Or columns, 
pilasters and entrance-details of 
east stone or terra cotta may be 
worked into the stucco design. Or 
belt-courses of stone, brick or cast 
stone may be placed at the story-

levels with very excellent effect. 

Tile is almost universally used for 
roofing in Italy. While there is 
considerable variety in height of 
roofs, the pitch generally is low. The 
roof may have wide eaves with raft- 
ers exposed; but if the house is 
rather formal the eaves will be re- 
placed by a brick or stone cornice of 
fine design. Occasionally we find 
roofs that slope upward a few feet 
and then terminate in a flat deck 
surrounded by a balustrade. And 
often, on all types of Italian homes, 
we find cupolas of greater or less 
size, sometimes used as dovecotes, 
sometimes providing little rooms, 
again purely ornamental. 

Main entrance doors usually are 
of solid wood, but they are lighter 
in weight than Spanish doors and, 
instead of being made of heavy 


planks studded together, they may 
be attractively moulded. Fanlights 
sometimes appear above them. The 
jambs may be heavily moulded, or 
the door may be hung in a frame 
consisting of several ‘‘orders.’’ This 
frame may be surrounded by an 
architrave of stone, cast stone or 
brick. Or wooden columns or pil- 
asters may stand on each side. 


Windows, too, receive ornamental 
treatment. While the general ef- 
fect of the Italian interior is low 
and cool and dim-lighted, the use 
of windows need not be so restricted, 
both in number and in size, as in 
the Spanish dwelling. The windows 
themselves are of the casement type, 
hung with shutters or screened with 
metal grilles of charming design. 
Their architraves are similar to 
those of the doors. And they in- 
variably are placed symmetrieally 
in relation to each other and to 
other features of the exterior. 


Square-headed doors and win- 
dows are by no means the only kind 
allowable in the Italian house. 
l'urves of any degree may surmount 
them. Mullioned windows, eontain- 
ing three, five or even more lights 
may be used. 

Bull’s-eye windows may be in- 
troduced, as may ‘‘Palladian’’ win- 
dows—three round-headed openings 
in a row, the eenter one rising above 
the others. Often some such feature 
is used in the second story, to bal- 
ance the entrance below and give

variety to the row of second-story 
windows. 

This variety of door and window 
treatments is one of the features 
which contributes conspicuously to 
the charm of the exterior. Many 
other devices are used wtih similar 
effect. Broad, deep loggias and cool 
arcades looking out upon terraces 
and semi-formal gardens take the 
place of American porches and ver- 
andahs. 

In these, the arches and the pillar- 
and pilaster-treatments repeat the 
motives used around doors and win- 
dows, keeping the design unified 
while giving it variety. Sometimes 
blind arches and arched embrasures 
around the windows are used to re- 
inforee the unity of design. Iron 
baleonies also may be placed before 
seeond-story doors and windows. 

Just as great variety prevails 
within the house as without. The 
walls of farmhouses often are rough 
plaster whitewashed; those of the 
finer Renaissance villas are covered 
with frescoes or mural paintings, or 
are draped with rich brocades or 
velvets. Between these two extremes 
is a treatment which will appeal to 
the modern taste in interior decor- 
ation. It consists of a rough-tex- 
tured colored surface which is dee- 
orative in itself and provides a 


RNAMENTAL lighting fixtures 
and grille work add distinctive- 
ness; their expense is well merited. 
Rough textured walls need not be 
hung with decorations save for a 
small tapestry here and there. This 
floor could be attractively duplicated 
in tile-patterned linoleum 


pleasant interplay of light and 
shadow over wall-spaces. 

Beautiful color - combinations, 
either dull or glazed, may be used 
here. Silver greys, rich or pale ver- 
milions, apple greens, blue greens, 
grey purples, gold yellows and 
ochres are typical. A nice point to 


observe is that there usually is a 
close relationship both in color and 
in texture, between the interior walls 
and the stucco used on the exterior. 
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Such interior effects may be pro- 
duced today either by painting and 
glazing plaster or by using a tinted 
plaster or by applying a heavy- 
bodied paint whieh gives both tex- 
ture and color-tone in a one-coat 
applieation. 

Ceilings may be treated the same 
way. A cove-ceiling or, in a long 
narrow room or corridor, a barrel- 
vaulted one with both the texture 
and the tone of the wall becoming 
lighter as it blends into the curve 
may be used. Another typical Itali- 
an treatment is the beamed ceiling, 
the wooden members being painted 
in colors and designs harmonizing 
with those used elsewhere. 

Tile floors are part of the style, 
und many beautiful patterns in a 
wide variety of colors are to be 
found in homes of this period. 
Where such a floor is undesired be- 
eause of eost or climate, polished 
hardwood may be used. 

In the real Italian house, every 
room has its own fireplace. These 
vary considerably in style. In a 


‘formal drawing-room or  dining- 


room, the chimney-piece will con- 
sist of a high mantel of carved stone, 
a high wide opening equipped with 
andirons, screen and other accessor- 
ise of iron and brass, the whole sur- 
mounted by a sloping chimney- 
breast of plaster or of beaten cop- 
per or iron. In a less formal and 
more intimate chamber, the fireplace 
will be low and cozy. The broad

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mantelshelf lined with bric-a-brac is 
not typical of the Italian style, as 
it is of the English. Cross-corner 
fireplaces are common. 

Stairways are another interior 
feature that usually receive much 
consideration. Sometimes they are 
enclosed, with a velvet rope taking 
the place of the handrail. Again, 
they are open and guarded by a 
balustrade of iron. The rich and 
ornate marble staircases of the more 
splendid villas and residences can be 
reproduced today in cast stone or 
other modern ma- 
terials, but the less 
expensive treatments 
are no less char- 
acteristic and charm- 
ing. 

Inside the Italian 
home, as well as in 
its exterior, curved 
lines are used freely. 
Doorheads often re- 
peat the segmental 
or semi - circular 
eurves of the win- 
dows. Arched em- 
brasures in the walls 
provide a setting for 
bookcases or other 
pieces of furniture. 

Here, as on the out- 
side, we find that the 
essence of the Italian 
style is beauty of pro- 
portion and refine- 
ment of design rather 
than number and 
eostliness of acces- 
sories. An interior 
finished in the man- 
ner described, need 
not be furnished

with XVIth Century antiques nor 
hung with old Florentine brocades. 
Given the right design and the fine 
relationship between all its parts, 
sueh a room may be furnished quite 
simply. 

In its very simplicity it will 
achieve the charm, the refinement 
and the suggestion of formality 
whieh are the finest contribution of 
the Italian style to present-day 
architecture. 


O arrive at an authentic repro- 
duction of an original archi- 
teetural style, it is fallacy to believe 
that more ornate details should be 
added. Usually it is a matter of 
simplifying and eliminating un- 
necessary and conflicting archi- 
tectural details. In their pure 
forms architectural models reflect 
the primitive taste of their founders. 
As the order grows in years, details 
are added, until at some point it 
tends to become over-ornate. 
For small residence work it 1s 
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usually best to draw upon the early 
period of architecture rather than 
the latter and more highly de- 
veloped. Small homes must be 
simple to give a true, homey effect. 
A good ease in point is the Italian. 
Palatial mansions are not represen- 
tative of simple Italian. 

On the other hand, Italian farm- 
house architecture is often too 
primitive to fit modern require- 
ments. Using it as a base, and re- 
fining its details, will bring about 
the best results. The builder and 
architect may contrive 
to give their client 
a replica only to 
have the effect jeop- 
ardized by poorly 
seleeted interior fur- 
nishings. As with 
every type of period 
architecture, the Ital- 
ian demands the cor- 
reet period appoint- 
ments.

building, five stories high 
above the basement. Over 
certain areas there are 
mezzanines that house 
book stacks. Practically 
the whole of the peri- 
meter of the square is 
given over to reading 
rooms. Just inside, a belt 
of stacks separates this 
from the central area. 
From this general idea 
of plan layout we may 
turn to the exterior of 
the building. In the 
creation of structures of 
this type it is the archi- 
teet's duty to combine 
beauty and dignity with 
due regard for utility. 
“Fitness for Purpose’’ is 
never more applicable 
than to library architec- 
ture. Civic investment 
demands that on the one 
hand the building be a 
monument to the intellect 
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N interesting detail of 
the main entrance, 
where four wrought iron 
lanterns relieve the severe 
dignity of its classic ex- 


terior. Base is made of 
deeply grooved stone 
blocks. A glimpse of the 


pilasters starting above 
the first floor is had 


and enterprise of a com- 
munity; on the other 
hand, the aim of every 
library is to give to its 
public the greatest refer- 
ence facilities for the ex- 
penditure made. Added 
to this is the architect’s 
problem of harmonizing 
this design with the 
others in the group either 
already built or contem- 
plated. 

This exterior was de- 
signed in the classic style 
of French Renaissance. 
Deeply grooved or ‘‘rus- 
ticated’’ stone blocks set 
with arched openings for windows 
and doors form the base. This 
first story is topped by a cornice 
and balustrade which on the Su- 
perior and Rockwell Avenue sides 
support large columns. These hori- 
zontal divisions are marked between 
the tiers and windows lighting four 
stories above. At either end a bay 
or extension—architecturally termed 
the pavilion—terminates this colon- 
nade effect. 

On the other two sides of the 
building, balustrades instead of 
colonnades have been used. The 
whole is surmounted by a cornice 


and second balustrade of great dig- 
nity. 
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The whole exterior with the ex- 
ception of the entrance steps has 
been done in mezzotint Cherokee 
marble, tooled to obtain various tex- 
tures. 

An interesting phase of exterior 
design is brought out here. To ob- 
tain the maximum of lighting—al- 
ways a necessity in library build- 
ings—and to strive for beauty, win- 
dows have been so spaced and 
modeled that an illuminating area 
has been obtained about 40% in ex- 
eess of the usual type of public 
building. Wrought iron balconies 
outline the terminal or pavilion win- 
dows at the second story. Grilles 
of wrought iron screen the win-

dows at either side of the granite 
steps. To these features must be 
added four bronze lanterns embel- 
lishing the entrance. 

Brett Memorial Hall which oc- 
eupies the central area for two 
Stories, adds its own architectural 
beauty to the completed design. One 
of the illustrations shows the quaint 
dignity that has been wored in with 
buff brick. The thought has been 
taken from Italian buildings of the 
early 16th Century. While the view 
is not had from the exterior, many 
pieturesque glimpses are obtained 
through great windows of the grand 
E leading from the second 

oor. 
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First and Fourth Floor Plans 


In the original conception the 
purpose of the Library Board was 
stated as follows: They were to 
have, a building pre-eminently 
useful and practical, employing the 
floor arrangmeent in the most eco- 
nomieal manner practical.“ 

In view of this contention it is 
signifieant that the building has no 
features introduced for show alone. 
Free scope was given the architects 
and within the building they have 
achieved rare architectural beauty. 
The main eorridors have graceful 
double windows; Brett Memorial 
Hall, an impressive vaulted room, is 
the dominating feature of the in- 
terior design. 

Marble has been used in the in- 
terior liberally but with good judg- 
ment throughout. Walls of the first. 
second and third story and base- 
ment corridors are in Botticino 
marble with Tennessee marble floors. 
This same treatment has been car- 
ried to the eonneeting double stair- 
eases. 

Walls of Brett Memorial Hall are 
distinguished with cream Botticino 
marble and floors with Travertine 
marble. Columns at either side of 
the prineipal doorways are red 
Senora marble while at the smaller 
doors, of gray Aurato. The Loan 


BRETT Memorial Hall has a mag- 
nificent vaulted ceiling. Bronze 
chandeliers and double grill work 
tracery outline its windows while 
overhead bronze chandeliers add 
their impressive dignity. The walls 
of the hall are of cream marble with 
floors of rich, polished Travertine

In the inter- 
ior of this 


splendid building the convenient 
and practical arrangement of de- 
partment rooms is at once evident. 
As one enters, the publie stenograph- 
er's rooms and telephones are found 
at one side and a publie cheek room 
at the other. On this first floor are 
included the Loan Division, the 
Popular Library, Brett Memorial 
Hall, Foreign Literature Division 
and the office of the Librarian. 


At the right and left of entrance 
to Brett Memorial Hall are public 
elevators with the grand staircase 
rising from the main hall itself. 
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On the second floor the main cor- 
ridor is fitted with floor cases and 
recessed wall exhibits. Off this cor- 
ridor the rooms for the Technical 
Division, History Division and simi- 
lar departments, open. 

The Main eorridor on the third 
floor. running east and west, is also 
fitted with recessed display cases. 
On this floor is the John G. White 
collection. Fine Arts division and 
what is known at the Treasure 
Room. A Children's Department 
also commands considerable floor 
Space here. 

The fourth floor is given over 
namely to executive offices and busi- 
ness departments, staff rooms, a 
packing room and catalog depart- 
ment. 

The equipment used in the large 
publie library today is an inter- 
esting reflection on the modern de- 
mand for quick, effieient means of 
accomplishing results. Books re- 
turned to the Receiving Desk are 
immediately transported by trucks 
and electric lifts to a baleony which 
overhangs the room on two sides. 
There they are promptly carded 
and sorted and wheeled up a ramp 
to a gallery connected by eleetrie 
book lifts with all stacks in the 
building. Stacks and shelves are 
metal, thoroughly fire-resistant. 

Another feature is the room 
known as the Library for the Blind. 
Here there are tables and chairs for 
leisurely examination of books and 
about the room and in a stacked 
aleove are shelved over 2000 vol- 
umes printed in raised type. A 
circulation of 15 magazines is fur- 
ther provided for blind readers.

The aim has been to strike somewheres between the 
solely residential room or suite of rooms and what in 


other professions would serve as of- 
fice. Good loeation, the best or illu- 
mination and pleasant surround- 
ings are essential to desirable studio 
locations. For this reason, more 
enterprising builders are finding 
that locations that for one reason 
or another can not command the 
highest office rents are profitably 
converted into artists’ centers and 
studio-apartments. 

The entrance to the main building 
is marked with an imposing central 
pavilion with modified Corinthian 
columns while the lofty, well pro 
portioned windows give additional 
interest to the stately simplicity of 
the structure front. The lobby and 
vestibule of Italian travertine with 
vaulted ceilings are very similar to 
the entrance hall of Mottram Hall. 
Cheshire, England, 

Throughout “the building the 
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Georgian period of English archi- 
tecture dominates and this classic 
form is well adapted to modern con- 
struction as the regularity and for- 
mality of the columns tends to rear 
up a structure which is an ideal cov- 
ering for the skeleton steel frame. 

What is the most unusual and the 
most interesting feature of the build- 
ing is the typical Georgian flagged 
courtyard situated between the of- 
fice and studio wings. The pave- 
ment of bluish flagstones adds a 
touch of color which blends in with 
the greens of the tall poplars and 
evergreens surrounding the pond 
and long canal. 

Two pools are fed from a fountain 
at the east end of the court. On 
either side of the court run long 
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eloisters and their arches of white 
eombined with decorative Italian 
awnings at the windows give an un- 
usual amount of eharm and eolor to 
the whole. Shops open up from 
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HIS view of Acquila 

Courts Building 
shows a building that 
is to all intents and pur- 
poses a well designed 
Office building with 
store spaces on street 
level. The true beauty 
and quaintness of this 
remarkable design are 
evident only from the 
corner diagonally 
across the block. Such 
a view is had in model 


the court to the street 
and several of the 
shops have ceilings 
high enough to permit 
the building in of bal- 
eonies which always 
lend themselves to such 
effective decorative 
treatment. 

Although the two- 
story studio wing is 
designed in eomplete harmony with 
that seetion of the building devoted 
to offices it is found to be more resi- 
dential in type. The studios open 
from a balcony and just inside the 
door of each apartment is a small 
kitehenette and in some of the stu- 
dios a breakfast room is provided. 

The big studios are two stories in 
height with a large open fireplace 
at one side. Opening onto the court- 
yard through lofty windows the stu- 
dios have great abundance of light 
and ventilation. From the studio 
room a stairway leads to the baleony 
located above the kitchenette and 
extending over the entrance balcony 
or loggia. Sleeping quarters and a 
bath room are located off of this 
balcony. 


Hi 
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HE court idea in 

apartment and 
commercial buildings 
is gaining in popularity. 
Save where the value of 
property makes such an 
arrangement utterly out 
of the question, the 
revenue on a square 
foot basis is more than 
often enhanced. The 
building becomes more 
easily tenantable and 
higher rents follow as a 
matter of course. 

Every city of average 
size has a section, not 
too far removed from 
the center of activities, 
which for some obscure 
reason has not attained 
the popularity of ad- 
joining tracts. Land 
figures may be a little 
below these others and 
consequently well 
adapted for a court ar- 
rangement. 

As exemplified by 
Acquila Court, the 
court or patio becomes 
a private lane or street 
partially dividing the 
building into two units. 
Landscaping improves 
the lane through in 
many cases artistic flag- 
ging and judicious or- 
namentation of the fac- 
ing walls are all that is 
needed. 

Acquila Court has 
been very fortunate in 


Flagged Court greatly enhances ren- 
tal value of property. Here is a case 
where it was well worth while to sacrifice 
a few feet of ground area and convert it 
into an appealing little landscaped court. 


G o X. 
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its landscaping. The 
wrought iron gate at the 
court entrance is a 
masterpiece of work- 
men’s skill. The at- 
mosphere is altogether 
Georgian from its flag- 
ged paving to the clois- 
treed colonnades tra- 
versing either wall. 

In this case, the court 
is used exclusively by 
occupants of Acquilla 
Court. In event that 
the prospective building 
will not command an 
area large enough to 
justify a private court, 
an agreement may often 
be made with the owner 
whose property abutts 
in the rear or adjoins 
at either side. Then the 
court may be used in 
common. 

If the other building 
is an office building or 
another type of com- 
mercial, the owner may 
be glad of the oppor- 
tunity of insuring light 
space for his tenants. 
Thus, the projected 
structure, if an apart- 
ment, has practically 
exclusive use of the 
private court. There 
are many such possibili- 
ties that the enterpris- 
ing builder may explore 
with good success. The 
feature to be remember- 
ed is the increased rental 
value to be gained. 
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HODDY construction is 
boomerang which, however 
cleverly propelled, returns 

and strikes the thrower, to his pain 
and grief. 

We all know the man who pays 
a doctor for his advice, and after- 
wards pours the prescription into 
the sink.

ily thrown up, of shoddy material 
„where it won't show, with see- 
ond-rate and third-rate workman- 
ship—such a house will not endure. 
And such a house, instead of bear- 
ing witness to its constructor’s in- 
tegrity and skill, will proclaim to 
all the world, and to the angry own- 
er, that mediocrity or duplicity has 
been at work. 

Instead of making a firm friend 
and a booster out of his client, this 
builder has made an enemy; one 
who will warn friends to beware. 
No builder with a grain of business 
sense will knowingly sow ill-wi!l 
towards himself. 

Moreover, such a type of builder 
is doing irreparable damage to the 
building game. People may be 
fooled once, but rarely a second 
time, and they usually take good

Thus it is that not only the owner 
is made to suffer, but the entire con- 
tracting profession as well. 

Carelessness, however, is by no 
means rare, and the result is that 
the same effect is created in the end 
by this factor as by the unscrupu- 
lons man’s deliberate planning. 

Consider the illustrations accom- 
panying this article. Most of them 
show that the workmen have been

eareless, and that supervision has 
been lax. Two of them are flagrant 
examples of shoddy construction, 
but they are, happily, the exception. 

There is only one thing for the 
builder who takes pride in his work 
to do, and that is to employ eare- 
ful, competent workmen and capable 
superintendents. He should also 
personally inspect the work in or- 
der to assure himself that all is as 
it should be. 

Good work will mean a satisfied 
client, and a satisfied client is the 
best recommendation a contractor 
ean have. It is an asset worthy of 
a business man's highest endeavor. 

Although the accomplishment of 
good work means business for the 
contractor in the long run, this does 
not mean that his efforts should not 
be commended. He is doing his part 
to help his profession. 
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Shoddy Construction Never Will Pa y 


If the work of the fraudulent or 
careless contractor could always be 
detected immediately, the practice of 
flimsy building would not reflect so 
unhappily on the entire profession. 
But there are many cases where the 
job, recently completed, passes for 
first class only to fail within a com- 
paratively short time. The illus- 
tration on the right shows this—- 
rear additions so poorly made that 
If was necessary for the blacksmith 
to eome to the rescue. An iron band 
fastened near the top prevents the 
annexes from falling away from the 
house. This job when first com- 


pleted may have withstood inspec- 
tion.

The contractor was perhaps un- 
aware that the workmanship was not 
of the soundest. Too often this is 
the ease. Incompetent builders and 
uninformed owners who give thc 
work their approbation are responsi- 
ble for faulty construction work. 
On the other hand, the careful and 
scrupulous builder ean often bene- 
fit by the layman's ignorance. Con- 
fidence instilled by repeated well- 
directed effort along sound building 
principles have a value beyond the 
estimate of the accountant. 

The enterprising builder is doubly 
unfortunate if he does commendable 
work only to have the sub-contractor 
ruin it. The pictures show this. 
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A BETTER way of running these 
pipes could easily have been 
found. Negligence on the part of 
builder is usually responsible for poor 
practice and dangerous methods 


A good example of sub-contractor 
responsibility is shown in the illus- 
tration of a brick wall. In brick 
buildings it is sometimes necessary 
to leave an opening in the wall for 
the purpose of wheeling materials 
into the building. After it is no 
longer necessary to wheel materials 
the opening is sealed up and made 
integral with the wall. This is com- 
mon practice and is done every- 
where, but it must be borne in mind 
that the job of sealing the opening 
must be done carefully if the wall 
is to carry its required load. The 
bricks must be laid at least as care- 


fully as they were in the rest of the 
wall and the job then nicely pointed. . 


Sloppy work such as this should 
never be permitted. Not only does 
it look well, but it does not build 
up the wall in a manner equal to 
supporting its load. It leaves a 
weak spot which is bound to show 


up some day and to cause undue set- 
tling of the building. 

Talk about building your house on 
the shifting sands, what do you 
think of the foundation job shown? 
Built on a loose rock foundation and 
built partly of brick too. 

Now, someone in the congregation 
is going to rise up and say, Well, 
what's the matter with it? I know 
some loose rock fences that have re- 
mained solid for generations, why 
won't this hold up?’’ And we shall 
answer, ‘‘Yes, so do we, but why 
build a house like a fence? How 
about plaster cracks when the 
foundation begins to settle, how 
about weak spots in the foundation 
in ease some of the stones drop out, 
what then!“ 

To us, it seems a needless and ex- 
pensive economy, the saving of the 
eost of cement on this job. If these

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OOSE rock as a foundation for 
mortar-set brick! This ridiculous 
construction is not so uncommon as 
it might seem. Some builders even 
defend it as being sound practice 


or set in cement the foundation 
would be as firm and solid as de- 
sired, but set in place loosely as 
shown, we don't care how many 
houses now standing for generations 
have been built with such founda- 
tions, it is poor economy to save a 
couple of hundred dollars on a 
foundation when it is done in this 
manner... especially when the 
investment in the house runs into 
several thousand dollars. 

Turning to the girder and sup- 
porting column, it is hardly possible 
that the builder deliberately went 
about skimping on material so 
strongly as to avoid putting in the 
eolumn head to help support the 
floor girder shown here. What more 
likely hapened is that through care- 
lessness the column cap was lost 
and inasmuch as it was perhaps a 
good deal of trouble to order a new 
one the contractor just let it go. 
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NLY a steeple marks this building as 

other than an English farmhouse. It 
has a rustic effect, quite unusual in small 
church design. As indicated on the plan, 
the structure already completed will be 
used as a Sunday School while the main 
ehureh building will adjoin it. 

The architect’s perspective below gives 
an idea of what the finished effect will be. 
The practice of completing the Sunday 
School unit first so that it may house 
church activities for the time being is 
becoming a popular one. 

The expense of an elaborate church 
building is thus postponed until funds are 
adequate. Meanwhile, members use the 
smaller building and let it serve a dual pur- 
pose. The policy is far better than trying 
to build large buildings at first and doine 
it poorly because of lack of funds.

Kinks from the Job and Office- 
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A Bracing Problem 


HE writer has seen many ways of 

bracing forms for concrete coping, 
but the method shown by the drawing 
is the simplest of them all. The sides 
of the forms are made of 2x8’s, which 
are tied together at the top with 1x6 
cleats. These cleats project bevond the 
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side-forms, enougli to receive the braces. : 


The braces can’ be made of Ix2“ s, 1x4" "s 
or any .other material that is stiff 
enough to hold the forms in place. 

As a rule the braces can be made of 
scrap stuff. To the right we ure show- 
ing how a moulding effect can be formed 
unto the over-hang of the coping. What 
we are showing is made with a 1x2” 
and a bed-mould nailed into the angle. 
It ean readily be seen, by giving the 
drawing a little study, how the sugges- 
tions we have made, ean be used in diff- 
erent ways, according to what the cir- 
cumstanees'anay require.—H. H. Siegele. 


A Substantial Carrier 
for Light Boards 


J was faced with the 
problem of transporting light lum- 
ber from the cars to the workmen as 
speedily as possible. Some 
mechanical aid was necessary 
and the nv or herein de- 
scribed was made mostly 
from old materials. It was 
Inexpensive and did the job 
ata great saving of time anid 
labor, once it was put in op- 
eration. 

The idea consisted primar- 
ily of a long belt running 
slowly over two drums of 
the same diameter, one at 
each end of the stretch. The 
drums were about 18" in 
diametegy with a 12" face. 
They were mounted in bear- 
ings supported by heavy 
timbers and the pulley at the 
loading end was fitted with a tight and 
loose pulley so the power could be appliel 
or released instantly by the operator. 
The belt was made up of sections of old 
belting brought from various sources and 
was furnished with cross cleats of angle 
iron (lumber cleats) which were riveted 
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firmly to the belt as shown. These were 
spaced about 15 ft. apart. 

Running parallel with the belt were 
two lines of ‘inclined guide boards 
mounted on posts which acted as a sort 
of trough for the belt to run in. The 
bottom edges of the boards were set 
about 3 in. below the belt and at fre- 
quent intervals were fitted with rollers 


or idlers across the under side of the 


belt which supported it when loaded 
with ‘material. The posts supporting 
the guide boards were also braced at 
frequent intervals so the trough would 
not sag and thus render it useless. 

In operation the driving pulleys were 
belted to the power source geared down 
so the belt travelled about one foot per 
second. The lumber was placed on the 
belt so the rear ends rested on the 
cleat. If longer than fifteen feet, the 
boards were allowed to lie over the pre- 
ceding cleat but were not piled high 
enough so their ends ran any danger of 
.projeeting over the top of the trough 


and cramping tlie whole affair by jam: 


ming. Men stood at the unloading end 
and removed the boards as fast as they 
arrived.—L. B. Robbins. 


Substantial Method of 
Scaffold Bracing 


N building an ordinary outside scaf- 

fold the common way of braeing it 
is to use diagonal and horizontal braces 
running from one upright to the next. 
Though this method of bracing is fairly 
satisfactory for low scaffolds a much 
better way is to brace the uprights to 
the wall with short braces, as shown in 
the accompanying figures. 

The comparatively long and light 
braces running from one bent to an 
other in the ordinary method are sub- 
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ject to a certain amount of swaying. 
This swaying in one deck is transmitted 
to the next one above which adds to 
this its own swaying, and thus when 
the scaffold reaches a height of four or 
five decks it becomes decidedly shaky 
unless a great many braces are used. 
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When the uprights are braced to the 
wall instead of to each other the top 
deck is as steady as the first deck. These 
short braces to the wall have hardly any 
sway and what little there is is not 
cumulative. 

Where these braces are nailed onto 
sheathing and one later puts on siding 
the wall end of the braces must be 


loosened and renailed onto the siding, 
but this is easily done, since the braces 
need only be lightly nailed. 

Figure 1 shows a plan of one deck 
without the seaffold planks. At bent 
(a) the brace is put in place in what is 
generally the best way. The position 
of the braee at bent (b) is all right 
where one does not need the head room 
afterwards. The method used at bent 
(e) is not to be recommended for gen- 
eral use but a brace like that may be 
used occasionally if one does not happen 
to have a longer braee at hand. Alt 
elevation view of these braces is shown 
in the lower deck in second figure. 

In building a seaffold, par- 
ticularly one of a consider- 
able height, it is also well to 
bear in mind certain other 
things. By systematic space 
the bents properly; cut the 
ledgers to a selected stand- 
ard length and nail them up 
so that their ends are flush 
with the outside edges of the 
uprights, for this will then 
automatically plumb the up- 
rights one way; plumb the 
upright fairly well the other 
way also before nailing the 
braces. Splice the uprights 
as indicated in the middle 
bent figure 2. Whey they are 
splieed by nailing one piece alongside 
another the weight of all the decks 
above is carried by the nails; this as 
dangerous and the seaffold is hard to 
take down, Notched diagonal wail 
cleats should be used when these cleats 
are made-of-one-inch stuff.—E. Bergdall.

| Ge has become common practice to use 
wood framed roof trusses in garage 


construction. These trusses are gen- 


erally framed right on the ground and 
then lifted into place. 
Considerable time may elapse, after 


the trusses are framed, before they are 
set in place and it is well to give some 
thought to the manner of storing them. 
They should not be allowed to lie on 
the ground flat, due to the possibility of 


their becoming affected by moisture or 
being damaged due to material being 
allowed to fall upon them. A good way 
to handle them is as shown here. These 
trusses are set on edge and held together 


with cleats as shown in the sketch. Thus 
they are kept off the ground. Note 


that they are supported on the ends 
by small blocks. 


Temporary Floor Support 


P2OBABLY the greatest problem with 
which the construction superintend- 
ent has to contend is the co-ordination 
of work on the job. It is easy enough 
to sit at a desk in an office and plan 
things, but is quite a different matter 
to go on the job and make them work 
out as planned. 
Here was a case where the delivery of 
a steel beam was delayed. This meant 
it was necessary to wait for the beam; 
the section of the floor supported by 
the beam could not be laid. The lack 
ef a steel beam meant nothing, how- 


- 


— 


ever, to the man who was running this 
job. He simply set a temporary sup- 
port in place and build the floor over 
the support. 

The floor will be jacked up and the 
steel beam set in place under it when 
it arrives on the job. It is probably 
a bit more diffleult to set the beam un- 
der the floor than it is to build the floor 
on top of the beam, and the work of 
building a temporary support did cost 


something, but these items are hardly 
worth considering. Particularly, when 
taking into account the fact that the 
entire floor was laid in a continuous 
operation rather than laying one sec- 
tion first and coming back from some 
other job to lay the rest of the floor. 


One Way of Firestopping 


Tq method of firestopping makes 
use of brick set between the studs 
of partitions to prevent the passage of 
fire from room to room between the 
joists. It is effective and will serve its 
purpose well although it is somewhat 
more expensive than wood used for the 
same purpose. 
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In order to hold the weight of the 
brick, at least a four-inch sill is required 
in the partition on tbe floor below. The 
brick are set right on the partition and 
built up, one brick wide, to about eight 
inches above the floor line. 

The studs, being four inches wide, 


allow plenty of space for setting the 
brick between them and in no way does 
this method of firestopping interfere 
with carrying lath across the studs. 


A Second Floor Flower 
Garden 


A PLUMBER in a western town (Col- 

lege View, Nebraska) built his 
home large enough to accommodate five 
families. In fact the dwelling is a regu- 
lation apartment house with two apart- 
ments on each of the two floors, one be- 
ing occupied by the owner. The third 
floor is arranged for one tenant. 

Wishing to add as much natural at- 
traction to the second floor as possible, 


the owner salvaged six standard water 
pressure tanks and arranged them along 
the front on the ledge shown, beneath 
the windows. 

The tops of the six tanks have been 
removed and a pipe line, five-eighths 
inch in diameter and running the entire 
length of the tanks, is supported just 
above their edges, and to one side. These 
pipe lengths are provided with smal] 
holes spaced six inches apart. The whole 
line is regulated by a single valve, reach- 
ed from one of the r-stairs windows.

Bridge for Wheelbarrow 


HE writer has noted several times 

in this department the fact that 
much money may be saved by the 
economical hand- 
ling of materials. 
It takes a man to 
push a wheelbar- 
row and this man 
must be paid and 
the contractor is 
the one from 
whose pocket the 
wages must come. 
The wheeler is 
entitled to all the 
money he earns. 
The writer is in a 
position to know 
this, having him 
self done that 
kind of work. 
However, it makes 
no difference to 


the man pushing the wheelbarrow 
whether he is pushing the wheelbarrow 
on an economical trip or an uneconomical 
trip. No matter which it is, he is push- 
ing the wheelbarrow. 

The contractor on whose job this 
photograph was taken seems to be one 
of those men who is on the lookout 
for cost leaks. That perhaps is why he 
provided a short cut for his wheelers 
by building a bridge across a narrow 
court so that the wheelbarrow could 
be taken directly across the court 
rather than around it. 


While this may not mean much of a 
saving per trip, as the distance saved 
is only a few feet, it does mean con- 
siderable of a saving per day. Try 
this on your next job. 

Accumulating these small 
helps many a builder to show a good 
profit on jobs where the margin at first 
seemed very close.

Central Distributing Tower for Plant Layout 


N jobs of large size the distribution 
of materials is quite an item. Con- 
struction superintendents who are care- 
less seem to pay little attention to the 
lay-out of their distributing mechanism, 
with the result that a good 
deal of time and money are 
lost in useless wheeling 
and hauling of materials.

A City of Prominent 
Structures 


HIS is a composite picture of all the 

work done in 1925 by the Turner 
Construction Co. Many of the buildings 
will bc recognized as important struc- 
tures of the year.

City Planning 

CITY plan with its maps and notes 
A is a program for the future physical 
development of a eity, town or village. 
It represents a joint endeavor of a city 
government and its citizens in prepar- 
ing for their own future needs and for 
the probable requirements of their eom- 
merce and industries. A city or town 
is a place in which to live, to work, an‘ 
to play, and should be planned system- 
atiealy with these ends in mind, just as 
the location of buildings on a factory 
site is carefully determined. 

In any communitv the government, 
which means the citizens within the 
town limits, controls so much land in 
streets and publie places, usually from 
25 to 40 per cent. of the total, that it 
holds the key to the situation. 

Since in the United States many com- 
munities double their population every 
twenty or thirty years, the local authori- 
ties, through their control of newly de- 
veloping sections, ean largely determine 
for good or for bad the conditions that 
affect not only the present but coming 
generations.

Creosoted Floor for 
Laboratory 


HOWN here is a ereosoted sub-floor 
that was treated and installed at the 
Forest Products Laboratory. The foun- 


dation was low and there was no oppor- 
tunity for ventilation beneath the floor. 
Because the conditions seemed to favor 
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decay, all joists and sub-floor boarde 
were pr2ssure-creosoted. 

The sub-floor boards were so well im- 
pregnated that it was not necessary to 
brush-treat the ends which were eut. As 
the joists were not cut to length before 
treatment these members were lap- 
jointed on a concrete foundation in the 
center to avoid cutting into untreated 
wood.

More on the Five-Day 
Week 


«c ra RODUCTION costs, of course, are 

P the foundation upon which the en- 
tire industrial structure is erected, and, if 
they are allowed to increase in any one 
branch of industry through the reduction 
of the number of working hours per 
week, the entire economic system of the 
whole country cannot but be thrown out 
of alignment.“ 

This is the gist of a recent report 
made by the Secretary of the National 
Association of Building Trades Employ- 
ers. : 
Recent statements issued by Eastern 
financial] houses indicate that further in- 
creases in construction costs will bring 
about a tightening of the money mar- 
ket. The building trades crafts will be 
witnessing an impairment of their own 
prosperity if they insist on increasing 
wage scales this year.“ 

The report further brings out that 
rates paid to common laborers in most 
of the larger states of the country are 
approximately twice that paid to similar 
labor in mills and factories. If increased 
wages raise building costs to so high a 
point that the building boom collapses, 
the prosperity of the building trades 
workers will collapse with it. 

The rank and file of the general pub- 
lic is of the opinion that there is noth- 
ing in the economie situation to war- 
rant increases at this time, and any suc- 
cessful effort to increase the cost of con- 
struetion will have an immediate re- 
action not only upon the industry but 
also upon alllines and industries as well.

superior work on the Barclay-Vesey 
Building, the new building for the New 
York Telephone Co. 

William O. Ludlow, Chairman of the 
Recognition of Craftsmanship Comm. of 
the New York Building Congress, ex- 
plaining the movement, said: Quality 
not quantity is the outstanding feature 
on which the awards are determined.“ 

A. C. McKenzie, of McKenzie, Voor- 
hees & Gmelin, speaking for the archi- 
tects, said: ‘‘The architects’ design 
could never have ben carried out with- 
out the fine cooperation and loyalty on 
the part of the contractors and the me- 
chanics. ’’ 

Otto M. Eidlitz, of Mare Eidlitz &

URING the vear 1925 
I) the building program 

of the United States 
touched a new mark of $6, 
500,000.000. To me this 
record is not merely indiea- 
tive of general prosperity. It is also 
indieative of the development of a 
new faetor within the purehasing 
power of the nation—the faetor of 
selection. i 

Perhaps I had better explain what 
I mean by the word selection. 
By it I mean that there is a notice- 
ably increasing tendency on the part 
of people not simply to authorize 
homes and buildings at such and 
such valuation but to plan new 
buildings in which certain definitely 
specified items have been selected by 
them in advance, either with or with- 
out the advice of an architect. 

This word ‘‘selection’’ is indeed 
the keynote of the message I should 
like to give in this artiele. It seems 
to me that this splendid record for 
1925 and for the active vears pre- 
ceding it, shows clearly that the in- 
creasing money value of the building 
program year after year is toa great 
degree eaused by an increase in the 
number and quality of the improve- 
ments that have been placed in the 
construction, of whatever class it 
may be. 

A generation ago there were a eer- 
tain limited number of units to be 
erected or installed as structural 
parts or equipment of any given con- 
struetion. Today, however, not only 
are the number of units inereased 
but there is a marked tendeney to- 
ward distinetiveness and selection 
which not only expresses itself in a 
more beautiful, happier America but 
in a material inerease in dollars and 
eents volume for the builder. 

It might be interesting to go back 
a few deeades in an effort to de- 
termine just what it was that 
brought about this increasing valua- 
tion that is being recorded for the 
nation’s building program vear after 
vear. I think we shall find the fun- 
damental eause has been, as I said 
before, in the selection of definite

improvements and convenience in- 
stallations throughout the construc- 
tion. 

The question that naturally pre- 
cedes this, however, is this: How 
was this demand for 'latest improve- 
ments’ stimulated?" I think the 
answer to this is simply that the de- 
mand rose out of the actual need of 
the people as it usually does. As 
the human race progresses, as civil- 
ization advances, as transportation 
takes forward strides, people have 
become more and more interested in 
improving their standards of living. 


NTERCOURSE between city and 

town. state and state. west and 
east, nation and nation, old world 
and new world has gradually given 
to the masses of people, a more inti- 
mate, a more practical, a more 
usable knowledge of what has been 
done and what can be done to im— 
prove their ‘‘standard of living.“ 

It is here then in this word 
need" that I think we shall find 
the cause for the continuous upward 
curve in the installation of improve- 
ments in dwellings, commercial 
buildings, industrial plants and in 
all classes of construction. 

Just a word of eaution, however. 
about this word ‘‘need.’’ There 
are always plenty of so-called im- 
ventors teamed up with fly-by-night 
manufacturers of the **gvp'' variety 
ready to throw into the building 
trade field clap-trap inventions, de- 
viees and ‘improvements’ which 
they loudly elaim do meet a need of 
the people.

There is no one error more 
fatal to building construction 
than an attempt to force upon 
the public these ‘‘made to 
order improvements’? which 
are clearly invented for the 

sake of ''selling something’’ rather 
than from a real sincere, service in- 
terest. By that I mean the stimu- 
lation of eontinuous growth in the 
building trades cannot be forced by 
the visionary ideas of outsiders who 
are not intimately familiar with the 
field and its needs. Neither can a 
sound healthy growth be attained by 
flooding the market with cheap sub- 
stitutes and inferior produets whose 
performanee only remotely resemble 
the performanee of the standard 
produet they imitate. 

The true need of the people soon 
enough expresses itself and just as 
soon as this need is definitely, clearly 
and satisfactorily met by some in- 
vention or improvement that inven- 
tion or improvement likewise will 
soon enough take its place in the 
economie seheme of things and be 
manufaetured, sold and bought the 
world over in a volume depending 
on its serviee and relative value 
among competitive products. 

I am emphasizing this ''foreing 
the market'' idea at this point be- 
cause it 1s the extreme swing of the 
pendulum from an entirely different 
pitfall. I refer to the danger of 
permitting ourselves to go on year 
after year making the same installa- 
tions, the same recommendations, 
the same specifications, without giv- 
ourselves and our clients the bene- 
fit of inquiry and intensive study of 
every possible improvement that 
could reasonably be placed in the 
construction under consideration. 


F anything is worse than trying 

to foree some new-fangled gee- 
gaw on the market it is the curse 
of obstinately retaining some old- 
fashioned, out-of-date device or 
method simply because we have al- 
ways been in the habit'' of recom- 
mending it. Habit should be backed 
up by aslogieal reason.

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If, after a sincere balancing of 
any two methods or specifications 
against each other, the older one def- 
initely proves itself to be of greater 
value than the new, then, of course, 
it is only right to reject the so-called 
improvement. But on the other 
hand, if when tried in the balance 
the old idea is found wanting—in- 
adequate, inefficient or costly, habit 
should not stand in the way of pro- 
gress. 


T is out of place even to refer 

in this publication, I suppose, 
to the danger of becoming habitu- 
ated to a stereotyped style of speci- 
fication with its ‘‘as good,’’ ‘‘as 
equal’’ and ‘‘as good or better’’ 
but knowing of so many cases of 
where ‘‘custom makes dotards of us 
all’’ I think a word of rally might 
not be out of place even here.

The effort of the building trades to 
meet these needs has resulted in the 
development of some of the most 
splendid products ever known to the 
industry. 

It is quite evident that there are 
on the market today, any number 
of splendid products that in every 
way meet the need of the people 
on the basis of one or perhaps sev- 
eral of the classifications mentioned. 
But for some self-evident reasons to 
which I shall refer later, these prod- 
ucts have never been popular or ade- 
quately brought to the attention of 
the people who are waiting to use 
them. 

This is clearly a selling problem 
and the manufacturer even of a 
product of great merit will never 
be able to get farther than the one- 
room factory stage unless he calls 
in the aid of modern selling and 
marketing methods. 

Although Emerson may have been 
right in his time, sales today are 
certainly not built by ‘‘making 
something better’’ and then wait- 
ing for the world to ‘‘beat a path 
to your door." I admit the neces- 
sity of merit but something is more 
necessary and urgent than just 
waiting for the world to do any- 
thing. 

The world moves far too rapidly 


in this age of competition; there are 
far too many paths by which com- 
merce and industry can advance. 
The chances of any great number 
of people quickly finding any one 
path or product are remote, unless 
that path or product is pointed out 
to them. 

Sales, like houses, are built on a 
foundation from which rise four 
sturdy walls. The first wall is that 
of letting the world know you make 
a good product. The second wall is 
that of convincing the public they 
need. your product. The third wall 
is that of placing your product in 
a position where it can be advan- 
tageously seen and purchased. The 
fourth wall is that of keeping the 
people who use your product con- 
vinced that it is better than any of 
its competitors. 

It does not take half an eye for 
anyone who looks upon the con- 
struction of these four great walls, 
to see that they are really the four 
walls of Advertising and that a busi- 
ness structure today ean hardly be 
built to endure without these four 
important walls serving as its foun- 
dation. It is Advertising, either 
through the printed page or by word 
of mouth or by strategical display 
of the product itself, that sells goods 
again, and again, to all kinds of 
people, everywhere. 


T has made products of merit 
in the building trades field 
so well known that a tremendous 
demand has resulted. This demand 
has increased the bulk valuation of 
contracts to building contractors. 
The man who builds today feels that 
he is not getting a complete mod- 
ern building unless he has installed 
in it such improvements and equip- 
ment as meet the need of present 
day civilization. Advertising exerts 
a pressure on him and indirectly on 
the contractor to install modern im- 
provements. 

Many times, however, to look at 
the reverse side of the picture, the 
contractor and the architect would 
be forced into a position of explana- 
tion were they to recommend some 
installation about which the pros- 
pective building owner knew but 
little. Advertising steps in and 
takes this responsibility out of the 
hands of the building contractor and 
architect and does the explaining in 
advance. 

A prominent architect in Chicago 
recently said that his firm always 
specified nationally advertised 
building materials because this pol- 
icy eliminated any possible after- 
complaints from the client and in 
addition assured both parties to the 
contract that the manufacturer 
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would stand in back of his product 
at all times. National Advertising 
practically guarantees his specifica- 
tions. | 

The advertising of building ma- 
terials multiplies the opportunities 
for all people to know what is being 
installed in residenees, commercial 
and industrial buildings everywhere. 
It is a broad yet rapid educational 
force that puts the builder in step 
with the trade so that both sides 
can get on common ground and dis- 
cuss a problem more intelligently. 
Heretofore, when an improvement 
was brought on the market it was 
sold to a limited few. The output 
therefore was so small that the price 
was necessarily high. Consequently, 
due to its high price and the fact 
that the product was not brought 
to the attention of the public, the 
product could not be purchased in 
great volume. 

Today, advertising has eliminated 
these early stage limitations almost 
completely so that within eighteen 
months at the most any improve- 
ment that is placed on the market 
becomes at once accessible to the 
mass purchasing power of the 
United States. 

I.do not want to give the impres- 
sion that advertising alone can as- 
sure the success of a product. I said 
in the beginning that the product 
must have merit, that it must meet 
a real active need of the people in 
a complete way. Poor advertising, 
insufficient advertising, on the other 
hand, makes it difficult for a prod- 
uct of merit to succeed in the face 
of habit, custom and competition. 
Indeed I would almost be willing to 
say that no product of merit could 
succeed today behind a policy of ‘no 
advertising’’ on the part of the 
manufacturer. 

This brings us down to a consid- 
eration of the differences in adver- 
tising. I am convinced that some 
kind of specialized service is neces- 
sary to advertise a building material 
under the competitive conditions 
that exist today. 


HE advertising agency which 

has had long and successful ex- 
perience with building material ac- 
counts should naturally be the one 
chosen. In its contact with the va- 
rious factors in the building mate- 
rial field, the experienced advertis- 
ing agency has learned what are the 
decisive and strategic faetors in the 
field what can be used to advantage 
and what can be eliminated to ad- 
vantage.

ICTURE the confusion of a 
P builder keeping his books for 

& $100,000 business on the 
same plan he used when a $16,000 
turn-over was considered a good 
year. His case is not unusual. 

Hardly before he realizes it, many 
a builder finds that his operations 
are being managed on much the same 
principles that were successfully 
used for small production work. 

Then, keeping accounts and figur- 
ing costs were relatively simple fac- 
tors in the daily routine. Expendi- 
tures were jotted on the back of an 
envelope and entered in the books at 
night. The client made a payment 
as the work progressed. This entry 
was duly made. When payroll time 
came around the worry was not so 
much a matter of calculating it but 
of raising it. 

Later on when the press of work 
left no time for even these primitive 
steps in account keeping, some one 
in the immediate family stepped into 
the breach. A still larger volume 
of business and the first real step 
toward efficiency in the office. A 
bookkeeper was employed. This, in 
the builder’s mind, probably repre- 
sented the acme of efficiency and an 
expense justified only because he had 
entered the field of Big Business. 

To builders maintaining office 
forces and skilled cost accountants, 
the stunted progress of this fictitious 
fellow builder may seem overdrawn. 
If their records are in the hands of 
experts, is it fair to assume that 
their offices are not making the most 
of present day efficiency methods? 
As fair as the accepted fact that 
modern builders’ equipment is a 
necessary adjunct to skilled labor. 

The successful contractor puts a 
concrete mixer to work on almost 
every job. He makes hoists and 


derricks do the work of many men. - 


Everything is done to save the time 
of his skilled men—his ‘‘experts.’’ 

These advances have been made in 
field work. Carrying this efficiency 
back to the office, there is equip-

ment available for record keeping 
and cost figuring. Machinery for 
keeping books! 

Based on the fundamental prin- 
eiple that current balances are old 
balances plus debits less credits, 
these machines care for the many 
details that confuse the large busi- 


-ness when inefficiently controlled. 


By placing the responsibility of 
details upon the machine, the build- 
er’s accountants are released for 
more constructive thought and in- 
terpretation of the actual figures. 

In the matter of payroll require- 
ments it is just as essential that the 
schedule be maintained and the costs 
properly allocated as in the work of 
purchasing materials. Where men 
are paid off with employers’ checks, 
it is possible with machines to fur- 
nish the man with a clear statement 
as to his total weekly earnings. 

With one system it is possible to 
compile three records in one opera- 
tion. The first is the pay check, 
made to the order of the employee 
and itemizing his wages, all overtime 
items, and any deductions that are 
to be made. The second record 
gives the employee’s earnings record, 
which shows his gross wages, deduc- 
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tions, net wages, etc., for each week 
or month for a period. The third 
record shows the complete weekly or 
monthly payroll, giving total wages, 
deductions and the amount of cash 
to be provided to pay each employee 
and all employees. 

To maintain an accurate record 
of costs, the contractor must follow 
the lines of a manufacturing com- 
pany and keep continuous inventory 
of the materials on hand. 

Builders with a shrewd sense of 
the trend in prices often buy in ad- 
vance and even beyond the anticipa- 
tion of their needs. To relate these 
properly to actual building costs, it 
is absolutely necessary to look ahead 
and know how much financing is 
necessary in the future. Because ma- 
terials are delivered to the various. 
jobs, it is no reason why the office 
should not be able to maintain an 
accurate and visible record. 

Builders do not care to know their 
cost figures for each day. But for 
each step in the work, in terms of 
labor, material and overhead, and 
for the completed job, definite and 
dependable cost figures should be 
available.

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The Boss Framer Talks about Rafters 


By I, P. Hicks 


Column (7) gives the figures for mak- 
ing the side cut of hips or valleys which 
is the cut across the edge or back of the 


HE following table will be found 

quite helpful for finding the 

lengths and cuts of the different 
kinds of rafters required in the framing 
up of roofs of the kind that the aver- 
age carpenter is most likely to meet 
with. 

This table is very aceurate and ean be 
used for cutting the rafters for any of 
the roof pitehes shown in column (1). 
Column (2) gives the length of a com- 
mon rafter per 1 foot run in feet and 
à decimal of a foot. Decimals are used 
to avoid a complications of fractions 
which none but an expert mathematician 
would be able to master. 

Column (3) gives the corresponding 
length of a hip or valley rafter for the 
1 foot run and is given in feet and a 
deeimal of a foot. Column (4) gives the 
difference in the lengths of jack rafters 
set on 16-inch centers. Column (5) 
gives the difference in the lengths of 
jack rafters set on 24-inch centers. 

Column (6) gives the side cut of jack 
rafters which is the cut across the back 
or edge of the rafter. Column (7) gives 
the cut across the back or edge of a hip 
or valley rafter. With the explanation 
which we will give all other necessary 
roof cuts ean be readily obtained. 

The figures shown in column (1) will 
make the common rafter cuts. Always 
take the rise for the plumb cut and the 
run for the level eut. Thus 8x12-in. 
means that vou cut on the 8 side for the 
plumb eut and on the 12 for the level 
eut. The table is figured out so that the 
figure 12 is always the level cut at the 
foot of the rafter. 

The plumb and level euts, or top and 
bottom cuts of hips or valleys ean he 
taken from this table, simply by using 
the figures 17 in place of the figures 12, 
remembering that the bottom cut is al- 
ways on the side of the 17. 

Column (6) gives the figures for mak- 
ing the side cut of jack rafters, this is 
the eut aeross the baek or edge of the 
rafter, the cut being always on the side 
of the larger figures. Should you want 
to cut sheathing for a hip or valley, 
you simply reverse the cut and cut on 
the side of the smaller figures. This 
would bring the cut on the side of the 
even 12. In the last three roof pitehes 
we divided the figures in half because 
the figures were getting too large to be 
eonveniently used.

12x1.25 equals 15 feet even for the com- 
mon rafter. 

12x1.60 equals 19.20 for the length of hip 
or valley. 

Notice now that we have a decimal 
of .20. This represents a fractional part 
of a foot and must be reduced to inches. 
This decimal represents 1/5 of a foot 
which is practically 23$ inches; conse- 
quently the length of hip or valley 
should be 19 feet, 236 inches. 

To some this may not appear easy, but 
as everything is easy to the one who 
knows how, study this till you know how 
to use the table then it will be dead easv 
to work by it. Even if there are odd 
inches in the run of the rafters the table 
will solve the problem if you thoroughly 
understand its use.

Now if you have a roof where the run 
of the common rafter is represented in 
feet and inches all you have to do is to 
annex the decimal which represents the 
inches to the feet and then proceed ex- 
actly as shown before. But to make it 
plainer so that all may understand it we 
will give another example involving odd 
inches and a roof of an odd pitch. 

Let us take a roof of 7x12 pitch and 
a run of a common rafter of 12 feet and 
7 inches. 

We now have: 

12,583x1.158 which equals the common 
rafter length. 14.571114. The last figures 
represent feet and a decimal of a foot. 
In this decimal the last four figures can 
be discarded leaving .57 as the fractional

part of a foot to reduce to inches, which 
is 634 inches very nearly. We will ex- 
plain that multiplying this decimal by 
12 gives the inches. Thus the length of 
the common rafter is 14 feet, 634 inches. 

We will now take the corresponding 
hip or valley. 12.583x1.529 equals the 
length 19.23907 this is 19 feet and .239 
decimal part of a foot. Multiplying .239 
by 12 we have nearly 2% inches so that 
the length of hip or valley will be 19 
feet and 236 inches. 


It is necessary to retain the decimals 
to three figures, otherwise you might find 
the rafters just a little short. It will 
not do to have a rafter table that works 
out an inch long or an inch short. This 
would be enough to produce a bad joint 
in the framing. 

In the last example this table works 
out to within 1/10 of an inch on the 
entire length of rafter which can be 
proven by square root, the unfailable 
method for absolute accuracy. 


Using the Steel Square to Find 
Various Rafter Lengths 


E will now show how to obtain 

the lengths of any kind of a 
rafter, for any span and any pitch, by 
the steel square, in the easiest possible 
way. 


We will take for an example the odd 


run of 12 feet and 7 inches with the 
odd pitch roof of 7x12 inches. We want 
to make it complicated just to show 
you that odd inches and odd pitches 
cut no figure by our method of doing 
the work. Every good framing square 
has one side of the blade and tongue 
divided into twelfths. 

. Then let the inches on the square rep- 
resent the feet and the twelfths the 
inches in making your calculations for 
the rafter lengths. 

Pick up any piece of lumber just so 
it has one straight edge on it to work 
from. The first thing to do is to place 
the square on the straight edge with 12 
inches on the blade and 7 inches on the 
tcngue and mark across the straight 
edge on the blade side of the square, 
this represents the pitch of the roof. 


Now we have a run of 12 feet and 7 * 


inches, so just slide the square forward 
until you have 12 inches and 7-twelfths 
on the blade, being sure to keep the 
square right on the line representing the 
pitch of roof. This is shown as A to 
B in Fig. 1. 

Now mark down on the tongue side 
of the square B to C, then the distance 
from A to C will represent the length 
of the common rafter in inches and 
twelfths on the square and feet and 
inches in laying out the rafter. 

In this case it will be found to be 14 
inches and 7-twelfths, making the rafter 
14 feet and 7 inches. 

Suppose that we want a hip or valley 
to eorrespond with this length of com- 
mon rafter. Place the square on the 
straight edge with 14 and 7-twelfths on 
both blade and tongue of the square, this 
is shown by A B C in Fig. 2. 

The distance from A to C on the 
straight edge will be the run of hip or 
valley rafter, and in this case figures out 
to 17 and 10-twelfths inches. 

Now place the square on the straight 
edge at 17 inches on the blade and 7 
inches on the tongue and mark across 
the straight edge on the blade side of 
the square, this represents the pitch of 


the hip or valley, corresponding to a 
7x12 common rafter pitch. 

Now slide the square forward with the 
blade on the pitch line until you have 
17 and 10-twelfths inches on the blade. 
This is shown by A B. Fig. 3 and are 
the same figures obtained in Fig. 2. 

Square down from B to C in Fig. 3 and 
the distance from A to C will be the

HESE two methods 

of finding accurate 
rafter cuts are no doubt 
familiar to most carpenter- 
builders. However, they 
will prove interesting either 
as a suggestion or to recall 
to their minds other methods. 
Mr. Hicks is an authority

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length of hip or valley, represented in 
inches and twelfths of an inch, and 
which in this case will be found to be 
19 inches and nearly 3-twelfths inches, 
representing 19 feet and 3 inches as the 
length of rafter. 


qne is just about one-eighth of an 
ineh wrong on account of the meas- 
urement or rather the scale not working 
out just exactly on the twelfths of inches, 
but such slight ariations as these are not 
enough to ever be noticeable in any man- 
ner, shape or form. 

This plan wil work on any pitch of 
roof and for any width of building or 
run of rafter. If the run is less than 
12 feet, you slide the blade of the 
square backward on the straight edge 
instead of forward, always keeping the 
blade of the square on the roof pitch 
line. Furthermore by this method you 
always have the figures to apply on the 
square that will make the rafter cuts. 

Remember that the figures represented 
by A B and B C in Fig. 1 will make 
the common rafter cuts. A B is the 
bottom cut and B C the top cut. For 
the side cut of the jack take A B and 


A C and the cut is on the A C side of 
the square. 

The top and bottom cut of hip or 
valley wil be found in Fig. 3. A B 
being the bottom cut and B C the top or 
plumb eut. For the side cut of a hip 
or valley take A B on one side of the 
square ad A C on the other, and A C 
wil be the cut. 

This plan works fine on odd pitches, 
such as porch roofs and all kinds of 
odd pitches and rafter runs. We have 
not given the figures from B to C in 
placed on these lines first to represent 
Figs. 2 and 3 because the square was 
the pitch of the roof and then moved 
forward to represent the odd inches we 
had in the run of rafters, and we did 
not want to confuse anyone with un- 
necessary figures, 

Lay the square on the straight edge as 
indicated, then look on the tongue side 
of the square next to the straight edge 
and you will have the right figures every 
time.

amounted to 58570, 613, 600. 

This total, as reported by F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, included 
about 91% of the country’s build- 
ing volume. The figure was prac- 
tically constant with last April and 
less than 5% below March, 1926. 
As this decrease is interpreted, the 
Spring peak fell in March rather 
than April this year. Residential 
led the list, taking 46% or $265,- 
331,000. 

During the first four months of 
this year, building contracts 
amounted to $2,015,551,300, the 
largest amount yet recorded for the 
first third of any year. Outside of 
New York City (which is now 95% 
ahead of last year) the increase to 
the end of April was 8%. 

New work contemplated amounted 
to $912,982,100, 11% less than 
March and 16% over last April. 

Awarded in New England Dis- 
trict were contracts amounting to 
$44,266,000, an increase of 28% over 
March, and 11% over last April. 
Residential commanded 47% of all 
construction, industrial 14% and 
commercial 13%; New construc- 
tion planned for this district ex- 


(ut awarded in April 


eeeded Mareh by 3596 and April, 
1925 by 11%. The total was $65,- 
355,500. 

In New York District, the total of 
$170,992,700 represented a 9% in- 
crease over March of this year and 
a 30% increase over last April. 
Residential exceeded all other types 
of construction and reported 56% 
of the total. The first four months’ 
total showed an increase of 61% 
over the January-April period, 1925. 
The new work program for April 
amounted to $233,051,400, 3% less 
than the previous month, but 39% 
more than the corresponding month 
of last year. 

Contracts let in the Mid-Atlantic 
District totaled $56,713,600, 18% 
less than the previous month and 
5% less than April, 1925. Residen- 
tial contributed 50% to this volume. 

Contemplated projects were re- 
ported to the amount of $91,230,600, 
24% below March and 1% below 
last April. 

During April, Pittsburgh district 
started construction work to the ex- 
tent of $61,853,600. The decrease 
from March was 19%; from April 
last, 87%. Residential took 41% or 
$25,660,800. 


A total of $83,331,600 is contem- 
plated in new work, this being a de- 
erease of 32% from last March. 


The Middle West District totaled 
$126,448,000 in construction con- 
tracts, decreases of 3% from March 
and 20% from last April. Residen- 
tial took 40% and public works 
23%. The total for the first four 
months was practically the same as 
the corresponding period of 1925. 


New work reported showed a total 
of $270,425,600, 1% below March 
and 42% above April, 1925. 


Contracts in the Northwest Dis- 
trict were awarded to the amount 
of $11,385,700, 25% over April last. 
New work showed an increase of 8% 
over March, 1926. 


South Atlantic District reached 
$80,593,500, 59% over last April. 
New work totaled $123,366,800, a de- 
erease from March and from last 
April. 

Contracts in the Gulf District de- 
creased 13% from March and 11% 
from April, 1925. The total was 
$18,360,500. Total for first four 
months exceeded the period last 
year by 25%. Contemplated pro- 
jects showed a volume of $28,348,800.

In the demonstration home the 
benefits of the Red Seal Plan, 
namely, adequacy of wiring, are most 
readily apparent in the provision for 
convenience outlets. Minimum speci- 
fications call for one or more out- 
lets in every room. In most of the 
rooms the Red Seal Plan calls for 
two or three. Each outlet must ac- 
commodate two plugs—a feature 
keenly appreciated by the home 
owner. Such room must have at 
least one ceiling light, or rather an 
outlet for one, according to Red Seal 
requirements. 

While results in terms of dollars- 
and-cents have not yet been com- 
piled on this Poughkeepsie home, 
a similar home opened for demon- 
stration across the Hudson river 
in Newburgh netted over $25,000 
extra business for local contractors. 
This report comes from the League’s

tions of this home will feed outlet 
throughout the entire house.

Perhaps, a judicious re-arrangement 
of convenience outlets could be ef. 
fected here and there to further this 
means of wiring economy. But on 
the whole each convenience outlet 
has been planned with an eye on its 
ultimate utility and it should not be 
moved far from present position. 

Contractors should confer with 
architect and owner if slight 
changes at advantageous points 
prove advisable but never should 
they go ahead and follow some less 
praetieal plan merely for their own 
convenience.

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When Builder Delays Completion 


66 CONTRACTOR agreed to com- 
A plete a house and a garage for 
me by April 1, 1925,“ writes a 
Pennsylvanian. ‘‘All payments have 
been made to him, excepting the final 
installment of twenty per cent., 
which is due on completion. 
Solely through his fault, the 
work has not been quite finished. 
With the contractor’s consent I 
have occupied the house since 
September, 1925. He disregards 
notification to complete the work. 
Apparently, he ig unable to se- 
cure a release of subcontractors’ 
lien claims. 

*«*First. How long after a sub- 
contractor finishes his part of the 
work can he file a lien against 
my house? Second. Can I ar- 
range to have the house finished 
by another contractor, without 
notifying this contractor, and de- 
duct the cost of finishing the contract 
work 7“ 

Under Pennsylvania Statutes, 1920, 
section 14654, in the ease of liens against 
leasehold interests, of alterations and 
repairs, and of equipping old structures 
with machinery, boilers, and other use- 
ful appliances, a lien claim must be filed 
within three months after completion of 
claimant’s contract. Other lien claims 
must be filed within six months. 

Section 14660 requires a subcontractor 
to serve written notice on the owner at 
least one month before filing his claim 
and within three months after comple- 
tion of the claimant’s contract, if the 
work is such that the claim may be filed 
within six months, as provided in sec- 
tion 14654, or within forty-five days, if 
the claim must be filed within three 
months. 

On the facts presented, it would seem 
that the subcontractors have waived any 
lien rights they might otherwise have 
had, because it is inferred that they 
have served no written notice on the 
owner within the required time. How- 
ever, before making the final payment 
to the general contractor the owner 
should make sure that all these claims 
have been paid, or, at least, obtain a 
written opinion of a local attorney, on 
an examination of all the surrounding 
facts, that no liens can now be enforced.

a stated reasonable time. The contract- 
or has been permitted to delay the com- 
pletion under such circumstances that 
it might be held that the owner cannot 
summarily terminate the contract on 
that ground. So, a clearer right to hold 
the defaulting contractor will be estab- 
lished if the suggested notice be given 
him. 

If it were shown that the owner 
authorized the carrying of the insurance 
to cover the specific job, or that he knew 
it was being carried and did not object, 
it would seem that he would be liable. 
But the mere fact that the insurance was 
written for his benefit scarcely binds 
him if he was ignorant of that fact 
while the work was in progress. 


Enforcement of Building 


Restrictions 
T HE following observations answer 
questions submitted by an Illinois 
subscriber: 

1. Where lots in a subdivision are sold 
under a uniform scheme for the develop- 
ment of the distriet, with building line 
restrictions contained in the several 
deeds, and/or restrictions as to the char- 
acter of buildings that may be erected, 
the owner of any property in the dis- 
trict benefited by the restriction—and 
therefore damaged by its breach—may 
enforce it. This assumes, however, that 
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he has not violated the restriction him- 
self, and thereby rendered it inequitable 
that he seek its enforcement against an- 
other, and that there has been no prac- 
tical abandonment of the restriction. 
Such abandonment may be evi- 
denced by general violations of 
-the restriction without any prop- 
erty owner protesting. 


2. Resale of property under a 
deed not reciting restrictions 
contained in the deed under 
which the grantor held title or 
under which some other previous 
owner held title, does not release 
the restrictions, assuming that 
some deed in the chain of title 
containing the restrictions was 
recorded or that the new owner 
knew or ought to have known 
that there were restrictions in 
the title. 

3. Sale of a few lots in a dis- 
trict without restriction would not neces- 
sarily defeat the restrictions in other 
deeds, especially as to lots benefited by 
the latter and not materially affected by 
omission of the restrictions as to the 
former. 


4. A district developer who has sold all 
his holdings is not the proper party to 
sue to enforce restrictions. The suit 
should be brought by present owners of 
property prejudiced by the threatened 
violation of the restrictions. 


5. Erection of a milk-bottling plant 
and garage on a lot restricted to use for 
dwelling-houses is a plain violation of 
a restriction against use for ‘‘ business 
purposes of any kind.’’ 


6. Injunction is the proper legal rem- 
edy to prevent threatened violation of a 
building restriction. 


7. But there are numerous qualifica- 
tions of the right to enjoin breach of a 
restriction, For example, if a nearby 
property owner silently stands by, with- 
out objecting to steps taken toward 
erection of a building which results in 
the breach, the courts will usually hold 
that there is an estoppel to later object. 
And, in short, any circumstances which 
make it inequitable to enforce the re- 
striction will ordinarily be regarded as 
ground for \refusing to enforce it.

Building problems 5000 years ago

, * HROUGH the low front door, 


and its enframement 


molded white woodwork, you step 


from the narrow front porch into 
the hall. Like all the rest of the 
interior, it is low—only between 
eight and nine feet from floor to 
ceiling. And, like all but one of 
the downstairs rooms, it has a ceil- 
ing consisting of exposed beams with 
the under-side of the second story 
floor showing between them. 

In a New England or Southern 
Colonial home, you might find a 
semi-circular staircase. Here it is 
different. The steps runs up one 
side of the wall to a landing, then 
turn to complete the ascent to the 
second floor. More likely than not, 
you will find that the Jower flight is 
exposed, while the upper part of the 
stairway is enclosed by a partition. 
The two flights are not necessarily 
equal in height; maybe there are 
only three or four steps in the lower 
open portion and eight or ten above. 


TRE Dutch hallway is simple but 
not to a point of severity. A re- 
lief is found in a delicate border fol- 
lawing the line of the stairway. 
Risers should be white and treads 
dark wood. Newel and balustrade 
white and hand rail dark as shown

TYPICAL Dutch Colonial that has 
taken advantage of its peculiar 

roof line to add a modern sun room. 
The most distinguishing feature of 
the facade is a well proportioned 
front entrance flanked on either side 
with a column. Fanlight above door 
has been omitted to simplify detail 


The risers will be white and the 
treads will be dark wood, and it is 
not likely that you will find any 
earving or elaborate molding on the 
stair-ends. Both newel and balus- 
trade will be white, and the handrail 
probably will be mahogany-red. The 
newel-post will be simply turned but 
beautiful in design, and the balus- 
trade may be of two different pro- 
files. 


Flooring in the hallway, as in the 
rest of the house, eonsists of wide 
boards. But narrow hardwood floor- 
ing is in strong demand today, and 
it does not destroy the character of 
the Dutch Colonial style to use such 
material. You will find the floors 
throughout the house partially eov- 
ered with carpets or ‘‘rag rugs’’ or 
hooked rugs or similar reproduction 
of early American household craft.

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On the stairway-landing you will sec 
a grandfather clock and over the 
doors in the hall there are likely to 
hang a sabre, an old musket, a 
powder-horn and such relics of Col- 
onial times. 

Now pass through the door at one 
side of the hall, and you find your- 
self in a dining-and-living- room. 
Here you have a chance to observe 
woodwork typical of the Dutch 
homes in the Hudson Valley. Gen- 
erally, there are baseboards and cor- 
nices and often-times low wainscots 
or chair-rails. 

All of these, like the enframe- 
ments of doors and windows, are 
painted grey-white. They are a well. 
proportioned mean be- 
tween sturdiness and 
delicacy, not too much 
ornamented but with a 
eertain reserved grace 
in what ornamentation 
they bear. Modern mill- 
work designed with 
considerable taste must 
be used to reproduce 
the effect of the old 
Duteh work. 

While you are in the 
dining-and-living-room 
you also may notice the 
typical Duteh  wall- 
treatment. It consists 
of greyish rough-sur-

architect describing the style about 
ten years ago wrote that Dutch 
plastering is altogether too rough- 
textured to pass inspection in an up- 
to-date house. 


URING the last ten years a 
vogue for textured walls has 
been started. because they make in- 
teresting effects of light and shadow 
and so can be made attractive with 
little expenditure for wall-decora. 
tion. And these textured and 
eolored-toned wall treatments are 
an integral part of the Dutch style. 
They may be obtained either 
through an expert plastering-crafts-

man or, if sufficient money to engage 
one is not available, by the use of 
any plastic paint now on the market 
which produces texture and tone ir 
a one-eoat applieation. 

Plastering of this sort also fills in 
the ceiling-spaces between the ex- 
posed beams, and these beams are 
white. In the times when the Duteh 
Colonial style was ereated, there 
were only three coloring materials 
inexpensive enough to be used gen- 
erally in the colonies: whitewash, 
Paris green and oxide or vermilion. 
That is why white—or a light cream 
or a pearly-grey—must be used al- 
most exclusively in the interior ar- 
ehiteeture of the modern adaptation 
of Dutch Colonial. 
Green blinds and green 
shutters .— the latter 
having aged to a soft 
semi-blue—cover win- 
dows, but color inside 
the house must be in- 
troduced through de- 
tails, furniture and 
draperies. 

Behind the dining- 
room of this old home 
you will find the 
kitehen—a great shin- 
ing affair with a titled 
floor, a fireplace big 
enough to be practical

T tion for me in using wood

The story of this interesting man 
who has erowded so much of achieve- 
ment into the sixty-eight years of his 
life is the story of creative work. 

As he talked in his quiet pleas- 
ant way, he expressed his recipe for 
Sueeess, When a man finds the 
thing that brings him happiness in 
doing it and has the strength and 
wilingness to work, well, he just 
naturally achieves the measure of 
Success of which he is capable. 

George W. Donaghey always 
found satisfaction in making things. 
When a child he made small useful 
objects and when a man he built 
great buildings. 

When I wanted to make things, 
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I used wood. It was about the only 
thing of which there was more than 
was needed. We were poor farmer 
folk, living in a densely wooded sec- 
tion, where every step of progress 
was made by clearing the land to 
cultivate the fields. There was no 
‘George Washington and the Cherry 
Tree’ feeling of guilt when I cut 
down a tree. As a young boy I got 
plenty of wholesome exercise in cut- 
ting down trees. 

"I was scarcely more than ten 
years old when I began to make the 
hoe handles to be used on the farm. 
When I had supplied our family, I 
made hoe handles for the neighbors. 
A little later, I advanced to the mak- 
ing of plow handles. 

My first opportunity to add my 
idea of beauty to my work came, 
when I undertook to make a gate for 
our recently fenced front yard. I 
wasn't eontent with a post of ordin- 
ary length, but cut the one I was 
to use somewhat longer and made it 
pointed. About seven or eight 
inches from the top, I notched it, 
thus giving it a very decorative 
head. I put the strips in the gate 
in a design that seemed very attrac- 
tive to me. Anvway, it was unlike 
any gate that had ever been seen 
in that section, and the neighbors 
eame from all around to see the 
fenev gate that George Donaghey 
had made.

that my most important work has 
brought forth has given me more 
pleasure and courage than did the

WE this ability to make 
things, there was manifested 
early in the life of the young Don- 
aghey a kind of adventurous courage 
that helped him in his greatest un- 
dertakings. When he was just a boy 
of fifteen, he came to the realization 
of the narrowness of his life and 
opportunities in that little Arkan- 
sas community, eighty miles from a 
railroad and forty miles from a 
stage coach line. He induced his 
parents to allow him to undertake 
a trip on horse-back to Texas, con- 
sidered in that day the glamorous 
land of adventure and opportunity. 

Perhaps, no Gulliver in all his 
travels had more thrilling and try- 
ing experiences than did George 
Donaghey on this and a later trip 
to Texas. He earned his way, when- 
ever possible, by doing the building 
for the Texas farmers and ranchers. 

Just about the time that he was 
coming into manhood, he definitely 
decided to settle in Conway, Arkan- 
sas, at that time a small, but thriv- 
ing little town where some of his 
relatives lived. Upon arriving there, 
his attention was attracted when he 
saw men nailing shingles on houses, 
placing rough boards on walls, and 
digging holes in the ground in 
which to set posts for fences. He 
knew that he ^ould do this work, if 
he could only get a chance. But 
certainly, he eouldn't eall himself 
a carpenter. 

After watehing the men work, he 
finally overeame his timidity, and 
asked for a job. More experienced 
workmen marked off the ''euts,"'

oven and rows of copper pans and 
kettles. Of more interest to the 
antiquarian than to the prospective 
owner, the builder or the designer 
of a modern home, so we leave it, 
pass through the dining-room, cross 
the hall and enter the front parlor. 

It is a rather stuffy semi-formal 
place, wainscoted to a height of 
about three feet with white wood- 
work. Here we see the other type 
of wall-treatment typical of Dutch 
work. It consists of a highly col- 
ored, strongly patterned paper on 
the sidewalls and plain plastering 
on the ceiling. That is, the beams of 
the second floor are covered, but here 
also the plastering is like that de- 
scribed in the dining-room. 

On either side of the door leading 
into this parlor there are fluted 
wooden pilasters supporting an elab- 
orate entablature into which is set a 
beautifully designed fanlight. The 
modillion cornice capping the fan- 
light extends all the way around the 
room. On the wall opposite the 
door a fireplace projects out from 
the wall and its hood is built un 
square to the ceiling, with other 
white fluted pilasters like those on 
either side of the door. 

Here the furniture is heavier than 
in the other rooms and there are 
some stiff portraits of forbidding 
ancestors on the walls. The whole 
atmosphere is stilted and formal; 
it isn’t the kind of parlor we should 
want to build today. 


HILE the interior of the Dutch 

Colonial cannot be accurately 
duplicated and still provide for mod- 
ern comfort, many of its details can 
be copied with sincerity to good ad- 
vantage. In this view the mantel,

ARRYING the roof around the 

ends of the house gives an inter- 
esting hood effect that is highly de- 
sirable for the large house. The door- 
way in this case compares favorably 
with those previously shown. Two 
seats complete the entrance group 


Behind it is a bedroom. Or it 
may be a study, or ‘‘back parlor."' 
or even a store-room. This is the 
Dutch Colonial house as originally 
built, and of course it won’t do for 
the habits of the modern American 
family. The simplest way to dis- 
pose of the problem presented by 
these two rooms is to tear down the 
partition, widen out the windows 
and make one large, well-lighted 
general living-room out of it. This 
is not consistent with the original 
style, but the character of the room 
can be kept simple, the use of colors 
can be restricted, and so the general 
feeling of the Dutch house can be 
preserved. 

Now, study the fireplaces. Search 
throughout the Hudson Valley and 
its environs, and you will have a 
hard time finding a single house 
with fireplace and chimney extend- 
ing outside the main walls. Shal- 
low fireplaces and interior chimneys 
are as characteristic a part of Dutch 
Colonial architecture as big ingle- 
nooks and chimneys projecting out- 
ward from the house itself are of the 
English Cottage style. We, how- 
ever, often use outside chimneys now. 

It is surprising for this reason 
to discover one modern home after 
the other, emulating the English 
and the New England Colonial in 
the matter of an exposed chimey. 
The effect is often good even if un- 
authentic.

fireplace faced with tile, although 
sometimes such a one appears in a 
parlor, with a well-designed border 
around the opening. More often, 
however, Dutch mantels are of a 
type easy for the modern home- 
owner of limited means to repro- 
duce—sturdily built of brick, with 

a facing of white woodwork of 
graceful design. This woodwork 
usually is carried rather high on 
the wall and terminates in a nar- 
row shelf, on which a ship-model, 
or a few objects of pewter, or 
some fine dishes of glass or porce- 
lain are set. 

Frequently you will find a mir- 
ror with an antique gilt frame 
above the mantel-shelf, while be- 
low, on the hearth, are quaint 
brass andirons, bellows, tongs 
and roasting-pan—for in Colonial 
days a fireplace was more than a 
mere decoration. 

Turn your attention from the 
fireplace to the windows. Gen- 
erally speaking, the old houses of 
this style are defective in light- 
ing and ventilation. In many of 
them you will find no windows, 
or only tiny ones, in the ends 
and only low wide ones in 
the front and rear walls. This, 
of course, is intolerable in a modern 
dwelling, and one of the problems 
of the planner is to introduce enough 
light and air without losing the char- 
acter of the style. This can be 
done by keeping the windows low, 
but by increasing their width and 
the number of them. You also will 
observe that the interior woodwork 
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against white stucco. Note small sash, 
the upper one being larger than the lower 


surrounding the windows is not 
nearly as elaborate as that around 
the doors. So the attractivenss 
of the windows will depend on 
their curtaining to a great extent.

Simple fabrics with flower-pat- 
terns may be used effectively, with 
both side-drapes and valances. It 
also is entirely within the style to 
recess the windows and build seats 
and storage-chests below them. 

Other built-in accessories may be 
used effectively in this type of home. 
For instance, the fireplace projects 
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into the room but it is too shallow 

to allow for chairs or other pieces 

of furniture to be set into the re- 

cesses of the wall which it forms. 

So these shallow wall-spaces ean con- 
tain built-in book-shelves, closets 
or eupboards. 

Cupboards appear not only in 
the dining rooms, but also in the 
living rooms, of the houses built 
by early settlers from Holland. 
Cross-eorner cupboards were used 
frequently, and a quaint touch 
ean be added to a house by install- 
ing one or more of these, with 
drawers below and glass doors 
above through which may be seen 
bits of antique china, vopper or 
pewter or similar heirlooms. 

So now you have studied about 
all there is on the ground floor of 
a house of this type, and you go 
upstairs. Here you are likely to 
be disappointed, for the arrange- 
ments are too primitive to provide 
an example to the modern builder 
and designer. 

The problems of lighting and 
ventilation are not well solved, 
and the owner must choose 
whether an exterior showing an 
extremely low  gambrel roof 
broken by only a very few 

tiny dormers 1s worth the inconven- 


ience of dim light and improper cir. 


culation within. If he decides in 
the affirmative, then the problem of 
the interior decorator is reduced to 
getting as much comfort as possible 
for the occupants of the bedrooms by 
the simplest means. It is best to- 
sacrifice precedent for comfort.

the memory of this interesting 
period. J was interested in the 


building of the Capitol, like every 


other eitizen of Arkansas. Because 
I was a praetical builder, I was in- 
terested in how it was going to be 
eonstrueted. 

Some contractors from outside 
the state had undertaken the job. 
They began to use a process that ex- 
periments had shown was not suc- 
cessful. I knew where it had been 
tried and the lack of suecess that had 
followed it. I began to make a pro- 
test, but no one seemed to know very 
much about it and little attention 
was paid to the matter. I couldn't 
even get a story in the newspapers 
at the time nor a hearing before a 
legislative committee. I suppose it 
was my fighting Irish spirit that 
made me eontinue my protest, and 
I deeided that I would bring the 


matter to the attention of the people. 

“I had a statement and a chal- 
lenge printed that I placed on the 
desk of every legislator. At once, 
they became interested, and I had 
ample opportunity to expose the 
poor eonstruetion. I got so inter- 
ested in seeing that the capitol 
building was being built right that 
Lefore I knew it I was being elected 
governor in order to finish the job. 
I served the state as a practical 
builder eooperating with the Board 
of Commissioners whom I had ap- 
pointed, in erecting the building. 
Of course, it was difficult, trying 
work but the kind of work I loved.“ 

When the people of Little Rock 
and Pulaski County wanted two 
great bridges across the Arkansas 
River, they empowered their best 
known Builder, George Donaghey, 
as ehairman of the Bridge Commit- 
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tee to construct these bridges. The 
work was begun in 1920 and in 1923 
the two great arched concrete 
bridges costing two and a half mil- 
lion dollars were completed. And 
at a time when most men are retiring 
from active business, Mr. Donaghey 
undertook one of the greatest enter- 
prises of his life. 
Now at sixty-eight, he has just 
completed the construction of Ar- 
kansas’ sky-seraper, the fifteen story 
building in the capitol city. At the 
entrance of this building, is a beau- 
tiful name plate on whieh one reads 
the name Donaghey. That same in- 
stinet whieh led him to make an 
artistie gate when a boy has led him 
to build this structure which ex- 
presses as best he can the art and 
pride of the builder. He has 
created a monument that will’ 
stand through many generations.

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Ventilating Fans for Modern Homes 


H ERE the ventilator is built into 
the wall, and is virtually a part 
of the wall itself. This type of in- 


stallation is neat, permanent and 
efficient. Note path of hot fumes 


must always be on the look-out 

for new things in the equipment 
line that he can conscientiously recom- 
mend to his clients.

Think of the 
effect upon a prospective home purchaser 
when you tell her that she may prepare 
corned beef and cabbage, fish, fried cakes 
or onions—anything, in fact, that she 
likes—without the slightest suggestion of 
cookery passing the kitchen door! 

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
home owners and builders of apartment 


buildings are looking with great favor . 


upon the installation of ventilating fans. 
As a sales feature it is a big step re- 
moved from the common place, and un- 
doubtedly in many instances will prove 
to be the something extra? that will 
aid in selling buildings or rent apart- 
ments. 

The fans shall be built in as part of 
the building equipment as then their cost 
is ineluded in the financing of the build- 
ing, and when a mortgage is employed of 
course the actual eash outlay necessary to 
install ventilating fans is very small.

ELDOM in the history of the 

building industry have there 

been innovations which have 
done more to revolutionize old 
methods than the use of the modern 
built-in or eloset beds in gaining 
additional room efficiency. For some 
years past these beds have been 
much used in apartment. buildings 
and hotels, but it is only recently 
that their use has been generally 
adopted in the building of bunga- 
lows and small houses throughout the 
country. The West, perhaps, is a 
step in advance of the East in this 
regard, as it is estimated that more 
than seventy-five percent of all the 
beds sold on the Pacific coast are of 
the built-in or closet variety. 

Middle Western and Eastern 
builders are now beginning to awak- 
en to the opportunity which closet 
beds afford to build better class 
houses with extra room efficiency. 
These beds are proving invaluable 
in the modern bungalow-type houses ;

There are many floor plans offered 
by the various closet bed manufac- 
turers for adding extra room effi- 
ciency of one, two and three rooms 
to small houses and bungalows.

The different type houses and

either on a sleeping porch or inside 
the house in the bedroom. By this 
arrangement one may sleep either 
inside or outside the house, accord- 
ing to weather conditions. 

Another layout which has proved 
popular with families where there 
is a son in the family who wants a 
room of his own. By the installa- 
tino of a built-in bed, an attractive 
boy's room may be fitted up so the 
son of the household will have a 
place where he can retire to study, 
read, or entertain his friends with- 
out interfering with other members 
of the family or being interfered 
with by them. This is something the 
youth appreciates, as every boy 
wants a room of his own. 

There are many attractive lay- 
outs which give extra room efficiency. 
These two are merely recent sug- 
gestions which are unique and 
practical. 

In the first layout additional 
room efficiency is also obtained by 
the installation of a built-in bed in 
the living room. In the daytime, of 
course, this bed is out of the way, 
concealed in a closet, and the room 
is used as a living room by the 
family. At night by simply open- 
ing the door and lowering the bed 
an additional sleeping room is 
added to the house, so that in the 
ease of a four-room bungalow, with 
these two built-in beds, you have in 
reality all the advantages and the 
use of six rooms. 

In still another layout seven-room 
efficiency is obtained in a three- 
room bungalow by the use of built- 
in closet beds and roller-type beds. 


These latter beds are popular and 
so constructed that they may readily 
be upended and rolled into a clothes 
closet or another room for conceal- 
ment during the day or behind cor- 
ner or wall drapes. 


ANY builders find it profitable 

to erect what ordinarily 
would be an eight-room bungalow 
and make a two-family proposition 
out of it by building a dividing wall 
and installing closet beds. The 
owner of the house and his family 
live on one side of the bungalow and

rent the other side. The rent pays 
the eost of eonstrueting the buhgal- 
ow and the upkeep, while both 
families have outside light, as in a 
one-family house. Either a joint 
heating plant or two heating plants 
may be used and the same common 
vestibule serves both families. 

One of the most popular uses of 
built-in beds is in summer cottages 
on lakes and rivers. The demand 
for this type bed in summer cottages 
is increasing rapidly, as ordinarily 
these cottages are built with limited 
space in which the entire family and 
summer guests must be accomodat- 
ed, and with built-in beds it can be 
done without crowding or cramping. 

It is surprising sometimes to come 
across a cabin in the northern wilds 
or in the mountains and find it 
equipped with modern built-in beds, 
with all the comfort afforded by the 
best bed springs and mattresses. But 
vacationists have found that this 
type bed adds greatly to the enjoy- 
ment of the outing, because it al- 
lows spacious living quarters in a 
cottage which otherwise would be 
used only as a sheltered place in 
which to sleep. 

Modern built-in or closet beds are 
full-sized standard beds, with the 
added advantage of concealment. 
Standard width mattresses and bed- 
ding are used. This means that 
where householers have on hand a 
supply of bedding, they do not have 
to go to the expense of buying new 
bedding for their built-in beds. The. 
eost of the bed itself is only a few 
dollars more than the cost of the 
ordinary standard bed.

Buildings erected for the Massachu- 
setts Life Insurance Company in 
Springfield, Mass. 

The methods and equipment in- 
volved in the handling of materials 
on this job were controlled by the 
fact that the buildings were located 
about half a mile from the nearest 
railroad siding, and all deliveries 
must necessarily be by truek. 

Special arrangements were made 
with the railroad companies to fur- 
nish space and equipment for the 
unloading of cars. The haul from 
the railroad siding is over a level 
route on good city pavements and 
provides excellent haulage facilities 
up to the site of the buildings. At 
the site temporary roadways were 
established around the building to 
provide ready access to all parts 
of the work. 

It is interesting to note that ap-- 
proximately 3,000 earloads of mate- 
rial were needed to complete the 
work. 

The structural steel frame was de- 
livered alongside the building in 
trueks where required and moved 
and placed by derricks. 

Sand and gravel obtained locally 
were delivered to storage piles at 
No. 1 and 3 plants, or directly to 
plant No. 4 as required for daily 
use. Cement and lime were deliv- 
ered to storage sheds located at mix- 
ing plants No. 1 and 3 and were 
delivered directly to No. 4 as re- 
quired. 

Common brick and face brick 
were delivered directly to storage 


D UMPING brick as fast as the gang 
of bricklayers can lay them. 
Comparing this method of handling to 
barrow wheeling its advantages are 
evident. Or still more primitive, to 
the hod method when only the small- 
est fraction of this load could have 
been carried on a single trip 


piles. Limestone was delivered 
alongside the building as required 
and moved by derricks. 

An unusual feature of this work 
is the installation of a regular ga- 
rage elevator in an outside tempo- 
rary hoist for the handling of Ford 
trucks. Trucks are loaded either at 
the railroad siding or storage piles, 
and carried upon the elevator to the 
floors or roof where they travel and 
deliver material directly to the me- 
chanics requiring same. This hoist 
is shown in the accompanying photo- 
graphs and eliminates a_ great 
amount of rehandling of materials 
and does away with four regular 
hod hoists. 

Plasterer’s materials, doors, trim, 
pipe, conduit and materials of all 
kinds are delivered by these Ford 
trucks on the floors where required. 

Until the elevator was in opera- 
tion, a ramp was built at the south 
side of the building enabling the 
trucks to travel up to and on the 
first floor. 

The plant layout is one typically 
required for concrete fireproofing 
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HEN the hoist reaches the 
proper floor, the loaded truck 
drives off and delivers the materials 
to that part of the floor where they 
are needed. Workmen ueed not wait 
for tedious delivery by wheelbarrow 


and floor slabs. There are four 
plants as shown with a total yard- 
age capacity of 900 eu. yds. of con- 
erete per eight hour day when all 
are working. However, actual daily 
average has been about 200 to 300 
eu. yds. 


At No. 1 plant a large storage 
pile was formed to take care of win- 
ter supply while local banks were 
shut down. A stiff leg derrick trims 
this pile and also delivers aggre- 
gates to overhead storage bins, from 
wh'^h it is fed by gravity to cars 
directly below on industrial track. 
No. l ear feeds No. 1 plant with 
very short haul. No. 2 car feeds 
No. 2 plant in the courts. 


At plant No. 3 a smaller storage 
pile was formed on the ground and 
this was fed to charging bin by drag 
line seraper. Briek mortar is being 
mixed in No. 3 plant, raised to floors 
and dumped into trucks which carry 
same to brick masons on floors as 
required. 

All the way through the operation 
of this work, the keynote has been 
to use machinery wherever possible 
to save labor. Mr. J. W. Bell, 
Superintendent of the operation for 
the Turner Construction Company, 
from his long experience in the 
building industry and earlier con- 
nection with coal handling machin- 
ery at the mines, has been in a posi- 
tion to do this in a very efficient 
manner. In the instance of the 
Ford hoist, one operator is taking 
the place of four hoisting engineers 
at hod hoists, and there are similar 
instances of this throughout the 
work.

SINGLE handling of mate- 

rials from freight car to 
workmen is the feature of this job 
layout. In an industrial plant, the 
fewer times raw materials need be 
handled before they are finally fab- 
ricated, the greater the economy in 
production costs. This is equally 
true in building construction and 
the principle applies on the small 
job as well as the large. 

The plant layout described here 
is of considerable size and as a re- 
sult economy of production was even 
more noticeable. On the smaller 
job it may be that efficient handling 
of materials will make no marked 
difference on the balance sheet. 
However, where a number of small 
jobs are being carried along simul- 
taneously, the manner in which 
materials are delivered to the job 
and thence to the workmen is of 
great importance. 
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The straight line method as ap- 
pled here meant that all materials 
were transported in trucks from 
freight car to that portion of the 
building where they were needed. 
It was considered a good investment 
to build an outside material hoist 
of dimensions large enough to ac- 
commodate a small truck. 

There are many jobs, perhaps of 
smaller size, that will justify a du- 
plication of this system. Even a 
two-story structure may be fitted 
with an over-sized hoist, or perhaps 
a ramp, so that trucks may dump 
their loads where they are most 
needed. . 

Even the small truck has the 
capacity of many barrow loads. For 
each barrow of material that must 
be moved from the pile to the point 
of operation, a wheeler must be 
provided. One truck, dumping its 
cargo at the workmen’s feet, means 
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the expenditure of only the driver's 
time. This is a labor figure entire- 
ly. It does not take into considera- 
tion the usual necessity of keeping 
workmen supplied with materials 
when and where they want them. 
The large building projects lend 
themselves quite easily to efficient 
plant arrangement. On jobs like 
this eost figures mount high and it 
is eonsidered an essential part of 
the job to see that everything is laid 
out in an efficient manner. Build- 
ers earrying on their own work are 
apt to eonsider these details of less 
importance in the rush of work. 
However, they may take a lesson 
from the very large building con- 
tractors even though they cannot 
duplieate the equipment and plant 
arrangement. Attention to mate- 


rials handling is bound to figure 
largely in bulked eost figures as the 
job progresses. 


At lower left of building plan is seen "Ford elevator." 
Trucks coming from the railroad siding at extreme right 
drive on the elevator and are hoisted to the proper floor. 
Next to elevator is seen the aggregate storage pile with 
the drag line and scraper hauling materials to bins. 
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Cement storage adjoins and both these stores feed mixers 
and hoist. This is plant No. 3. In addition are provided 
plants No. 1 and 2 for the main office building while the 
fourth layout cares for the erection of storage building 
and power house building seen at top of this plan

Central Mixing Plant for 
Builder 


HE John H. McClatchy organization 

of Philadelphia is interested in giv- 
ing chu most satisfactory home that can 
be built for the price involved. This has 
of course necessitated eonsiderable ex- 
perimental work to determine what ma- 
terials were most durable and economical. 
Lime has been found most satisfactory 
for mortar, plaster and stucco work. 


All plaster and stucco are mixed in u 
central mixing plant and delivered in 
trucks to the job as needed. Also, con- 
siderable mortar is sent out in the same 
way. The central mixing plant runs 
every working day in the year. During 
the coldest months about 60 bushels of 
lime are used each day and during the 
balanee of the year on an average of 
150 bushels of lime is slaked and used 
each day, four men being enough to run 
the plant at all times. 


The first or scratch coat of both the 
plaster and stucco is gauged with Port- 
land cement to speed up the set. In 
plaster work the second coat is applied 
before the serateh coat has hardened, 
using a lean mix. This is found to be 
entirely satisfactory on all types of 
backing, including metal lath. On stucco 
work, however, the scratch coat is allow- 
ed to harden for two days before the 
second and finish coats are applied.

more than 35 per cent of the auto- 
mobiles in the United States are daily 
kept in public garages.

The present concentrated drive by gov- 
ernment officials, health authorities and 
physicians against the carbon monoxide 
peril reached its height this Spring. Its 
effect on the building trades is apparent. 
So insidious is the effect of carbon mon- 
oxide that from 114 to 3 minutes is all 
that is necessary to cause death. 

The Modern Science Institute, Ine., 
Toledo, Ohio, contend that every 
contractor and builder should assist in 
eliminating this great health hazard. Ev- 
ery garage, large or small, should have 
adequate provision for the removal of 
carbon monoxide gas through the in- 
stallation of proper ventilating systems. 
The inclusion of an adequate system 
should be made in the cost estimate to 
owner and the fact should be stressed 
further by calling attention to the local 
regulations governing such installations. 

No garage builder can fail to be im- 
pressed of the danger of a running en- 
gine in a closed garage. To the con- 
tractor who will take the time and 
trouble to drive home the point of proper 
ventilation is due great credit in assist- 
ing to improve health conditions in his 
community.

, SHE design of the individual 
barn is, of course, a matter 
that depends upon the par- 
ticular conditions involved. It is 
difficult to recommend any one type 
for this reason. The designs illus- 
trated here, however, are taken from 
a bulletin of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and edited 
by E. W. Sheets and M. A. R. Kelley, 
both authorities in their field. This 
department investigates farm condi- 
tions and for this reason these plans 
are well adapted to rural needs. 
One is a barn designed for a 
breeding herd. Particular attention 
has been paid in providing for 
double cow pens, stalls for nurse 
cows and necessary mangers. The 
two silos at one end are connected 
to the main building by a covered 
driveway with feed bins above. 
Driveway floor is of concrete and 
suitable for mixing of feed. The 
addition on the left side 1s a feeding 
shed for loose stock while on the 
right a one-story shed contains a bull 
pen and calving bins. Unusual pro- 
tection from cold winds is obtained 
in arranging these units in a T- 
shaped roof. In very cold climates a 
mow over the right wing containing 


box stalls or pens may be desirable 
for the purpose of additional 
warmth. 

Should overhead feed and litter 
earriers be employed, it is not neces- 
sary to drive through the barn. Pro- 
visions may be made for a driveway, 
however, by simply placing the silos 
farther apart. 

Drainage of the barn and of 
the right wing is accomplished by 
means of shallow concrete gutters 
leading to bell traps. Thus a min- 
imum amount of under-floor piping 
is needed. Outside the building catch 
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'T HIS is a cattle breeding barn with 
T-shaped arrangement for protec- 
tion in cold climates. Left wing is for 

loose stock, right one for pens.

As a rule window sills are 
made of 2” stuff; this is probably done 
more because window sills are common- 
ly made of 2” stuff, than because it is 
necessary in order to give the window 
frame the required amount of strength. 
The sill shown by the illustration is mado 
of 114” stuff and gives all the service 
that a 2” sill would give. Why do we 
make this statement? Because we have

The stool and apron we are showing

Design for Pipe Rack 


HRE is a rack which will come in

Auxiliary Support Over

HE photograph illustrates a type of 
T form shore especially applicable to 
the construction of buildings where the 
pan or dome system is used.

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Building Base Grounds 


E carpenter contractor should 
be careful to see that provision is 
made on a job for fastening the base. 
In the illustration shown here a method 
is shown for holding the base ground 
at the point where a partition is framed 
to a brick wall. 

The ground is fastened to the parti- 


tion studs in the usual fashion but at 
the corner an additional piece of 1 x 
2” is nailed to the wall so that the 
ground may be fastened at the corner 
as well as along the partition. 

Notice also that the plaster ground 
at the corner of the brick wall is held 
in place by being nailed to a furring 
strip which is fastened to a block set 
in the brick wall. 

This is an added precaution to insure 
the success of this practice. Time sav- 


ing methods need not necessarily be 
hasty, careless ones. 


Attractive Window Screen Designs 


HE usual practice here in the middle 
west is to have plain screens on our 
windows in summer and give the sash 
themselves whatever design is used. 
Out on the Pacific Coast, however, a 
novel departure from this- custom, is 
now the vogue. And, because of the 
cheapness and added charm obtained, 
should prove popular soon over the en- 
tire country. ° 
For, instead of having panel effects 
in the sash, the designs are attached to 
the upper half of the screen. These 
consist of thin wooden slats, painted 
usually black, to match the screen, and 
from the outside—from the walk, the ef- 
fect is truly charming. 
Thus one can change the design at 
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will, by merely removing one set of 
slats, and substituting another. Quite 
often one is not just sure how patterned 
windows are going to look until after 
they are installed. Then, however, it 28 
too late to make a change because of 
the cost. But with the designs on the 
screens, one if he so wishes, can change 
each year. 

Really substantial designs should be 
mortised into the back side of the screen 
frame, but this is not necessary. In the 
accompanying illustration we are show- 
ing four random designs. Dozens of 
others can be easily derived from the 
use of pencil, paper and a rule.

Making Precast Lintels 
and Sills 


F OR precast lintels, window sills, cop- 
ings, cap stones, belt courses, cement 
steps, etc., forms should be made abso- 
lutely true and painted on the inside. If 
possible, make in such lengths as are 
convenient for two men to handle. 

Surfaces that are to be 
plaster inside of form with a good cement 
mortar, fairly stiff, so that it will stay 
in place while center is filled with rock 
concrete. Where the cost of cut stone is 
prohibitive there is often used a white, 
waterproof cement with about three 
parts of sand and a little mineral color- 
ing to obtain various effects. Reinforce- 
ing in these different pieces is advisable, 
especially where any tensile strength is 
required, as in window sills and lintels. 

To make the best job, forms should 
be 80 placed that while still green part of 
form on surface side can be remove 
when surface can be floated or troweled, 
without the addition of any more ma- 
terial Such surfaces, when painted with 
a good patent ‘‘stone paint,'' cannot be 
told from a stone itself. 

In brick buildings where 5 x 8 x 12” 
are used for macking up, lintels for all 
openings from these tile up to 8’ in length 
have often been made successfully. 
These of course go back of the angle 
iron, which is the usual method of taking 
care of the facing. 

First, build an inelined platform as 
per sketch, lay tile end to end with 
mortar joints between, to a true line, 
and continue to the required length 
of lintel. Place a 5$" reinforcing rod in 
each cell and pour in grout made of 
one part cement to 2% parts sand. The 
tile should be wet. As many of these as 
platform will permit can be made at one 
time. When they have set 48 hours un- 
der normal condition they may be re- 
moved, and the process repeated.

Setting of Grounds 
at Door Jamb 


Ox of the most important points of 
construction in the building of 
frame partitions is the door jamb. 


.Jambs in frame partitions generally con- 


sist of 2x4" bucks fastened to both the 
top and bottom sills. These 2x4”’s must 
be placed with care and securely fast- 
ened in place lest the door opening be- 
come warped and thrown out of place. 
This will cause considerable trouble due 
to the fact that doors will not fit. 

Aside from setting the door bucks 
carefully another point worthy of con- 


sideration is the manner of attaching 


the plaster and the base grounds. This, 
too, should be carefully done for upon it 
will depend the evenness of the wall and 
the securing of the base moulding.

For strength, two 2x4"'s should al- 
ways be used. They should be carefully 
levelled and securely fastened. A short 
piece of block, shown in the sketch, 
should be set behind the 2x4" in the par- 
tition to give additional strength and 
stiffness at the base. Plaster grounds 
for the wall should be run up the jamb 
as shown in the sketch, and nailed at 
intervals of not more than 1 ft. 

The base ground which consists of a 
piece of 1x2" should be brought close to 
the plaster ground as shown, and firmly 
nailed. It is well worth while to pay at- 
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tention to the framing at the door open- 
ing. This is a point where trouble is 
quite likely to occur and it well be- 
hooves the careful builder to watch it. 


Scaffolding for Brick

The scaffold consists of a series of 
girders resting on a long girder which 
is supported from the ground by 2 x 12” 
columns. These columns are built of 
two pieces of 2 x 12” as shown in the 
sketch, and the 2 x 10” girders are car- 
ried by the wall at one end, and on a 
long 2 x 10” ledger which is nailed to 
the columns. 

Notice that the ledger rests on one 
of the 2 x 12” column pieces which is 
eut shorter than the other. This 
is an important item from the safety 
standpoint since by resting the ledger 
on one of the column pieces it is more 
firmly supported than if it were only 
nailed to the side.

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“Expense” Under Cost Plus Contracts 
By Arthur L. H. Street 


KANSAS construction company 
A asks for a citation of court de- 
cisions concerning an owner's 
responsibility ‘under a cost plus con- 
tract to pay for premiums on workman’s 
compensation insurance ordered by the 
contractor and written jointly in favor 
of the owner and the contractor. 

A contractor wrecked and  recon- 
structed a building damaged by fire, on 
the basis of cost plus 10%. The owner 
allowed credit to the contractor for 
various expenditures on account of la- 
bor, material, etc., but declines to stand 
the compensation insurance premium, 
claiming that he did not order the in- 
surance and denying that it was a part 
of the ‘‘cost’’ of the work, within the 
meaning of the contract. 

But few cases of this kind appear to 
have gone to courts whose opinions are 
preserved in published law reports, and 
in those few cases varying conclusions 
have been reached. 

In the case of Russell vs. Pitehler, 198 
New York Supplement, 702, decided by 
the New York Supreme Court, Appellate 
Division, involving reconstruction of a 
one-family house into a two-family 
building, it was held that the contractor 
was not entitled to reimbursement for 
& premium paid for workman's com- 
pensation insurance. The court did not 
assign any reason for the decision, but 
it seems that the contractor there relied 
largely upon a claim that he was to re- 
ceive a ten per cent. profit on labor and 
materials furnished by himself and 
others. 

On the other hand where a contract 
to construct concrete work on a railroad 
viaduct and a culvert guaranteed the 
contractor ‘‘a profit of $1 per cu. yd. on 
concrete placed in these two abutments’’ 
it was ruled by the Kentucky Court of 
Appeals ruled: 

„Another item allowed by the court 
and objected to was $170, paid by plaint- 
iff for indemnity insurance, whereby it 
was insured against accidents to its la- 
borers while performing the work. The 
proof showed that it was customary to 
make such charges in this character of 


eontract, and nothing is shown to the 
contrary. This requires us to leave this 
item undisturbed.’’ 

As indicated by the court, this deci- 
sion turned upon an assumption that 
both parties impliedly assented to a 
local custom under which the item was 
a proper charge. So, that decision can 
not be too confidently relied upon in a 
case where there is no such local cus- 
tom, or where, despite the existence of 
a local custom, it is not shown that the 
owner was bound by the custom. 

In the Kentucky case, it appears that 
both parties were contractors and there- 
fore they may fairly have been charged 
with knowledge of the custom referred 
to, where an owner who has but one or 
few building contracts could not be 
bound without proof that he actually 
knew of the existence of the custom and 
impliedly assented to its application to 
his contract. It is also to be noted that 
in the Kentucky case, the contractor was 
to receve a stated profit above the cost 


of performance. 


IN the case of Westinghouse, C. K. & 
Co. vs. Long Island Railroad Co., 145 
New York Supplement, 201, affirmed by 


the New York Court of Appeals (110 


Northeastern Reporter, 1051), the Appel- 
late Division of the New York Supreme 
Court allowed contractors for the elec- 
trification of defendant's railroad, under 
a cost plus contract, to recover an 
amount paid under judgment for person- 
al injury resulting in performance of the 
contract, in excess of the amount of 
casualty insurance carried by the con- 
tractors. 

In that case, the contract appears to 
have expressly defined actual cost of the 
work as including insurance premiums. 
But the contractors made no claim of 
right to reimbursement for premiums, 
and therefore their right in that regard 
was not adjudicated. However, one of 
the judges of the court, who dissented 
from the conclusion that the contractors 
were entitled to reimbursement on ac- 
count of the personal injury judgment, 
pointed out that if it were proper to 


allow the charge for premiums it would 
follow that the contractors would be 
entitled also to charge commission on 
the amount. 

The draftsman of the contract in the 
last cited case seems to have forseen that 
question might be raised. 


[5 the case of Lytle, Campbell & Co. 
‘vs. Somerg, Fitler & Todd Co., 120 At- 
lantic Reporter, 409, the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court said: 

‘‘The term ‘time and material basis’ 
was intended to include the necessary 
cost of operation affecting the particular 
undertaking—the cost of labor and 
materials that went into and became 
part of the finished product; each out- 
lay thus expended must be included. To 
this there was to be added a profit or 
10 per cent. This latter item was in- 
tended to take care of the proportionate 
share of overhead charges included in 
the company’s ‘overhead,’ or general 
expense, and, unless expressly 
written into the contract by defining ex- 
actly the overhead intended to be cov- 
ered, the words ‘time and materials,’ 
and like expressions, will not include 
overhead charges, but refer solely to 
the wages and salaries of the men en- 
gaged in the particular work contracted 
for and the actual cost of the materials 
furnished. 

„The words will not be extended be- 
yond their exact meaning, and indeed 
should be given a restricted meaning. 

We are not advised as to how the 
Kansas contract was worded in its pro- 
vision for a basis on which the con- 
tractor was to be reimbursed as to ex- 
penditures. But, in the light of the 
court decisions cited above, we are in- 
clined to believe that the contractor 
would have up-hill work in establishing 
a right to reimbursement for the expense 
on account of workmen’s compensation 
insurance, unless the agreement was so 
clearly drawn as to show mutual inten- 
tion that the owner was to be charged 
with more than the wages and salaries 
of those performing labor and the cost 
of materials.

Every Builder Should Know 
These Facts About Insulation 
The Method Is As Important As The Material 


Th ere re only two methods of insulat- 

ing. One is by creating a vacuum 
space, as in the Thermos bottle. Obviously 
that method cannot be used for buildings. 
The other is by forming tiny dead air cells 
in the walls and roof. This is the most 
generally used method. | 


Note that the word tiny is in italic in the 
foregoing paragraph, as well as the word dead. 
A largeair chamber between the outside and 
inside wall is not insulation. Air itself is not 
an insulator—and air inside the wall is seldom 
dead. In the best of fire-stopped construction 
there will always be some circulation of air. 
By tiny dead air cells we mean such minute 
chambers as are contained within the texture 
of a material. Such air cells are dead because 
there is no circulation of air from one to the 
other. So, when you are told about “insulat- 
ing air chambers", bear in mind that such air 
cells must be tiny and they must be dead. 


The Materia Į Now for the mate- 


rial in which these 
tiny dead air cells are contained. The body of 
that material must be something of a heat stop. 
Any hard, dense, rigid material is a better con- 
ductor of heat than a soft, loose, semi-rigid 
one. So the most effective heat stops are mate- 
rials in the fibre and texture of which are mil- 
lions of tiny dead air cells materials not too 
dense nor too hard, yet semi-rigid so that they 
can be easily stored, handled and installed. 
Air cells must exist not only in the fibre of 
which the material is made, but they should 
be created between fibres. Hence, the fibrous 
material should be compressed sufficiently 
so that there will be no passage of air from 
cell to cell. 


The method of using is 
The M ethod almost as important as 
the insulation itself. It is a fact, proved by 


others than ourselves, that every separate sur- 
face built into a wall or roof increases the 


ability of that wall or roof to stop the pas- 
sage of heat. 


As heat hits a surface, some of the heat is re- 
flected by the surface through which it passes. 
When an insulation is built intoa wall orroof, 
half-way between the inside and the out- 
side, you have maximum surface resistance. 
When an insulation is in contact with either 
the outside or inside of the wall, you have 
cut surface resistance squarely in half. 
These are laws of heat transmission dis- 
covered by authorities on the subject— by 
scientists interested only in finding out what 
stops and transmits heat.

sion buildings, which 

were erected along the 
southern California coast by

It is possessed of the 
low and rambling configuration, as 
well as the liberal introduction of 
arches, so necessary to the truly 
ereditable presentation of the Mis- 
sion style, and it is further planned 
with the very much to be desired 
patio, or court in the very heart of 
the plan. 

In short, from whatever angle or 
viewpoint its exterior may be 
studied, the structure is a particu- 
larly well-handled interpretation— 
in revealed construction and finish, 
in color scheme, in typifying fea- 
tures and details, and in every other 
respect. 

The outside walls are of a superior 
mixture of cement-stucco, approxi- 
mately an inch thick, applied with

They are finished with a sand- 
rough surface, and colored in a light 
shade of tan. The roof is of dark 
red Mission roofing tile, and the 
wood trimming, confined mainly to 
the window sash, is done in cherry 
eolor with a rubbed finish of gray- 
ish-blue. The terrace and various 
entranees are floored with cement, 
of a dark red color, and the walks 
of the patio are paved with cement 
of the same color. 

The main front entrance is by 
way of a long arcade, extending 
from the street to the lobby. It is 
designed with a great open arch to 
comprise the outer doorway thereto, 
and with a total of fourteen arched 
openings, similar in lines but slight- 
ly smaller, in its two side walls, thus 
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simulating the cloisters so typical 
of the old Mission buildings. It is 
roofed with tile like the main part 
of the structure, and its ceiling is 
arched or vaulted. 

Immediately to the right of this 
entrance arcade, and directly ac- 
cessible from it, through one of the 
arches, is the patio. A high stucco 
wall closes off the space from the 
street, helping to give it delightful 
seclusion, and along the opposite 
side runs a roomy terrace, floored 
with cement and covered by an awn- 
ing. 
In the center of the patio is a 
small brick-edged pool, which is sur- 
rounded, within the rectangle 
formed by cement walks on three 
sides and the terrace on the remain- 


ing side, by a generous area of well- 
kept lawn. Outside these border- 
ing walks, or against the court's 
enclosing walls, there is an attrac- 
tive planting of low-growing shrub- 
bery. The terrace is seventy-eight 
feet long by fifteen feet deep, and 
the open patio space is of the same 
lengtn by about forty-four feet in 
its other dimension. 

The extreme right-hand end of 
the building is given over to the kit- 
chen, and here, on the front, is a 
large delivery courtyard, also closed 
cff from street view by a high stucco 
wall. The space is graveled, and 
each of the two angles of the enclos- 
ing wall is provided with a drive 
gateway.

The structure, lo- 
cated at the north- 
west corner of East 
Jefferson and Joseph 
Campau Avenues, is 
the new home of 
George Harrison 
Phelps, Inc., the com- 
pany that produces 


advertising for such 
well known products 
as Dodge Brothers 
Motor Cars, Graham 
Brothers Trucks, 
Berkey & Gay Furni- 
ture, Iodent Tooth 
Paste, Ajax, Mohawk 
and Racine Tires, The 
Humphrey Radiant- 
fir, Whitehead Re- 
frigeration and 
others. 

Heretofore in De- 
troit such needs have 
been met by remodel-

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In planning the new building for 
George Harrison Phelps, Ine, it 
was desired to develop a strueture 
suitable in every respeet for the 
needs of a national departmental- 
ized advertising organization of 106 
people and, in addition, produce a 
building, distinctive, interesting and 
beautiful—a design that would com- 
pel attention, eause admiration and 
serve in a dignified way as the home 
of the organization.

Ris- 
ing between the trees 
is a facade of brick 
and stone, not a flat 
box-like face, but one 
irregular in outline, 
that expresses the 
plan within. 

The architectural 
character of the de- 
sign is a modified 
form of that brick 
architecture found in 
northern Italy, from 
the time of the Mid- 
dle Ages and the 
Early Rennaissance. 
A well marked door 
and terrace of stone 
indicates the public 
entrance.

The walls are of brick, varied in 
color, soft in texture and laid in 
pairs to produce the effect of a long 
Roman brick, with mortar joints one 
inch thick. The stone trim is like- 
wise varied in color and texture to 
harmonize. The roof is of tile, in 
shingle form, hand made with a 
variety of color and exposure. The 
windows are of metal casements with 
leaded glass. 

The general structural work is 
fireproof with reinforced concrete 
frame and floors. Mechanical equip- 
ment and facilities are of the best 
and include oil burning steam heat- 
ing plant, private telephone system, 
etc.

Economic Changes Have. Brought Small Homes 


human activity exhibits the 

trend of conditions more ac- 
eurately or more strikingly than 
does the building business. This is 
true today as it has been true for 
eenturies—the history of the times 
is written in the style and character 
of the buildings and architecture of 
the times. It is more than a history. 
It is a barometer of the social and 
mental condition of the people. 

Even here in young America, the 
phases of life through which the 
country has passed are plainly 
marked by the living examples of 
architecture which have been pre- 
served, and are further revealed by 
the study of history pertaining to 
architecture where the actual ob- 
jects have completely perished. 
Colonial life as indicated by the 
written accounts of that period, is 
well borne out by the few remnants 
of its architecture left to us. So 
too are the later periods of life re- 
flected in the buildings to which each 
period gave rise, even to the present 
day. We today are forming a very 
definite picture of what we really 
are, as expressed concretely in the 
style of dwellings which we are pro- 
ducing. 

Just how this is being done can 
hardly be better shown than by tell- 
ing the story of the struggle of a 
characteristic family in adjusting it- 
self to the conditions brought about 
by the war. 

Mr. Sands was a man who had 
been accustomed to dine in dinner 
jacket after the day’s work. His 
wife was a woman who liked to be 
waited on rather than attend to the 
household duties herself. They had 
his salary and an income besides 
and they could manage to live quite 
comfortably and to enjoy the luxury 
of having a couple of servants. 

„When prices began to soar,” 
Mr. Sands relates, ‘‘we were, of 
course, forced to cut down our liv- 
ing expenses to meet the increase in 
cost of necessities. Then the big 
wages in the factory took one of our 
servants and we were forced to in- 
erease the wages of the other girl

in order to keep her at all. We went 
on quite well, my wife taking a hand 
in the household duties, until about 
a year later our lease expired and 
we were forced to seek a new resi- 
dence. 

„We might, had our lease run on 
indefinitely, have been able to meet 
the new economie conditions, but as 
it was, our landlord felt that he too 
should have more compensation for 
maintaining our house—and our 
rent was increased about 100 per 
cent. We were living in a 14-room 
house which required a considerable 
amount of fuel to heat, and when 
coal, rent and costs of commodities 
had all struek their blow, we saw 
plainly that our expenses would 
leave us in debt at the end of the 
year if we maintained living on the 
accustomed scale. 


66 HERE was one thing to do— 
seek out a house at a smaller 

rental, that house to be of a charac- 
ter that we need not be ashamed of 
before our friends. It must be small 
enough to be easily taken care of 
by my wife with the aid of occa- 
sional day help. It must be con- 
venient to the railroad and it must 
not have grounds more spacious than 
I myself could take care of after 
business or on Saturday afternoons. 
„Well, that search can better be 
imagined than described. No one 
who has not gone house-hunting 
with something definite in mind and 
with a fixed maximum allowahle for 
rent, and having in mind eertain 
definite requirements that must be 
satisfied, can picture the task in- 
volved. Small houses were usually 
unattractive, in many cases repul- 
sive, and always lacking in the 
finishing details that we had been 
accustomed to in our larger house. 
„There was plainly nothing to be 
done but to build a house to meet 
our ideas of what a small house 
should be. We could see no reason 
why a small house should not be as 
attractive in style and appearance 
as a large place. We could see no 
reason why the 6-room house should 
not contain the conveniences and the

sense of luxury that obtained in the 
big house. Nor could we under- 
stand the idea of placing a small 
house in miserable surroundings 
simply because it happened to be 
small.“ 

Mr. Sands succeeded, after much 
planning, in building what he con- 
sidered a desirable house. He in- 
troduced into the design, beauty of 
line and form, harmony of color and 
adaptability to location. He was 
in a sense one of the pioneers of a 
new and remarkable movement in 
building. 

The small house is a very im- 
portant and definite part of the 
present building movement, and be- 
cause it is so large a part of the in- 
dustry it is perhaps a better baro- 
meter of the conditions of national 
life than any other form of archi 
tecture. The picture that the small 
house on the 50 or 75 ft. plot brings 
up is the burning desire of the 
family as a unit to own something, 
to have a mutual interest in some- 
thing; and, above all, it emphasizes 
the struggle to maintain the idea 
of a distinet identity of family 
which has been handed along for 
generations. 

The small house, while it may 
never be effeetually replaced, is, 
nevertheless, influenced severely by 
the economic conditions of the times. 
The value of the dollar, the condi- 
tions of supply and demand, espe- 
eially of the necessities of life, have 
not only east the modern small house 
in an entirely new mould but have 
changed its character as well. 


ODAY the small house of 6 or 

7 rooms is usually the home of 
the man of more or less importance 
in the community. He is a man of 
education and refinement. He is a 
man of taste who aspires to some- 
thing better than the ordinary 
*'shaek"' which the small house of 
a few years ago usually was. He 
is the man who has been pushed 
downward in the scale of life by 
circumstances beyond his control, 
and he has brought with him many

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How One Builder Did It 


Frederick T. Warner, Architect and Builder of Teaneck, N. J, Knows 
ThatWell-Built, Artistic Little Homes Are Finding Quick and Profitable Sale 


home-buyers in the vicinity 

of New York, who journey 
across the Hudson to Teaneck, N. J., 
will find their visits rewarded by an 
unusual development of an archi- 
tect-builder. Frederick T. Warner 
is the man who is combining beauty, 
solidity and economy in harmoni- 
ous small house units. He is build- 
ing to sell but building with such 
good construction that his work will 
be eommented upon favorably long 
after the community is settled. 

His story, as reported here, says 
nothing of builders' magie or the un- 
usual ereative powers of the man 
himself. Intensive study, good 
judgment, and a knowledge of what 
a certain class of home buyers are 
searching for form the fundamentals 
of his achievement. 

Originally he was a ship builder 
and perhaps much of his eraftsman- 
like ability may be attributed to this 
early training. When the work of 
building ships showed a decline, he 
turned to house building as a logical 
step. 

**[ bought a small tract of land 
here (Teaneck, N. J.), and designed 
some houses to sell. It seemed to 
me that the early Dutch settlers had 
a substantial and economical type 
of house built along particularly 
good lines. Obviously they had 
stood the test of time and were well 
adapted for this locality. 

This architect-builder was not 
satisfied to. engage in the building 
business without first searching out 
every detail and fundamental prin- 
ciple that guided our early Dutch 


B xs and prospective 


home settlers in their building. 

1 made a special study of the 
houses and different developments 
for about six months before I started 
my first house. After that time I 
thought I understood most of the 


details, materials, and reasons for. 


the Dutch Colonial house. While T 
have not adhered strictly to the in- 
teriors, of course, I have more or 
less specialized in Duteh Colonial 
and think the exteriors to be thor- 
oughly true to type. 


66 ITH my experience as guide 


I have followed no definite 
policy in laying out property. The 
man today with an automobile and 
enthusiasm for golf and for sports 
in general has done away with veg- 


etable gardens and wants only an 


amount of property that will assure 
him of privacy. Briefly stated, he 
wants a place small enough to be 
easily kept up. 

„The modern woman wants a 
house that will be as servant proof 
as possible. This does not necessar- 
ily mean that servant’s accommoda- 
tions are to be eliminated, but the 
construction and arrangement of the 
home must call for the employment 
of as little help as possible. 

This trend is even more marked 
as far as the property layout is con- 
cerned. The result on the Teaneck 
development has been the placement 
of porches not facing one another, 
and lots run on the average of 50 
to 75 ft. This assures privacy. 


while at the same time does not call 
for too much maintenance. In 
deep lots I have built houses facing 


courts—a common treatment in de- 
velopments of this type. 

In following out the design of 
old houses I have been very for- 
tunate in getting my material. A 
good many of the earlier ones were 
built of over burned or swelled brick. 
This material had never before been 
used in building in this loeality. It 
was bought cheaply and enabled me 
to sell the homes at a fairly low 
figure. 

‘You must remember that the 
large portion of people would pay 
but little more, if any, for a good 
looking house than a more or less 
stereotyped house. But I think a 
good looking house will sell more 
quickly.“ 

In the materials used, and all 
equipment supplied to the houses, I 


have attempted to use, as far as pos- 


sible, nationally advertised goods. I 
find it saves me from explaining or 


apologizing for anything. 


EFORE Mr. Warner’s houses 

are for sale, they are planted 
and seeded. In the matter of econ- 
omy in doing this he has obtained 
good effects by taking wild stuff 
from the woods within easy reach of 
the development and using as a 
background a few evergreens pur- 
chased from a nursery. 

This article deals with the methods 
of an architect-builder. The results 
speak for themselves first in the de- 
signs that are shown on following 
pages and secondly in the fact that 
his homes are sought after and he is 
usually in difficulty to meet the de- 
mand for them.

IRST of all, three warnings 
F about the Georgian style. It 

is not advised for the family 
that wishes to live altogether in- 
formally; whereas much of the 
charm of the cottage-types— Eng- 
lish, Spanish, Californian and 
Colonial—eomes from their hap- 
hazard effect, the Georgian home is 
symmetrical in plan and refined in 
exterior and interior decoration. Its 
details are all important features. 
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Secondly, the cottage-styles are 
adaptable to rural or village settings 
as well as eities, but the Georgian 


is primarily intended for cities or 


suburbs. 

Thirdly, with its plain exterior 
of red briek and its plastered in- 
terior, the Georgian home largely de- 
pends for its beauty upon nicety of 
detail, and it should not be urged to 
a prospective owner who cannot af- 
ford to carry it through completely.

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But if these eonditions are met— 
and they ean be met with economy 
—a home in the Georgian style will 
prove a delight to the beholder and a 
eomfort to its owner.

This aim resulted in a really mod- 
ern type of plan. Houses were not 
„ow and rambling’’; they were 
square or oblong, and a plan so com- 
pact as this is relatively the least 
expensive to build from today. 
Usually they were either two or 
three stories high, or two stories 
over an English basement.“ 

The main floors were divided into 
two parts by a central hall contain- 
ing an imposing staircase and 
flanked with parlors, living-rooms, 
music-rooms, libraries, kitchen and 
dining-rooms. The dining-room fre- 
quently was in the rear because it 
was considered bad taste to have this 
part of family routine for public. 
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Cireular, elliptical or octagonal 
rooms often were features of these 
homes. They were introduced to 
give variety to the interior. Another 
effort in this direction was the 
heightening of one chamber above 
the others. And coved or domical 
ceilings sometimes took the place of 
plain square-cornered ones. 

Of course, the most popular ma- 
terial for the construction of 
Georgian houses was, and still is, 
red brick. Stone was used in the 


mansions of the time. Some archi- 


tects employed smooth-surfaced, 
cream-tinted stucco, sometimes 
scored to resemble stone. But the 


2 typical Georgian residence shows an 


elevation of plain brick-work, with 
no elaborate patterning except at 
the cornice, and perhaps with an 
angle-quoins, string-courses at the 
story-levels and a treatment around 
the doors and windows of stone. 
This exterior treatment would be 
too severe if it weren’t for the per- 
fect proportioning and symmetrical 
arrangement of doors and windows. 
The windows were rather smaller 
than in the Tudor and Elizabethan 
manor-houses. They were set in 
plain white wooden sashes which 
were placed almost flush with the 
outer wall and flanked by green 
shutters. This touch of color re- 
lieved severity to a great degree. 
Unless there was an ‘‘English 
basement’’ which required a higher 


HE combination of dark hand rail, 
white balusters; then dark treads 
and white risers is very good, indeed. 
Here, stairs take a sharp turn at the 
top in the best Georgian manner. They 
are of ample width and open to the top 
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flight of stairs, the main entrance 
was reached by from three to five 
stone steps leading up from the side- 
walk. Hand-rails, quaint old lamp- 
holders or gates of wrought or cast 
iron designed in Greek forms usually 
finished off the entrance-steps, and 
a knocker of brass or bronze gave 
distinetion to the door. 

This usually was surmounted by 
a delieately leaded fan-light; col- 
umns or pilasters of Classical type 
stood at either side, and the entrance

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sisting of a pediment supported by 
columns or a hood of shell-design. 
Wide eaves and a steep gable-roof 
are not appropriate to such a house. 
It must have either a low hipped 
roof, or a pediment-roof, or one that 
slopes upward for a few feet and 
then terminates in a flat deck sur- 
rounded by a balustrade or parapet. 
This parapet will serve to sub- 
ordinate the chimneys, which in the 
Georgian style are not nearly so 
large or so prominent as in the 
earlier English styles. This type 
of roof must be finished off with a 
closed cornice of brick or wood, and 


oe window may appear to be 
overelaborate, but used in con- 
junction with brick or stone walls, the 
effect is altogether harmonious. Photo 
taken at Sutton Court, London 
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there can be some elaboration here, 
although not so much as to make 
the cornice overheavy. 

From this description, it will be 
seen that the exterior of the home in 
Georgian style is restraihed and 
formal, depending mostly upon its 
fineness of proportion and the per- 
feetion of its details. Its richer 
beauties are reserved for the in- 
terior. 

Here one of the chief features 
is the stairease. It is of ample 
width and is not enelosed for any 
part of its height. The steps are 
earpeted or uncarpeted, of light or 
dark wood, according to the general 
scheme of the interior. But the 
step-ends are consoled and usually 
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bear some finely designed seroll- 
Work. The newel-posts are heavy 
and frequently they rise above the 
hand-rail and carry some bit of 
statuary. The balusters may be of 
wood painted white and turned in 
any Classical profiles, or their places 
may be taken by wrought or cast 
iron of a scroll-design in which the 
acanthus or other Greek flower- 
forms appear. It is essential that 
the Classical aspect be maintained 
regardless of mediums used. 

- Every room has its fireplace; not 
necessarily in the end-wall, for by 
the Georgian period builders had 
learned how to construct inside flues 
which did not project outside the 
main walls. The fireplace for the 
home of this type must not be a 
homely little affair of brick or stone 
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GEORGIAN interior is not ornate 
with respect to wall treatment. 
White plaster in neat panels forms a 
background for Adam and Sheraton 
furniture. Hangings are simple as 
shown. Floors of polished hardwood 


with a wood lintel. It must be one 
of the most beautiful details in the 
whole house, with a well propor- 
tioned opening of marble or white 
wood. It will have Ionic or Corin- 
thian columns on either side and a 
frieze-band of Greek design above, 
surmounted by a mantel-shelf. 

The over-mantel will be either of 
a mirror surrounded by a graceful 
gilt frame or a plaster panel enclos- 
ing a family portrait, some charm- 
ing mural picture or some decora- 
tive pattern in moulding plaster. 

This suggests what the wall and 
ceiling treatment should be. Rough- 
textured, highly colored walls have 
no place here. Smooth surfaces, 
delicately colored and beautifully 
ornamented with plaster mouldings, 
or else the plaster panels filled with 
rich wall-fabrics—these are the au- 
thentic marks of the Georgian style. 
It became customary to treat the 
walls with a dado, large panels and 
a cornice-moulding. Some of the 
most beautiful ornamental plaster- 
ing to be found anywhere appears 
on the ceilings of homes built by 
Robert Adam and his brothers and 
the other Georgian architects. And 
there are three prin- 
ciples that must be 
followed if the ceil- 
ing decoration of 
the modern home in 
this style is to be 
right. 

First, the mould- 
ings must not be too 
light or to heavy for. 
the general propor- 
tions of the room. 
Second, the decora- 
tive forms must be 
Classical in their 
origin. And third, 
the grounds beneath 
the plaster ornaments 
should be tinted with 
soft yellows, greens 
or other colors, to re- 
lieve their barrenness. 

Such an interior is 
eompleted by careful 
attention to the floor- 
ing. In most of the 
cottage - styles of 
architecture, the floor 
must give the effect 
of wide planking. In 
Georgian homes, how- 
ever, where stone or 
tile is not desired, 
highly polished hard- 


wood floors are perfectly correct. 
This is not a ‘‘rag-rug style’’; there 
is almost no limit to the variety, the 


richness or the number of rugs that 


may be used. ' 

All told, a rather expensive style 
to build in, as you were warned. 
But it must be remembered that the 
Georgian is the period of Adam or- 
namentation, of Wedgwood cera- 
mics, of Chippendale, Hepplewhite 
and Sheraton furniture. To home- 
owners who can afford to carry 
through all these details, no style 
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ean be more satisfactory. But for 
most people, the cottage-styles are, 
after all, the most practical. 
It is significant that in our South 
the Georgian is represented in the 
Southern Colonial style. This type 
was adapted to the expensive taste 
of Southern families and could be 
carried out there successfully with 
the means at hand. 
In the North, however, where 
funds were limited, true Georgian 
became corrupted because of the 
cost of providing harmonious and 
authentic details. 
Without its details 
the Georgian loses its 
English flavor and 
becomes a plain build- 
ing devoid of char- 
acter. Hence, when 
we look fer this archi- 
tecture in the United 
States, we find for 
the most part but one 
phase of it, and that 
not truly representa- 

tive of the city type 
of English home. 


F ROM this type of 

Georgian we have 
derived our Southern 
Colonial style. Classi- 
cal columns add a cer- 
tain dignity not often 
found in details so 
fraught with intricate 
refinements. The man- 
ner in which windows 
above the door have 
been handled is well 
worth noting. If Cor- 
inthian columns are 
used without as shown 
here, they should be 
repeated for mantel 
treatment and wher- 
ever else a column is 
required. This insures 
harmony throughout 
the entire house 
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MPORTANT economy, rapidity, 

simplieity and flexibility of con- 

struetion were seeured by mak- 
ing the foundations for the 60-acre 
manufacturing plant of the Western 
Eleetrie Company with 200,000 yel- 
low pine piles up to 65 feet in 
length, which, at elevations of 3 to 
20 feet below high-tide level, sup- 
port eonerete piers, slabs and foot- 
ings for the buildings and other 
struetures of a $50,000,000 plant in- 
tended for the manufaeture of tele- 
phone cable and other telephone 
equipment. 

The loeation on the Passaie River, 
between Newark, N. J. and New 
York City, is economically and in- 
dustrially favorable, and the stand- 
ard foundation work adopted facili- 
tated uniform and desirable con- 
struetion by well-approved methods 
including standard equipment and 
ordinary labor. 

The type of foundations was well 
adapted to conditions and require- 
ments, and the work was carefully 
designed and weli exeeuted. It in- 
volved the driving of about 200,000 
blunt pointed piles through from 10 
to 50 feet of water, mud and sand

to satisfaetory refusal in a stratum 
of dense clay and sand, easily able 
to sustain 20 or 30-ton pile loads. 
Besides several ordinary drop ham- 
mers that were used for driving 40, 
000 piles in the first eonstruetion 
section seven MeKiernan-Terry 
double-acting steamhammers of sizes 
7-B and 11-B were installed on seven 
land and five water machines and 
these drove up to 104 piles per ham- 
mer in one 8-hour shift of a 7-man 
crew. 

As many of the piles as possible 
were driven by the floating machines 
that were equipped with telescopic 
leads, permitting the hammer to be 
submerged if necessary to a depth of 
30 feet, thus driving with ease, rap- 
idity and aeeuraey to the required 
grade without the necessity, expense 
or delay of eutoff. 

A small amount of air, compressed 
in Westinghouse machines to a maxi- 
mum of 16 pounds, was furnished 
by three Westinghouse pneumatic 
compressors and expelled the water 
from the outer cases of the pile ham- 
mers, permitting the moving parts 
to act as if operated above the sur- 
face. The exhaust was also dis- 
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charged above the surface of the 
water, and the tops of the piles were 
fitted into the bottoms of the ham- 
mers so that the latter moving in 
the leads, kept the piles accurately 
centered and firmly held until driven 
to refusal. 

Standard steam hammers of any 
size of this type are easily, quiekly 
and cheaply fitted for submerged 
operation, which has been sucess- 
fully performed on large jobs in 
Florida, for the foundations of the

Brooklyn Edison Electric Com- 
pany’s new power house, for the 
foundations of an important bridge 
on the Jersey Central Railroad and 
for one or two foreign jobs. 

On this job piles at sub-grade 2 
feet or more below high-tide level 
were driven by submerged hammers 
operated at all stages of the tide 
with as much ease and accuracy .as 
if on dry land. For deep submerg- 
ence, the areas were first dredged 
to hard stratum, the piles driven and 
then enclosed with cofferdams made 
with more than 25,000 square feet 
of Lackawanna 14-inch, 35-pound 
arch-web steel sheet piles, driven 
and in some cases pulled with 7-B 
steam hammers. The cofferdams 
and some of the foundation pits on 
shore were drained by one 10-inch, 
two 8-inch and one 6-inch Vortex 
electrically driven centrifugal 
pumps, manufactured by the Law- 
rence Pump & Engine Company, 
Lawrence, Mass. 

The area occupied by the build- 
ings in this section of the plant was 
partly 2 or 3 feet above tide-level 
and partly in shallow water where 
the piles were first driven to water 
level and then backfilled to receive 
the concrete footings. On shore 
many of the piles were driven 2 or 
3 feet below the surface by the use 
of ordinary followers, back of which 
the earth was excavated over and 
around them by three 34-yard Hay- 
ward orange-peel buckets (which, to-

gether with two 34-yard clamshells 
for excavating and handling mate- 
rial) were operated by the 45-foot 
booms of four Browning locomotive 
eranes that travelled on standard 
gauge tracks and delivered the spoil 
to trains of dump cars that removed 
it to storage in deep water, whence 
it was reclaimed by a 3-yard dipper 
dredge, loaded into scows, towed to 
sea and dumped. A large amount 
of dredging was done with 234-yard 
and 3-yard Hayward orange-peel 
and clamshell buckets delivering to 
dump scows alongside. 


VER 1/3-mile of wooden bulk 
head 40 feet wide was built 
with 4,000 piles driven by four 
floating machines. The transverse 
bents were each braced by three in- 
clined piles, securely bolted to the 
deck timbers, an operation that re- 
quired eight Chicago pneumatic tools 
for boring and hammering. 
A concrete seawall, 9 feet in 
height, that retained a heavy cinder 


READY to pour the floor slab over 
the tops of piles. In some cases 
it was necessary to cover soft surface 
soil first with a very lean concrete be- 
before a regular footing was placed 
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fill on the bulkhead deck, was con- 
structed along the outer edge of 
the bulkhead platform by concrete 
mixed at the rate of 250 yards per 
day in each of two of the contrac- 


tor 's standard floating plants. Each 


plant had a small elevated aggre- 
gate bin filled with stand and gravel 
handled by a 34-yard Hayward 
clamshell bueket and delivering di- 
rectly to the hopper of a I- yard 
Ransome mixer that was supplied 
with cement in bags, brought to its 
platform by a 40-foot Haiss flat con- 
veyor. The concrete was hoisted in 
a 40 foot tower and spouted through 
steel chutes supported on Insley 
trusses, pivoted to the hoisting tower 
and commanding an area of 160- 
foot radius. 

The floating plant delivered con- 
crete through a belt conveyor sys- 
tem on shore consisting of a 700-foot 
long conveyor elevated 10 or 15 feet 
above the surface of the ground, 
from which the concrete was dis- 
charged at any point to a movable 
eonveyor belt 200 feet long that 
traveled on rollers for the full 
length of the primary belt and deliv- 
ered at any point of its own length 
through a short chute to the founda- 
tion form in any location of the 200 
x 700-foot area served. 

Part of the substructure concrete 
was mixed in a land plant having a 
10-yard elevated storage bin filled 
with aggregate by a stiff-leg derrick

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Casting GYPSUM WALLS 
With Metal Forms

, | *WO hundred and ninety five 
hours of labor for the erection 
and taking down of the metal 

forms incidental to the pouring of 

gypsum eonerete for a total area of 

7,810 square feet of 8 inch walls is 

a typical example of the erection 

time required when this material and 

metal forms are used in combina- 
tion. 

This was the time required for 
the form work in building a two- 
Story, ten-room residence for Mrs. 
C. F. Sparks, 6320 Wyndown Road, 
Clayton, Mo. B. F. Nelson, St. Louis, 
was the architeet, and the Dunham 
Construetion Company were general 
contractors. 


The Sparks residence was not a. 


demonstration job. It was the usual 
run-of-the-contract type and the in- 
evitable erection difficulties were en- 
eountered. Gypsum was not speci- 
fied for the main bearing walls until 
after the partitions had been erected. 
So the material had to be poured 
around these, which slowed up the 
formwork and pouring. The work 
was done in February. | 

Only two courses of metal forms 
were used. These totaled 1,600 
square feet of forms, each form was 
used, on the average about five times. 
Half the labor hours were for car- 
penter labor and the other half for 
common labor. 

Another typical job was the ten- 
room, two-bath English type dwell- 
ing erected by Otis and Bruce in 
Salisbury Road, Sulgrave Addition, 
Louisville. There are 15,000 square 
feet of gypsum concrete walls in this 
Louse. These vary in thickness from 
15 inehes—walls where the stone ex-

terior finish was placed in the 
forms and brought up along with 
the walls—to 3 inches for some of 
the partitions. For this work two 
courses of forms totaling 2,500 
square feet were used, each form be- 
ing used about 57 times. | 

This pouring also was done in 
winter and took 496 labor-hours. 
Of this & little more than half was 
earpenter labor and the balance was 
common labor. 

Metal forms are individual units, 
sheets of metal, that are interlocked 
to make one smooth, continuous 
form. By combining units-of vari- 
ous sizes, the form is adjusted to 
the varying specifications of poured 
masonry walls. That is, the forms 
are made to turn cor- 
ners and fit odd spaces 
and to permit the erec- 
tion of a eurved wall. 
Each unit loeks to its 
neighbor, is self-con- 
tained and has at- 
tached to it two elamps 
which, by a single 
movement of the hand, 
lock it rigidly into 
place. 

Alignment of plate 
to plate is automatic- 


HE flexibility of 
metal forms for 
casting Gypsum walls is 
brought out to good ad- 
vantage in this illustra- 
tion. The building is a 
boiler house, poured in 
metal forms at Gypsum, 
O. Fractional-size forms 
are adjusted to fit odd 
size spaces and lengths 
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ally governed by stout dowel pins, 
stay rods or spreaders assure proper 
spacing between molds. After the 
first course is set and leveled, the 
wall may be carried upward in per- 
fect plumb and alignment to any 
height desired. 

The standard unit is a square of 
smooth 16-gauge sheet metal, 24 
inches by 24 inches. This is stiff- 
ened by a frame of 1 inch by 1 inch 
angle iron around its edges and an 
angle iron brace across its center. 
In the rim of the frame are set the 
dowel pins which align it in the 
form and fastened to one side are 
the two clamps that lock it into 
place. 

In addition to the standard 24 x 
24 units there are virtually only two 
other parts to the system. These 
consist of the corner connections 
and the various fractional units, 
from 2 inches to 22 inches, that 
make it possible to adjust the forms 
to any length. 

There are three styles of corner 
eonneetions—the inside and outside 
right angle connections and the 
hinged connections with which ob- 
tuse angles of any desired degree can 
be obtained on both the inside and 
the outside of the wall. 

The proper eombination of units 
to cast any particular wall may be

The location of doors and windows 
does not affect the selection of the 
mold units.

Used with gypsum, only two 
courses of forms are required. This 
is because of the rapid set of the 
gypsum which permits the removal 
of the first course of forms by the 
time the pouring of the second 
course 1s completed.

Used in the recommended propor- 
tions, this construction, when cured, 
has an ultimate compressive strength 
of from 900 to 1,300 pounds per 
square inch, with a weight of 85 to 
100 pounds per cubie foot. It is 
recommended for walls and parti- 
tions of residences not exceeding two 
stories, garages, service stations and 
one-story factory buildings where 
the wall-load is not excessive. 

Gypsum generates heat in setting 
and if aggregates free from frost are 
used with it, it can be poured in 
freezing weather. The set is regu- 
lated to suit working conditions on 
each partieular job. 

The rapid set of this concrete is 
explained by the fact that it is manu- 
factured from gypsum. It takes its 
set in the same manner as wall 
plaster—that is, it recombines with 
water and returns to the formation 
that gypsum rock possesses in the 
ground. Being a non-hydraulic ma- 
terial the exterior surfaces must be 
protected with a damp proofing 
compound and an exterior finish. 
Inside it provides its own base for 
wall plaster. This rapid set contri- 
butes to the economy when gypsum 
and metal forms are used in com- 
bination. Labor and a multiplicity 
of forms are saved. 

The exterior finishes applied over 
these buildings have been of all 
standard kinds. The Sparks resi- 
dence, mentioned at the beginning 


of this article, was finished with 
brick veneer. Another example of 
this finish is the Edward Klupmeyer 
two-story residence in Parks’ West 
Acres, Joliet, Illinois. 

In laying up the brick veneer, 
after a damp proofing compound 
had been applied to the Structolite 
walls, the brick were tied onto the 
Structolite with metal ties, which 
were embedded in the mortar and 
then nailed into the gypsum wall. 
This laying up of the brick was fa- 
eilitated by the smooth, uniform 
walls cast by the metal forms. Be- 
cause of the rapid set of the gypsum 
there was no loss of time between 
the casting of the walls and the 
erection of the exterior finish. On 
the inside of these houses, the walls 
were scored while still in a half- 
green eondition and the finish coat 
of plaster was applied directly with- 
out lath or furring strips. 

In several houses fireproof floors 
were formed of gypsum floor voids, 
suspended on Portland Cement con- 
erete beams. These floors were 
plastered directly on the underside 
for the ceiling-finish of the rooms 
below, the plaster and voids binding 
tightly together because of the nat- 
ural adhesion of gypsum to gypsum. 

The  Spanish-style, studio-type 
residence erected for C. E. Fredean 
in the Country Club addition, Min- 
neapolis, Minn., is an example of 
the adaptability of both gypsum con- 
crete and metal forms. This house 
was designed by Liebenberg and 
Kaplan, architects. The Manly 
Jackson Construction Company were 
general contractors. 

Windows and doors in this house 
are round-headed, and there is a 


mezzanine floor along one side of 
the interior. A perfect seal was 
cast around the framing for all open- 
ings. The exterior finish is colored 
stucco. The metal forms left true 
walls, in plumb all the way— ideally 
suited for the stucco finish. After 
the damp-proofing compound had 
heen applied, steel reinforcing fabric 
was nailed onto the gypsum walls 
and three coats of stucco applied. 
For the home of Dr. M. L. An- 
derson, Aurora, Illinois, an exterior 
finish of stone veneer was used. But 
instead of laying up the stone after 
the walls were cast, the strength of 
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| XTERIOR finish of stone veneer 

being brought up with Structolite 
walls. The home of Dr. M. L. Ander- 
son, Aurora, Illinois. Fred E. Carson, 
general contractor. The stones are 
pointed up after forms removed 


the metal forms permitted placing 
the stones in the forms and the cast- 
ing of the gypsum concrete around 
them. After the forms were re- 
moved the stones were pointed up 
with mortar. Thus the exterior fin- 
ish was brought up along with the 
walls. 

A group of two-family houses at 
Yonkers, N. Y., were built with the 
walls earried up to the ridge line 
on the gable-ends, chimneys, also, 
were brought up along with the 
walls. Such chimney construction 
has been carried up in almost all the 
cast gypsum houses erected. The 
fire-clay flue lining is placed in the 
form and the Structolite is poured 
around it, so that when the last 
course is removed the chimney re- 
quires only an exterior finish and 
capping. 

_A job of a different kind was the 
huge Egyptian ballroom, built over 
the ocean at Santa Monica, Cali- 
fornia. This structure had to be 
fireproof to insure the safety of the 
patrons and it also had to be erected 
in record time. Walls and bearing 
partitions are 6 inches thick. Much 
of the interior decoration was ap- 
plied directly on the Structolite. 
Figures and decorations in relief 
were chiseled out, and the decorators 
even took advantage of the form 
marks to enhance the decorative 
scheme.

and Hayward clamshell bucket. 
This bin delivered through a Blaw- 
Knox measuring hopper to a l-yard 
Ransome mixer that discharged to 
a bucket hoisted to the top of a 160- 
foot steel tower and was then dis- 
tributed to about 600 feet of chutes 
suspended from an aerial cable and 
supported on  pivoted counter- 
weighted trusses, all of the Insley 
system. 

This plant had a maximum record 
of about 400 yards in one 8-hour 
shift and received aggregate un- 
loaded from barges by clamshell 
buckets, stored and reclaimed or de- 
livered directly to an elevated load- 
ing hopper by clamshell buckets and 
thence loaded by gravity into 2- 
batch dump cars, pushed 300 feet 
by hand over a narrow gauge ser- 
vice track to the mixer. 

The concrete was made with 240,- 
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000 bags of Atlas portland cement, 
and for some of the floor slabs was 
placed on the leveled surface of the 
ground. In other places it was 
placed in forms and in some places 
the very soft surface soil was first 
covered with very lean concrete be- 
fore the regular footing or floor slab 
was placed. 

Where the land piles were driven 
below the surface with followers, the 
soil above the pile tops was ex- 
eavated by Hayward buckets oper- 
ated by the 45-foot booms of four 
Browning locomotive cranes that de- 
livered the spoil to 24 dump cars 
that deposited it in the river, whence 
it was subsequently dredged and re- 
moved in dump scows. 

The work was executed by Henry 
Steers, Inc., who employed a maxi- 
mum force of about 500 men cover- 
ing all-operations described.

a total of four pairs of folding glass 
doors, is the main dining room. It, 
too, is provided with a good fire- 
plaee, and off one side of the room, 
with easement windows in the out- 
side wall, is a sort of dining-porch 
annex. In this end of the building 
also, in addition to the kitchen, the 
first-floor plan includes the buffet, 
a men's shower room and one of the 
men's locker rooms. 

The opposite or left-hand end of 
the first floor, besides containing 
the entrance lobby, is devoted to the 
offiees and the women's section. In 
the latter respect, there are lounge, 
cloak room, locker room and shower 
room, the lounge possessing a small 
fireplace. 

The building, in the main, is but 
a single story high, but there are 
three different second-floor sections. 
The main one of these is located over 
the main dining room and men’s 
first-floor division, and is comprised 
of a large combined grill and lounge 
for men. coat room, buffet, pantry 
and additional shower and locker 
rooms. 

The division over the women’s 
section is devoted to two bed rooms, 
with a closet each, a billiard room, 
a large storage room and a bath, 
and the one in the extreme right- 
hand end is comprised of a room

gether with the protected terrace pro- 
vides unusually advantageous loung- 
ing quarters for Wilshire guests 


for female help, chef's room, a 
roomy linen storage, and a bath 
and a toilet. Thus, a rambling effect 
is maintained and at the same time 
ample accommmodations are pro- 
vided. 


CHEME of interior finish and 
deeorating is simple but very 
pleasing. The woodwork consists of 
pine throughout, which in the prin- 
cipal rooms is finished in a dark 
mahogany color and in the shower 
rooms, locker rooms and bed rooms is 
in white enamel. All walls are pleas- 
tered, and those of the assembly 
room, sun room, assembly-room cor- 
ridor, dining room, grill and lounge, 
offices, lobby and women’s lounge 
and cloak room are given a par- 
ticularly attractive rough-troweled 
finish. 

The color treatment of them is 
also uncommonly effective. In the 
corridor and sun room they are 
painted in a light lavender tint; in 
the assembly room, lobby, offices and 
women’s lounge and cloak room they 
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A MORE rugged treatment has been 
used in the Men’s Smoking 
Room. Here a solidly built fireplace 
and open beam work are featured 


are done in a light old-gold shade, 
and in the main dining room and 
men’s grill and lounge they are of 
a pale lemon color. The massive- 
appearing fireplace of the assembly 
room, however, instead of cor- 
responding with the tinting of the 
walls, stands out in a plaster finish 
of very light French gray. 


HE especially interesting fea- 

ture of decorative scheme of sun 
room is comprised of an arch-like 
treatment over the numerous win- 
dows, of arabesque design in strong 
analogous colors. Hardwood floors 
naturally prevail in all the main- 
used divisions, and the assembly 
room, on occasion, is used for club 
dances. 

There is a roomy basement under 
the kitchen end of the building, 
which, wailed and floored with con- 
crete, is partitioned into furnace 
and fuel room, steam room, and so 
forth; and the building is com- 
pletely and modernly equipped in 
every respect, including steam heat- 
ing, refrigeration plant, hot and cold 
running water, high-pressure steam 
for cooking, and other conveniences. 

Special attention has been given 
to making the interior bright and 
airy in appearance; and the ar- 
tificial lighting scheme, which in- 
cludes both lantern-like fixtures sus- 
pended from the ceiling and brack- 
eted wall lights in the assembly 
room and great inverted-dome fix- 
tures of deep orange radiance in the 
dining room and some of the other 
divisions, has been carefully worked 
out to produce a most pleasing and 
cheerful effect at night. In brief, 
this club building, in its entirety, 
is an exceedingly satisfactorily plan- 
ned country club home. 

Builders and architects have com- 
bined to give an effect—sumptuous 
and still true to^simple mission.

Is FEAR a Construction 


NE of the prominent men in 

the Building industry said 

recently, that the biggest 
problem facing the honest building 
contractor was the price-cutter. At 
two recent conventions which I at- 
tended—one for master-painters and 
the other for general contractors— 
the same thing was voiced. It is 
undoubtedly true that the irrespon- 
sible contractor, be he a builder, 
a painter or a plumber, is a menace 
to sound business development. But 
price-cutting is often more a disease 
than a conscious crime, and, as such, 
it needs scientific treatment. An 
analysis of a number of cases of 
price-cutting was made recently and 
in nearly every case it developed 
that the party submitting too-low 
estimates thought he was estimating 
fairly, and at a figure that would 
bring him a legitimate profit on his 
labor. 

In other words, a lot of price- 
cutting is due to Ignorance. But 
ignorance is the mother of some- 
thing worse—Fear; that is why the 
ignorant contractor not only does 
not know how to estimate properly, 
but he is always afraid that some- 
body else will bid a bit lower, and 
to increase his own chances he makes 
another cut before putting in his 
estimate. 

Before we discuss this highly in- 
tangible yet very potent factor in all 
business relationships—the factor of 
Fear, may I say a little on the sub- 
ject of ignorance and its relation

Mr. Peel. Costs, not com- 
petition, should fix the bid 


to price-cutting. There is a ten- 
dency to always look on the price- 
cutter as a shyster, a bad-egg, a 
traitor to his class and calling; but, 
as has already been pointed out, 
there is with us today the uncon- 
scious price-cutter, or, the ignorant 
estimator. Hundreds in this class 
go out of the picture before they 
have been in business twelve 


months; but they are replaced as 


quickly as they die off—so it would 
seem, at least. 

This magazine has always been in 
the van in advocating sound meth- 
ods of costing and estimating, and 
evidences are not wanting that all 
over the country men are thor- 
oughly alive to the need for scientific 
cost-accounting methods. Yet not- 
withstanding this, there is still far 
too large a proportion of men in the 
building contracting industry, and 
its allied trades, who are ignorant 
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WHAT BECOMES

of some of the fundamental and es- 
sential factors in building costs. 

As an example, let us look for a 
moment at the graphic presentations 
shown here, which depict in a man- 
ner that may be readily grasped. 
some elementary yet basic facts 
which every contractor ought, to be 
familiar with, and which many are 
not. How many building con- 
tractors know what proportion of 
the productive dollar is spent for 
Labor and what proportion goes 
into Material? Chart ‘‘A’’ shows 
this at a glance, and these figures 
are Department of Labor data, 
therefore they may be accepted as 
being quite accurate. But to go a 
step farther: 

How many contractors could take 
the Building Dollar and break it up 
and tell us just how much goes into 
masonry, carpentry, plumbing, and 
so forth? We are of course think- 
ing now of proportions based on the 
law of averages, and this is some- 
thing all builders should know. 


CONTRACTOR was telling me 

a short while back, that more 
than once he has been able to spot an 
error in an estimate simply because 
he knew the ratio of cost between one 
elass of work and another. 

Now let us carry this still another 
step further, and translate the per- 
centages into terms of dollars and 
cents, as is shown on next page. 
Here is information which is surely 
vital. ‘These figures also are based 
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on average costs throughout the 
country and are prepared by the De- 
partment of Labor at Washington. 

It must not be understood that I 
am advocating that building con- 
tractors should fill their heads with 
a lot of interesting statistics and 
should accept these as a basis on 
which to do their own estimating. 
Far be it from us! But what I mean 
to imply is, that the contractor who 
is conducting his business properly 
will know all these things from his 
own records, and they will be the 
sub-eonsejous foundation on which 
he wil build up all his estimates 
and eosts. Statistics, however, are 
not to be despised for they are baro- 
metric indications of fluctuating 
values and are standards against 
which we.may compare our own 
costs, rates, and charges. 

In approaching the subject of 
Fear as one of the great causes for 
price-cutting, we are entering into a 
field provocative of a good deal more 
thought than open expression, and I 
venture to think that we have been 
the losers, since most of the funda- 
mental realities of life and business 
are intangible forces and abstract 
qualities. But it is not my intention 
to sermonize; let me illustrate the 
point by an incident which actually 
happened. 

P.B. was a salesman ; the fact that 
he sold plumbing supplies and not 
buildings, does not weaken the argu- 
ment in the least. When J. S.—who 
had just got off the New York train 
— met P.B. on Main Street of a 
Southern town, looking just about as 
unhappy as a man can look, he saw 
at once that something had failed 
to click in the arrangements of his 
young friend. Seizing him by the 
arm he said ‘‘For heaven’s sake, 
man, cheer up! Let's eat. 

He dragged him off to the Raleigh 
Hotel where innocent salesmen pay 
Biltmore priees for a good meal— 
but it is a good one. While they 
negotiated soup, fried chicken, 
candied yams, and pie, the older 
man steered P.B. off his troubles; 
but when they reached the coffee 
and eigar stage, J.S. took from his 
note book a piece of paper, and 
wrote on it— Inter FEARance 
then passed it across the table. 

The salesman looked at it, then at 
the man epposite, but the idea didn t 
catch on.

NTIL recently all built-in beds 
were steel, with steel head 
and foot ends. These steel 
beds are made in attractive designs, 
highly finished, and are handsome 
pieces of furniture, of which no one 
need feel ashamed if it is necessary 
to keep them down in the daytime, 
as in the case of siekness. Recently, 
however, built-in beds with wooden 
head and foot ends have been de- 
signed as the wood has a softness, 
warmth and beauty, which is ad- 
mired by many. It is possible now 
to get built-in beds in a smaller 
space than ever before—into a 
closet with a smaller opening, and 
still give ready access in and out 
of the closet at all times. In addi- 
tion, the doors of the closet may be 
closed when the bed is odwn in the 
room in sleeping position, so that 
there is no opening at the head of 
the bed. Inside the closet there is 
plenty of room to hang clothes and 
for all other ordinary closet uses. 
One important factor in the in- 
stallation of built-in or closet beds 
is that there are no special costs for 
special sized doors from the mill, 
but ordinary stock sized doors are 
used. Thus doors, either 2 foot, 6 
inches, or 2 foot, 8 inches in width 
by 6 foot, 8 inches or 7 foot in 
height, and of the usual thickness, 
are used. 
Various types of installation and 
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concealment are employed. Women 
usually like the concealment afford- 
ed by mirrored French doors. There 
is a class and distinction to a well- 
built French door that adds to the 
attractiveness of the room, and, in 
addition, the mirrors in the door 
make the room appear larger and 
deeper. Moreover, the mirrors re- 
flect light, brightening the room. The

French doors, however, do not ex- 
haust the various type of bed con- 
cealments, as they are made with 
almost any type door manufactured. 

But for those who do not care for 
the door concealment there is a 
panel-room concealment that is very 
effective. This is a room in which 
all walls are paneled and the con- 
cealment is done so skillfully that 
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ICTURE to left shows panelled 
room. No suggestion here of the 
bedroom effect so easily produced by 
revolving the panels and bringing out 
the beds as shown in above picture 


no one would suspect that a bed 
was hidden behind one of the panels. 

The best built-in beds are built 
and equipped in such a manner that 
they cannot possibly ‘‘jacknife’’ nor 
will the legs collapse, letting the 
front of the bed down to the floor. 
In addition, solid clamps hold the 
bed clothing in place when the bed 
is upended, so that it cannot tumble 
down or pile or bunch at the lower 
end. 

Built-in beds can be aired as 
freely and more efficiently than any 
other beds and they have the fur- 
ther advantage that they may be 
thoroughly cleaned with less work 
with a vacuum cleaner or brush 
than the old-style standard bed. In 
fact, the built-in bed is really more 
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sanitary than the standard bed 
type. 

Another davantage of the built- 
in bed is its assistance in solving the 
servant problem by giving the maid 
a room in which she ean conceal her 
bed and entertain her eompany, or 
rest, or read, or sew—a real, though 
small, living room for herself in- 
stead of a cooped-up bedroom. 

In the West built-in beds have 
proved extremely popular in small 
bungalows built on a common court,

F RENCH doors conceal this type of

Built-in or closet beds are now 
being used in so many different 
kinds of homes and buildings that 
manufacturers of this type of bed 
predict that the old-style standard 
bed will virtually become obsolete 
and that most of the population will 
eventually be sleeping on beds that 
are concealed from sight in the day- 
time. 
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BUILDING costing between $8,000, 

000 and $10,000,000 to be built by 
builders, owned by builders, and occu- 
pied by builders, is to arise on the 
Southwest corner of Wacker Drive and 
La Salle Street, Chicago. 

The skyscraper will be called the 
Builders‘ Building, and apparently ar- 
rangements have been completed to fol- 
low the announcement of the project with 
immediate activity toward its comple.

Plans have been made by 
Graham, Anderson, Probst and White, 
architects. Contracts for the building 
have been awarded to the John Griffiths 
& Sons Company. S. W. Strauss & Co., 
have underwritten the first mortgage 
bond issue for $5,000,000. 

The structure will be in the natura of 
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a Bourse and it will house 
the Building Contractors 
Employers’ Assn., Master 
Steamfitters’ Assn., the 
Builders’ Association of 
Chicago, the Iron League of 
Chicago, the Illinois High- 
way Contractors’ Assn., the 


ciated General Contraetors 
and the Builders’ Club will 
be represented in 10,000 
feet of space specially de- 
signed. 

A notable feature will be 
a rotunda, combining see- 
ond and third floor where a 
complete building exhibit 
will be on permanent dis- 
play. Building supply houses 
will be represented on the 
second floor of this exhibit, 
and on another floor will be 
an exhibit for builders’ and 
contractors’ equipment. 

The exterior of the build- 
ing will be suggestive of 
straight lines and the gen- 
eral plan will be thor- 
oughly American in archi- 
tecture. Construction will 
be steel fireproof and will 
be the first building of 
major importance in Chi- 
cago to have concrete floors 
throughout. A garage to house approxi- 
mately 150 cars will be used in con- 
junction with the building. t

One of the organizations in Eng- 
lund that has taken up the cause of the 
frame houses is the Incorporated Society 
of Auctioneers. According to a writer 
in the Land Agents’ Record, a British 
trade journal, the inquiries pursued by 
the Society point strongly to the desir- 
ability of the general introduction of 
frame houses for suburban and country.

Emergency Clip for Wire 
Rope 

E rope should always be made 

fast with rope elips of proper 

size. No other method of holding a line 

is as efficient or as safe if the work is 


done right and the clip is of the proper 
size. 

In the case illustrated here, however, 
a clip of the proper size was not avail- 
able and it was imperative that the line 
be made fast at once due to an emer- 
gency. A rope clip of a size too large 
was used in the manner shown. The clip 
was set on the line in the regular man- 
ner and the extra space filled by insert- 


ing a bolt between the rope and the face 
of the clip. This worked fine. 

It must be recalled, however, that this 
is only a temporary measure, and that 
lines so held should be fastened with 
clips of the proper size as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Resisting Cable Pull 


98 a builder is hard put to 
find an anchorage for the pulley of 
his hoisting elevator, and for this reason 
he selects one of the columns which 
support the building. 

If the load is light, and the column 
is securely anchored there is no danger 
but if the load is heavy and the column 
is a light one, set in fresh concrete 
there is a good chance for the column 
to be pulled out from under the beam 
it supports and to bring a section of the 
building down with it when it falls. 

The contractor on whose job this illu- 
stration was made was taking no such 
chances. He was playing safe by brac- 
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ing the column at the base where the 
load was applied so that the pull of 
the line on the pulley was taken by the 
bracing and not by the column proper. 
The bracing consisted of a 2” plank, 
set against a stake in the 
ground, and forced down 
towards the base of the 
column with a maul so 
that it fitted perfectly 
tight. 

The end of the plank 
was notched so that it 
would engage the column, 
and a block was nailed 
across the plank close to 
the notch in order to pre- 
vent the plank from split- 
ting and wrecking things. 

In order to prevent the brace from 
slipping upwards another plank was run 
from the ceiling overhead to the brace, 
and there nailed in place. This second 
vertical plank is prevented from slip- 
ping down the brace by the same block 
which keeps the brace from splitting.

Holding Furring Strip 
HERE brick walls are erected and 

it is necessary to plaster them, 
furring must be used since the brick 
due to their absorbent qualities makes 
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plastering directly upon them impos- 
sible. If plaster is set on an outside 
wall it will soon drop off, due to the 
fact that the moisture will destroy the 
bond between the plaster and the brick. 


When setting furring strips in rooms 
where the floors are of concrete, it may 
be well to set a few blocks in the con- 
crete so that the beams of the furring 
strips can be nailed to the blocks. Thus, 
the furring strips will be held firmly at 
the bottoms. 

In the illustration shown here the wall 
was ‘‘dished’’ and it was necessary to 
block the strips out from the wall. 
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Terra Cotta Trim 


Cy of the advantages in using terra 
cotta for exterior trim is the fact 
that this material lends itself to being 
readily held in place by artificial means 
instead of depending upon its own 
weight to hold it in position as is the 
case with cut stone. 

This is because the pieces need not 


be solid, but are hollowed out, and just 
enough ribbing and bracing provided to 
supply the strength necessary to stand 
the compression the piece is required to 
undergo. 

The photographs show a method of 
holding the surface trim to brick back- 
ing. This is done by setting steel anchor 
hooks in the joints as shown in the 
sketch. The hooks are set in the joints 
of both the terra cotta and the brick 
behind it so that no part of them is 
visible to the passer-by. 
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Simplified Arrangement 
for Derrick 


HERE is no substitute for a good and 
well built derrick, of which many 
varieties are to be found on the market. 
It is necessary, however, to find a hoist 


in a hurry sometimes and it is at such 
occasions as these that the arrangement 
illustrated here will come in handy. It 
consists of just a few pieces of plank 
picked up at random about the job. 

Two 3”x6"s are set in the form of an 
X as shown, and the boom, a 3"x8" is 
rested in the crotch of the X formed by 
the 3'"x6"s. In order to stiffen the ar- 
rangement and make the X more rigid, 
a cleat is thrown across the legs as 
shown in the illustration. 

A nail or two should also be driven 
so that the boom and the cleat as well as 
the legs of the X and the cleat, are held 
tightly. This is an excellent arrange- 
ment for lifting light loads. 


Changing Direction of 
Hoist Line 


[5 a building where a hoisting elevator 
of comparatively light capacity was 
used, the method illustrated here served 
admirably for changing the direction of 
the hoist line. 
A pulley was fastened to the joists 


below with wire and the line ran through 
it. In order to keep the pulley upright 
at all times a thin wire was fastened to 
the ring at the end and then run up to 
the ceiling as shown in the sketch. 

It is important that the wire used to 
hold the pulley upright be used since 
if the pulley is allowed to lie on the 
floor on its side there is a possibility 
of the load line slipping out of the 
groove on the pulley wheel when the load 
is applied. 

This means the hoist will have to be 
stopped until the line can be put back 
in the groove again. 
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Securing Trim to Wall 
of Brick House 


OLLOW tile, usually 5x8x12", are 
commonly used to back face brick. 


I take piece of wood 2x4x8" and drive 
l6d nails so they project on each side 


of the block and far enough from the 
face of the 2x4" so that the nails will 
come in contcat with the back of the 
front wall of the tile when built in place. 
The space between the block and the 
back of the face briek I fill with mortar 
to prevent the block from moving while 
trim is being nailed in place. 

To hold casing and frame in places, I 
use piece of 2x4s" and drive four 8d 
nails in same. The 2x4” blocks I make 
the length of a brick and bed them in 
mortar as I do brick. The nail will bite 
into the brick just above and below the 
block and make a firm foundation to 
nail trim to.—D. W. Daley. 


One Way to Remove 
Varnish, Etc. 


HEN it is desired to remove var- 
nish or paint, the following mix- 
ture will be found very efficacious: 
Make two quarts of thick starch and add 
four tablespoonfuls of lye. Mix thor- 
oughly and apply to surface of wood or 
metal, and after several minutes wash off 
well with a coarse brush. 
This is much cheaper than varnish re- 
mover and it does not discolor or mar 
the finest surface. Do not use a good 
brush, however, as it affects the hair.— 
Albert Korte. 


Protecting Blue Prints 


HEN a rubber band is placed 

around a roll of blue prints it 
has, as we all know, a tendency to tear 
the last sheet. To prevent this the writer 
adopts a very simple method. By fold- 
ing tho last sheet back about a half or 
three-quarters of an inch, so that a 
double-strength edge meets the rubber 
band, tearing is to a large extent avoided. 
—Neil Nelson. 


Color Plaster Above 
Moulding 


É ess following procedure has proved 
valuable in doing away with the 
white plaster showing between the pie- 
ture moulding and cornice or beam 
ceiling. 

When finishing the living or dining 
room with beamed or cornice ceiling it 
is difficult to put up picture moulding so 
that the hooks will easily enter and be 
parallel with eornice and yet not have the 
white plaster show from opposite side 
of the room. To overcome this a fillet 
can be used under the moulding, but 
this makes the room look out of propor- 
tion with the height of the ceiling. 

A very simple remedy is to have some 
dark varnish stain, and before the car- 
penter puts the moulding in place, he can

brush the varnish stain on the plaster, 
and then nail on the moulding. The 
painting takes but a few minutes and 
makes a big improvement in the job.— 
L. B. Hebb. 


For Painting Sash 


HENEVER I have small glass to 
set, as in French doors or cab- 
inets, or anywhere where the sash or 


frames have to be painted several times, . 


I first cut a piece of paper the size of 
the glass, place it on the glass and then 
put the glass in place. If wood stop is 
used, paper can be used on either side. 

After painting is done, take a sharp 
knife and cut paper out. Then figure 
up the time you have saved in painting 
your sash and in cleaning glass. 

This method insures a clean cut edge 
next to the glass.—C. L. Brooks.

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Hot Water Pipes Laid 
Under Ground 


NLESS laid with ample means of 
insulation, hot water or steam pipes, 
when laid under ground, lose much of 
their heat. The drawing shows how the 


hot water pipe was laid from the fur- 
nace in the basement to the garage. 

A ditch was dug on the shortest line, 
its bottom about one ft. below the front 


line. A box of 1” boards and measuring 
8” on the outside was then made in units 
and with a total length equalling that of 
the ditch. 

The box was then assembled in the 
ditch and wires run through the sides 
at frequent intervals far enough below 
center so that the pipe when laid upon it, 
would be in the exact center of the box. 
The wires were bent up and down on 
the outside and the ends secured with 
staples. 

Next the pipe line was laid. When 
both ends had been connected up, straw 
was packed into the box about the pipe 
and the top nailed on. Then the ditch 
was filled.—Dale R. Van Horn.

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Painting With Red 


ED lead differs from white 
R lead in that it consists of 
pure metallic lead plus oxy- 
gen, while white lead consists of pure 
metallic lead plus carbonic acid gas. 
When the metal lead is heated in 
the furnace and air is allowed to 
pass freely over its molten state 
litharge is formed; further heating 
produces orange mineral, and 
further heating gives the red lead 
used in painting. 

The presence of some litharge in 
the red lead is the cause of its 
hardening in the pot after mixing 
with oil, as litharge is a powerful 
drier. 

Broadly speaking, the greater the 
amount of litharge in the red lead 
the heavier the latter is. This causes 
settling in the pot, and hence red 
lead paint must be kept stirred while 
in use. 

Government specifications call for 
a red lead containing at least 94 per 
cent. red lead, and many railroads, 
using much red lead paint, use about 
the same specifications. This gives 
the maximum bulkiness and fine- 
ness. 

It is not possible to give a ready- 
mixed red lead paint for the rea- 
sons given. To insure from settling 
and hardening in the can other sub- 
stances must be added, and these 
lower the efficiency of the red lead, 
in most cases at least. 

The only way we can have pure 
red lead paint is by mixing it on 
the spot, using the dry red lead and 
linseed oil, no driers. 

Understanding the great value of 
red lead as a paint material one 
may wonder that it is not more gen- 
erally used as a common paint, or 
as white lead is used. It cannot be, 
as its nature renders it unfit for 
general painting purposes. 

First, its color; how could it an- 
swer the general painting purposes 
with this objectionable feature? But 
it may and should be used more than 
it is, just as the British painters do.

They use it quite frequently in prim- 
ing wood surfaces; signs are espe- 
cially primed with it. 

But it is particularly adapted to 
painting on metal, as it is a very 
elastic pigment, allowing of expan- 
sion and contraction without crack- 
ing of the coating. This white lead 
does less efficiently, and zinc ox- 
ide not at all. 

Red lead paint also hardens with- 
out shiveling, even in heavy coats. 
It gives the most perfect insoluble 
combination of all forms of protec- 
tive paints. It yields no oxygen to 
iron or steel even when exposed to 
dampness. 


ED lead must be finely ground 

if the minimum amount of 
settling in the pot is to be had. 
Some red leads are very coarse and 
crystalline, being then unfit for 
paint. Examine red lead under a 
microscope for this defect. 

It is advised to mix red lead paint 
only when ready to apply it, but by 
the following method it may be 
mixed the day before wanted for 
use: 

Mix up the dry lead with enough 
oil to form a stiff paste, and next 
morning, when ready to use it, add 
enough oil to form the paint. Stir 
the oil into it thoroughly and stir 
in the pot frequently while using 
it. This is necessary because when 
not kept stirred you use the thin 
oily part and get the heavy later on. 

Red lead paint should be mixed 
thin and be brushed out well; let 
one coat dry perfectly before ap- 
plying the next coat. A satisfac- 
tory thinning may be had by using 
33 lbs. of dry red lead to the gallon 
of raw linseed oil and a quart of 
turpentine; if not then thin enough 
add a little more oil. 

As a rule turpentine should not 
be used in red lead paint, but it is 
found useful for damp weather or 
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when the weather is cold, as it ren- 
ders the paint easier to brush out. 

It is the custom to use boiled oil 
with red lead paint, but this is not 
to be commended, at least not for 
Steel structural work. It does not 
saponify sufficiently to prevent free 
lead and uncombined oil in the 
paint, the result of which is that 
the free oil must oxidize by absorp- 
tion from the air, this oxidized oil 
finally becoming brittle, when it 
perishes. Nor is such paint water- 
proof, hence cannot protect the 
metal. 

Some mix the dry lead with water 
to form a stiff pulp, then they stir 
into the mass raw linseed oil. This 
must be done very briskly, in order 
to force union of water and oil. The 
lead will remain in suspension for 
hours. After applieation the water 
dries out. 

Another plan is by incorporating 
whiting with the red lead, which 
prevents sagging in addition to set- 
tling. When red lead paint is ap- 
plied in too heavy a coat it sags, 
and especially on a hard or very 
elose surface. Whiting, unless used 
in great amount, will not alter the 
color of the red, nor does it appear 
to affeet the wearing of the paint. 


A PROPORTION of one-half may 

be safely used, and three- 
fourths is the proportion used in 
some certain cases. It causes the 
paint to work easier under the 
brush, and some claim that it adds 
elasticity to the coating. The red, 
when objectionable, may be modified 
with lampblack, which improves the 
paint by increase of elasticity. The 
addition of one-sixteenth of an 
ounce of lampblack to the pound of 
red lead gives a fine chocolate brown 
color, but not more than this amount 
should be given for best wearing 
results. And when lampblack is add- 
ed there should be more oil used 
in its mixing, as the black takes up 
more oil than red lead does.

USCON 
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E are asked to discuss the rights 

and liabilities of a general 

contractor under the following 
stated circumstances: 

A contract to erect a dwelling-house 
embodies specifications in the form pre- 
scribed by the American Institute of 
Architects, including articles referring 
to delays beyond the control of the con- 
tractor. The agreement binds the con- 
tractor to complete the work within 
twelve months and provided for an al- 
lowance of $25 to the owner for each 
day’s delay in completion beyond that 
time. The specifications require the con- 
tractor to make an allowance for tile 
to be installed. The contractor, on di- 
rection of the owner’s architect, placed 
an order with a tile contractor desig- 
nated by the architect and owner. The 
tile contractor, in turn, ordered the 
necessary tile from Spain, but rejected 
the shipment on its arrival because of 
damaged condition. A second order was 
placed, but the tile received under it was 
partly damaged, too. 

The general contractor is being de- 
layed on this account and the owner 
threatens to exact $25 per day under the 
provision abeve set forth. 

The tile contractor’s proposal filed 
with the architect, and made a basis of 
his contract, contains a delay clause, 
which, presumably, protects him. 

The facts presented strongly tend to 
show that the owner will not be in a 
position to enforce the delay clause re- 
ferred to. However, should litigation 
arise it is likely that the crucial point 
will be whether or not the tile contract 
is, in effect, a subcontract or an in- 
dependent contract. 

And, on the facets presented, that is a 
fairly close question. But we believe 
that, giving an equitable interpretation 
to the general contract as a whole, al- 
most any court would decide that the 
general contractor is not to be charged 
with delays resulting directly and neces- 
sarily from the tile situation. 

It is a well settled law that a builder 
iis not liable for delays caused by the 
owner's architect or engineer or by in- 
dependent contractors. On the other 
hand, it is equally well settled that acts 
of third persons for which the owner is 
not responsible will not excuse delay in 
completion of the work undertaken by 
the general contractor. This applies

specially to acts of third persons from 
whom the general contractor has con- 
tracted to buy materials, or to whom 
subcontracts have been awarded. 

If the general contractor should be 
held liable in this case, it must be on 
the theory that the tile contractor is his 
subcontractor. Perhaps, the strongest 
circumstance tending to support such 
conclusion is that the general contractor 
seems to have contracted directly with 
the tile contractor. There is an intima- 
tion that the only excuse for such a di- 
rect contract having been made between 
the general contractor and the tile con- 
tractor is that the owner, through his 
architect, directed that this be done. 
This is, at best, a lame excuse. 


H AVING obligated itself to complete 
the building by a certain time, it 
was at least a bit careless of the general 
contractor to make the tile contractor 
in form his subcontractor, without care- 
fully preserving immunity from liability 
for delays caused by the tile contractor 
or his material men. This is particularly 
true since the general contractor was ap- 
parently advised when the tile con- 
tractor’s agreement was submitted to 
him for execution that the tile contractor 
had protected himself against any such 
delay as arose. 

But the outstanding equitable con- 
siderations are that the general con- 
tractor was virtually bound to follow the 
dictates of the architect and the owner 
as to the person to whom the tile con- 
tract should be awarded; that the form 
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of contract with the tile contractor was 
passed upon by the owner's architect; 
and that the architect selected the par- 
ticular kind of tile to be used. It may 
well be that a court would determine 
that these considerations compel an in- 
terpretation of the delay clause as not 
applying to causes virtually beyond the 
control of the general contractor. 

As a practical matter, all that the gen- 
eral contractor can do is to place his 
case in the hands of a good local lawyer 
and trust to him to resist any claim the 
owner may make under the damage 
clause. 

It may prove to be inadvisable to at- 
tempt to hold the owner liable for dam- 
ages resulting to the contractor from the 
tile contractor’s delay, unless the owner 
stands on his damage claim, in which 
case the general contractor seems to 
have nothing to lose in counterclaiming 
damages on the theory of being delayed 
through fault of one for whose aets the 
owner is responsible. 


Sunday Contracts 


At policy held by a Minnesota 

contractor expired Sunday, Decem- 
ber 6, 1925, and a renewal policy bears 
that date. We are asked whether or not 
the new contract is valid, whether loss 
could be collected. 

In no event does the mere dating of a 
contract affect its validity. Presumably 
this policy was actually issued on some 
week day preceding or following the 
Sunday on which it is dated. If ao, 
there can be no question as to its 
validity. It was proper to make the new 
policy date from the expiration of the 
old, so that there would be continuous 
insurance in force. 

To accept delivery of a policy on Sun- 
day is inadvisable, since it leaves a 
semblance of ground for questioning its 
validity, but it seems that under the 
liberal attitude adopted by the Min- 
nesota Supreme Court even such a policy 
would be enforceable. And, under the 
decisions of courts throughout the coun- 
try, any invalidity of a contract entered 
into on Sunday is cured by subsequent 
recognition of its validity, on a week. 
day. For example, the receipt of a pre- 
mium payment on a week-day would, in 
our judgment, cure any legal defect aris- 
ing from delivery of policy Sunday. 
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practically constant, and so reflected 

favorably upon building activity in 
this country. The total, $547,792,400, as 
reported by F. W. Dodge Corp., owed 
considerable to Pittsburgh District which 
had its highest total so far this year. 
The month of June, only 2% below the 
corresponding month of 1925 enabled the 
first half year total to exceed the 1925 
period by 13%. 

The figure for the first six months was 
the highest on record for that period of 
any year. Total: $3,113,158,500. 43% 
of the June report was attributed to resi- 
dential and 18% to public works. Work 
contemplated for the 37 Eastern states 
was reported to the extent of $807,281,- 
800, 2% over May, 1926 and 16% over 
June last. 


New York District 

In New York District, $127,149,600 was 
expended in building contracts. This 
represented an increase of 4% over June, 
1925, and was 9% below May. Resi- 
dential took 56%. The January-June 
record of $895,979,600 was 43% in excess 
of the same period of 1925. New work 
reported for June showed a gain of 23% 
over the same month of last year. 

New England Districts 

Contracts in the New England District 
dropped 9% below June, 1925. The 
volume was also below the previous 
month. Forty-seven per cent of the $38,-

993,800 went for residential. New work 
exceeded bath May, 1926 and June last. 
Total for the first six months was prac- 
tically constant with the corresponding 
period of last year. 


Mid-Atlantic District 


Mid Atlantic States ran to a $53,067,- 
600 figure, an increase of 18% over a 
year ago. The month’s record, slightly 
below May, 1926, alloted 45% to resi- 
dential. New work showed an increase 
over June, 1925. An increase of 8% was 
computed for the first six months. 


Pittsburgh District 


A, volume of $95,061,300, representing 
a 48% increase over May and a 51% 
increase over June last was reported. 
Residential commanded 32% and public 
works 24%. Despite this huge monthly 
total, the figure for the first half of 1926 
dropped slightly below the corresponding 


period of last year. A volume of con- 
templated construction, 37% more than 
last June, was represented in the $97,- 
645,400 total. 


Middle West District 

An increase of 4% over May was the 
signal feature of the $146,639,000 con- 
tract award reported. The total was 19% 
below June. Residential: 40% of all 
construction. The six month’s construe- 
tion total for the district was $709,225,- 
300, practically constant for the same 
period of 1925. 


Northwest District 

Total volume was $10,398,800, of which 
residential took 34%. The total showed 
slight decreases. New work, however, 
showed gains of 19% and 35% over May 
and June, 1925, respectively. An in- 
crease of 6% was figured in total for 
first six months. 


South Atlantic District 
Construction total: $51,701,000. This 
district suffered a slight decrease from 
May and 30% from June last. The gain 
in the six months period was 28%. 


The Gulf District 
Texas continued to increase the 1926 
total at a good rate. Volume was $24,- 
781,300 or 21% over the same month last 
year. First half of 1926 showed a 39% 
gain over the 1925 period. New work 
exceeded June last.

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As P.B. was checking out the next 
morning to catch the train back to 
New York, he was paged for the 
telephone. Taking down the re-

S. speaking. That order is your’s. 
We thought it over and we prefer 
to do business with people like you.

Don’t run away with the idea 
that our friend J.S. was one of those 
people who believe only in thinking 
rightly and constructively, and then 
going off in a trance, and expect 
things to just happen. Oh, no! he 
was not of that ilk. He did believe 
in right thinking, that is, in think- 
ing more of the good than the pos- 
sible evil; but he believed just as in- 
tensely of going out and working, 
on the strength of that kind of think- 
ing.

But the contractor who pares and 
pares until he puts better men out 
of the running, though he may get 
the job, loses his business soul—and 
that is everything.
